Moscow (UPI) — Russia's latest 


dance sensations didn't come from the 
Bolshoi. They came from the feedlot. 


They're the dancing cows of the 


Moscow circus. 


These hoofers, sparkling in their red 


and gold ankle bracelets, dance their 
way nightly into the hearts of thousands. 


It's a curious sight. Grown cows 


swaying four abreast to the sound of Rus- 


sian folk songs. 


One ambitious trouper even drops to 


her knees and backs up without missing a 
beat. 


To be sure, not a one broke out in a 


soft-shoe. But they did paw the ground in 
time with the music. 


Between numbers, cow trainer Valen- 


tina Simonova, wearing a white and gold 
gown, slips the dancers an inexhaustible 
supply of sugar cubes 


Cows are no joke to Miss Simonova. 


Carter's foreign policy goals 
praised as India shifts stand 


New Delhi, India (AP) — The foreign 


minister of India, the largest nation of 
the Third World, said Saturday that 
President Carter has set foreign policy 
goals worthy of support by "all powers, 
great or small" — including the non- 
aligned camp. 


A. B. Vajpayee made the statement in 


. a toast to visiting U.S. Deputy Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher. The state- 
ment later was issued as an official 
government press release. 


In a significant departure from past In- 


dian criticism of U.S. policy, Vajpayee 
said he recommends some of Carter's 
goals to India's friends in the Third 
World. 


Christopher told reporters later, "We 


are on the verge of a new era of close and 
friendly relations between the United 
States and India." 


In the toast, Vajpayee said India noted 


with approval "the stirring words of 
President Carter" in his foreign policy 
speech at Notre Dame University in 


'South Bend. Ind., on May 22, "when he 
spoke about bridging the great divide 
between the rich and the poor." 


Vajpayee, whose official title is 


minister of external affairs, added that 
India is ready to contribute to U.S. in- 
itiatives to restrain foreign arms sales. 
halt nuclear weapons proliferation and 
end military rivalry in the Indian Ocean. 


"I would like to dispel the notion ... 


that India's nonahgnment would inhibit 
such cooperation," Vajpayee continued. 


"On the contrary, the aims of non- 


alignment will be easier to realize if all 
powers, great or small, work towards 
the noble objectives such as those which 
President Carter has outlined," he said. 


Christopher's one-day visit for talks 


with Indian leaders came during a thaw 
in U.S.-Indian relations that started with 
the defeat in the March elections of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's govern- 
ment by the forces of Morarji Desai, the 
new prime minister

Hanafis found guilty 
in Washington seige

Washington — Twelve Hanafi 


Moslems, who seized three downtown 
buildings here last March when one per- 
son was killed and 149 others were held 
hostage for 39 tension-filled hours, were 
convicted Saturday of charges ranging 
from armed kidnaping to second-degree 
murder. 


Hamaas Abdul Khaalis, leader of the 


Hanafi Moslems, and two of his 
followers were convicted of the second- 
degree murder of Maurice Williams, a 
college radio newsman, who was killed 
in the takeover of the District Building, 
Washington's city hall. Khaalis also was 
convicted of 24 counts of armed kidnap- 
ping, assault and conspiracy to commit 
kidnaping. 


The all-black jury of 10 men and two 


women deliberated 19 hours and 10 
minutes over four days before returning 
the verdict that ended 54 days of an 
emotional trial that included a two-week 
food strike by the defendants. 


But the only emotions displayed daring 


the long, involved reading of the verdict 
were tears shed by the jurors. The defen- 
dants sat impassively, as did their black- 
veiled wives and female relatives a few 
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rows back in the narrow, crowded 
courtroom that was tightly guarded by a 
score of federal marshals. 


After the verdict was announced, 


Superior Court Judge Nicholas Nunzio 
set sentencing for Sept. 6, revoked bail 
and ordered all 12 defendants to jail. 


Later, outside the courthouse. U.S. At- 


ty. Earl Silbert noted all the defendants 
were found guilty of kidnaping, which 
could result in sentences of up to 100 
years each for them. 


"This jury has sent a message to all 


terrorist that this conduct will not be 
tolerated in the nation's capital nor 
anywhere else in the country," he said. 


Khaalis's defense attorney, Harry 


Alexander, said he was "stunned and 
saddened" by the verdict, but that 
Khaalis had received it "very calmly." 


"He's a devout, pious man. a true 


believer in Allah." Alexander said of 
Khaalis. "He feels that for himself it 
may be alf over, but regardless of the 
outcome. Allah will have spoken." 


Alexander said he would consider 


filing motions in the case, but declined to 
say if he would file an appeal from the 
verdict for Khaalis. 


During the 38-hour siege, the men said 


they were protesting release of the 
movie "Mohammed, Messenger of 
God." 
which they described as 


blasphemous. They said they also were 
seeking to avenge the 1973 murders of 
seven members of Khaalis" household. 
six of them his children, by members of 
the rival Black Muslim sect 


that he would pursue "genuine non- 
alignment" in place of what Mrs. Gandhi 
had termed a ''special relationship" with 
the Soviet Union. 


Desai and Carter later started a 


dialog in the form of letters that In- 
dian officials say is extremely warm and 
reflects common moral values. 


In the toabt. Vajpayee called attention 


to Christopher's visit as the first official 
meeting in India between the new ad- 
ministrations in both India and the 
United States Christopher stopped over 
here en route to Thailand and New 
Zealand 


"We believe that the new American 


administration has also given up some 
old tilts and prejudices," Vajpayee said. 


He added that India expects the United 


States to "not look askance at developing 
countries in their struggle to realize 
their full potential" through technology 
and education. 


After meetings with Vejpayee, 


Finance Minister H M Patel and a 
secretary of Desai, who was out of town, 
Chnstoper told reporters: "Conditions 
are ripe to enhance the longstanding 
friendship between the two countries." 


He added that his predictions were 


based both on his talks Saturday and on 
the exchange of letters between Desai 
and Carter. 


Christopher also told reporters the 


United States "accepts at its face value 
and fully trusts" Desai's recent state- 
ment on peaceful nuclear intentions. 


Desai has told Parliament India now 


finds no necessity for more test 
explosions in its peaceful atomic energy 
research program and if it did there 
would be consulations and observers. 


Relations were sour between the 


United States and Mrs. Gandhi's govern- 
ment, and one the irritants to 
Washington was India's secret explosion 
of a nuclear device in 1974.

Florida salt spring, marsh yield 
6,000-year-old human remains

Washington (UPI) — A spring-fed sink 


hole and the marsh around it near 
Sarasota, Fla., have yielded bones of 
people who lived 6,000 years ago, animal 
bones twice that old, and what may be a 
9.000-year-old boomerang. • 


Among the human finds was a skull 


containing possibly the oldest preserved 
brain matter yet discovered. 


The National Geographic Society 


reported Saturday that preliminary in- 
dications suggest the remains of as many 
as 1.000 people who lived 6,000 to 7,000 
years ago may lie beneath sediment 
along the edges of Little Salt Spring. 


Animal remains 12.000 to 14,000 years 


old have been found at a deeper level in 
the warm spring waters, the society 
said. 


The finds were made by Carl Clausen, 


an underwater archeologist sponsored by 
the society and the General Develop- 
ment Foundation, which owns the land 
around the sink hole. 


"The incredibly preserved wooden ar- 


tifacts and skeletal remains of people 
and animals are giving us an un- 
precedented look at man's material 
culture as it existed thousands of years 
ago." Clausen said in the National 
Geographic Society report. 


Among the animal remains was an 


extinct tortoise skewered by a three-foot 
stake probably shaped by a prehistoric 
hunter. Laboratory dating of the shell 
and spear shows they are 12.000 to 13.000 
years old. 


Clausen said the most surprising dis- 


covery was the large number of human 
bones. 


"To find this many people at the site 


would be amazing, since man 6.000 or 
7.000 years ago was generally considered 
a nomadic hunter who moved in 


extended family groups from place to 
place." he said. 


"The large number of burials suggests 


a tradition of using the area for inter- 
ment that may have lasted 1,000 years or 
more." 


Clausen said Florida at that time was 


cooler and drier and the spring may have 
been the only source of water for miles. 


The animal remains came from giant 


sloths and a mastodon. Clausen said 
many more probably he at the bottom of 
the sink hole but deep diving equipment 
is needed to explore it. 


He said a heavy charge of dissolved 


minerals in the water, the lack of dis- 
solved oxygen in the water and its 76- 
degree Fahrenheit temperature are 
responsible for its preserving qualities. 


Egypt denies Libyan charge 
of air attacks over desert

Libya said Saturday its anti-aircraft 


batteries had shot down eight Egyptian 
fighter-bombers on daylong bombing 
missions inside Libya and warned it 
would strike deep within Egypt if the at- 
tacks did not stop. Egypt labeled the 
reports as "a pack of lies" and a "fig- 
ment of the imagination." 


An Egyptian military spokesman in 


Cairo said Egyptian and Libyan gunners 
exchanged fire Saturday across the fron- 
tier in the western desert in the fifth day 
of the most serious fighting between two 
Arab nations in seven years. 


The spokesman said Libyan artillery 


shelled Egyptian positions in the plateau 
surrounding the Salloum border 
checkpoint and that "our gunners hit 
back from inside our territory and 
silenced it " 


T!ie artillery due! was reported just 


after a spokesman for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization <PLO) said ef- 
forts by PLO leader Yasir Arafat to 
arrange a cease-fire had met with a 
"positive response" from Egyptian 


President Anwar Sadat and his defense 
minister. Gen Mohammed Gamassy. 


The PLO spokesman in Cairo described 


as "premature" a report circulating m 
the Egyptian capital that a temporary 
truce had been arranged with the 
timetable to be fixed later. 


Earlier, a Libyan statement charged 


the Egyptian air offensive was a prelude 
to a "major ground attack." 


In a news bulletin issued at 5 p.m. (!0 


a.m. CST!, the Libyan news agency said. 
"Wide-scale air attacks against "Libya 
are going on up to this very minute."' 


"If the Egyptian forces do not stop 


their attack, Libya will retaliate with 
strikes deep inside Egypt." a govern- 
ment statement carried by the Libyan 
news agency said 


The news agency said eight Egyptian 


planes, including Soviet-made Migs 
and French-made Mirages, had been 
downed during wide-ranging air strikes 
ranging from the Mediterranean city of 
Tobruk to the desert Kufra oasis region.

Study: fuel 
adjustment 
practice 
deceptive

Washington — Many private utili- 


ty companies are hiding nonfuel 
items in the "fuel adjustment 
clause" of electric and gas bills, 
driving up customer prices in a 
deceptive way that escapes 
challenge, a congressional report 
said Saturday. 


The report said adjustment 


clauses — used by most states to let 
utility bills quickly reflect the rise 
and fall of coal, oil and natural gas 
prices — have added 127 billion to 
utility charges nationwide since 
1974, an average 1390 increase per 
household. 


Sens. Edmund Maskie, D-Maine, 


and Lee Metcalf. D-Mcmt., who 
released the report by the Library of 
Congress, said the automatic adjust- 
ment clauses added $9.6 billion to 
consumer costs last year alone. 


"What a customer sees on his bill 


as a 'fuel adjustment charge' can be 
deceptive." the senators said. 


The study also showed utilities are 


frequently allowed to include other 
costs such as transportation in the 
automatic fuel adjustments they 
tack onto monthlv bills. 


"The inclusion of such costs in 


fuel adjustments charges not only 
means that such charges are passed 
along automatically, but also that 
consumers in many states do not 


know what they are paying for," tie 
senators said. 


"Abuse of fuel adjustment clauses 


suggests that the public might be 
better served by their abolition." 


"H appears that fuel adjustment 


clauses are being used by utilities. 
with commission sanction, to throw 
a blanket over more and more of the 
utility costs which should be openly 
reviewed and subjected to 
challenge," the two senators said. 


Supporters of fuel adjustment 


charges say the utility firms need 
them to avoid costly delays in 
recovering increases in the prices 
they must pay for their fuel. Critics 
say bearings should be held before 


increases m utility bills are allowed. 


Normal utility rate increases 


must be submitted to state utility 
commissions for review, public 
hearings and possible challenges. 
Increases in the cost of fuel, 
however, can be passed directly to 
customers under the adjustment 
clauses without a commission 
review 


Fn-c stales do not permit use of 


fuel adjustment clauses — 
Wyoming. Washington, Utah. 
Oregon and Montana. In two others 
— Idaho and Nevada — the clause is 
not used or is denied to some 
categories of utilities. 


(In Nebraska there is not state 


government regulation of electric 


nor natural gas rates. There are no 
pnvate electric utility companies, 
rates are set by elected boards or by 
city councils. There have been bills 
introduced in the Nebraska 
legislature to regulate natural gas, 
but none have been approved Of 
Nebraska elecinc suppliers, some 
apply fuel adjustment clauses and 
some do not. the Lincoln Electric 
System is one that does not i 


The study also indicated state 


utility commissions are becoming 
more resistant to rate increases It 
showed that in 1976. the com- 
missions granted $2.7 billion in- 
creases out of a total of «5 6 billion 
requested. In 3975 they granted $25 
billion oat of 13.7 billion.

Chicago — You know her as 


Eve White, Eve Black and

And she has come out of 


hiding at last, claiming, " 'The 
Three Faces of Eve' was only 
the tip of the iceberg. That 
''cure' lasted only six months, 
and then 19 more personalities 
appeared before the problem 
of my shattered personality 
was finally resolved three 
years ago." 


The 50-year-old, soft-spoken 


Southern grandmother claims 
that at some time or another 
she has also been: The 
Strawberry Lady, who ate only 
strawberries: the Purple 
Lady, who wore a white wig 
and purple dresses and cooked 
purple food: the Card Lady, 
who tried to bring order into 
her life by filing cards the 
Freckle Girl: the Blue-eyed 
Girl: the Big-eyed Girl; The 
Turtle Lady, who collected 
turtles: the Blind Lady: the 
Pajama Girl, who wore only 
pajamas: the Gown Lady, who 
dressed in flowing gowns; the 
Retrace Lady, who walked 
around the block to avoid 
retracing her steps: the Wind 
Lady: the Bell Lady, and 
various others.

In an effort to set the record 


straight, and also as part of her 
own therapy. Ms. Sizemore sat 
down with her cousin, Ellen 
Sain Pittillo. and together they 
wrote "I'm Eve." 


Visiting in Chicago during a 


promotion tour for the book, 
this motherly little woman im- 
mediately took issue with what 
the psychiatrist in "The Three 
Faces of Eve" called the cause 
of her trouble. 


"The film insinuates that it 


all began when I was forced to 
kiss my grandmother good-by 
while she was lying in her cof- 
fin," 
she began. 


"But that's not where it 


started. I learned in later 
therapy that my illness went 
back to when I was 2 years old. 
That's when I saw a man 
killed, his body severed into 
three parts, lying in a ditch. 
Later. I saw my mother's arm 
cut;' then much later, the inci- 
dent with my dead grand- 
mother occurred." 


She insisted that she doesn't 


draw any conclusions and 
doesn't make any judgements 
in her book because she really 
doesn't know exactly how her 
illness began. 


"Yet I feel my parents can- 


not be blamed," she said. "In 
the film, my parents seemed 
very insensitive and cruel. In 
real life, they were very 
caring. They did worry about 
me and tried to do their best 
for me. They disciplined me 
the same way most children 
were disciplined at that time. 
It was my sensitivity that must 
have been different. Also. I 
was probably exposed to more 
horrible things by accident 
than most children are before I 
was able to deal with them." 


Probably the most important 


part of the book is the fact that 


its author finally put her own 
name on the cover. 


"Until now I felt so guilty 


about it. I thought there was 
something horrendously wrong 
with me. I thought no one 
would accept me because what 
happened to me was so odd," 
she aid. 


"But now, at last I feel free, 


and I'm not ashamed. The im- 
portant thing, I believe, is that 
I know who I am. And 
although it isn't always plea- 
sant to recall things, I can 
finally do it, and I can change 
things, too." 


Ms. Sizemore says that for a 


long time she didn't realize 
that all of the separate per- 
sonalities were emerging from 
her own. But she said her 
parents, her husband. Don. and 
her children, Taffy and Bobby, 
came to recognize the separate 
women as soon as they 
appeared. 


Married and divorced twice 


before the film. Ms. Sizemore 
married her current husband 
shortly after the movie came 
out. 


"Don married Jane, and she 


explained the whole problem to 
him," Ms. Sizemore said. "He 
also talked to the doctor and 
was assured that Jane was 
well. Then the other new per- 
sonalities began to emerge, 
and it was very difficult for my 
whole family." 


Although Taffy was aware 


of her mother's problem very 
early, her younger step- 
brother. Bobby, wasn't told un- 
til he was 13 years old. 


"Bobby knew 1 was sick and 


had to go to doctors, but he 
didn't understand why. After I 
had explained it all to him, he 
used to call me up from school 
and ask if I was all right," Ms. 
Sizemore recalled. 
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"When he came home, he'd 


react to whomever was there. 
He knew right away by the way 
she looked. The Purple Lady 
was wearing purple, the Gown 
Lady was in a gown, the 
Pajama Lady was in pajamas, 
and so forth." 


A soft sigh escaped her lips 


as she shook her head and 
remembered, "I was so tired 
all the time. I took so much 
energy to keep changing 
clothes and attitudes each time 
a new personality appeared." 


And now Ms. Sizemore 


realizes, "I. Christine, am the 
one they all came from. The 
personalities splintered away 
from my own personality, and 
now. 
at last they are all in- 


tegrated again. . . and they 
have been for three years. I 
saw them all dying, one at a 
time, just fading away because 
they became less important. 


"I understand now. intellec- 


tually, that I created those per- 
sonalities to do the things I 
couldn't do, and say and feel 
the things Chris 
couldn't 


express. They could do 
anything and leave Chris 
without any guilts. It's 
amazing what the psyche can 
do to protect itself, isn't it?"

Prospects dim for vet school admission

Urbana, 111. (AP) —Adesire 


of young people to return to the 
land, and an awareness of yet 
another profession open to 
women, is putting the squeeze 
o:. the nation's veterinary 
schools. 


Officials say there are six 


fully qualified applicants for 
each vet school vacancy, com- 
pared with three for each 
medical school opening. 


At the University of Illinois 


last fall there were 500 
applicants — more than double 
the number in 1970 — for 76 
vacancies in the veterinary 
school. Even more might have 
applied, but the school actively 
discouraged prospective 
students and didn't consider 
anyone from out of state.

such a large demand by Illinois 
residents that we have to 
accept Illinois applicants 
first," Dean Richard Dierks 
said. 


Dierks says this attitude 


prevails among officials of the 
nation's 22 veterinary schools, 
making the prospects dismal 
for would-be animal doctors in 
the 26 states with no veterinary 
schools. 


Oddly, it is mostly the folks 


in wide-open cattle country 
who are being shut out of the 
profession. Between the 
Pacific Ocean and Iowa only 
California, Colorado and 
Washington have veterinary 
schools. Washington shares the 
costs with Idaho and Oregon. 


To ease a similar situation in 


the South, four new veterinary 
schools have opened in the past 
Jive years, at the University of 
Tennessee, Mississippi State, 
University of Florida and 
Louisiana State. 


The vacuum in states 


without vet schools is drawing 
graduates from states like 
Illinois, where about half of the 
1976 class moved out of state. 
• However, officials say some of 
these young vets may be going 
through a voluntary internship 
*.nd eventually will return 
home. 


Dierks says there is an ob- 


vious need for veterinarians in 
every state, but the stumbling 


block is money. 


"It costs $40 million to $50 


million to start up a plant from 
scratch, and $5 million to $8 
million to maintain it each 
year. States without a large 
population base just can't af- 
ford the expense," he says. 


Why the incredible interest 


in the veterinary profession? 


Dierks believes it's because 


of "the whole movement back 
to the land, out of the city — a 
generation of young people 
wanting to work in ecology, 
energy or nature." 


"You've got to remember, 


too, that one-third of our 
entering class the last two 
years has been female," says 
Dr. H. S. Bryan, assistant dean 
of admissions at Illinois. 


"Part of the reason for the 


pressure is that females have 
discovered the profession now. 
Before, this was an all-male 
field." 


Bryan says a survey of the 


entering class of 1976 showed 
that "81% of our successful 
applicants were not farm- 
reared." Thirty per cent came 
from large cities. 


The American Veterinary 


Medical Assn., based in 
Schaumburg, 111., is financing 
a manpower study to see 
whether the job market for 
vets 
will 
support 
a 


mushrooming 
number of 


graduates. 


"The answer is about a year 


away," says Dr. R. L. West, 
the Association's director of 
scientific activities, "but we 
know the (job market) demand 
is considerably less than the 
demand to get into the 
colleges." 


At Illinois, Dr. Bryan says he 


expects the "usual two or 
three solid job offers" for 
every graduate. 


Starting salaries for vets 


average $17,500, but Dr. Bryan 
says that a big-city pet doctor 
can make up to $200,000 a year 
after expenses. 


Schools are adding about 2.- 


500 veterinarians a year to a 
work force estimated at 30,000. 
Of the existing professionals, 
says West, about 9,300 are in 
small animal practices, mostly 
treating pets in cities. 


Another 9,000 are small-town 


practitioners with a clientele 
of pets and farm animals, and 
1,800 treat only farm animals. 
The remainder work for 
regulatory agencies, the 
military or schools.

Picketing of the Lincoln City Council by

Goodyear unionists, helpfully coor- 


dinated by City Councilman Joe Hampton's 
election campaign associate Rex King, 
witnessed against city purchase of 
automobile tires fabricated by a foreign 
manufacturer. 


Buy American, they proposed; ergo, 


provide jobs for Americans. Sounds 
reasonable. 


The unionists hardly could have an- 


ticipated the city would demonstrate that 
some of the so-called American brand tires 
currently in inventory were manufactured 
in other countries. Small world, isn't it? 


Demands that public purchases be 


keyed exclusively to products or com- 
modities of domestic origin are part of the 
current wave of protectionism. It is 
washing from shores throughout the world 
and is ol ancient lineage. 


But many Americans lack awareness of 


the sophisticated global character of cor- 
porate operations. 


U.S. Department of Commerce figures 


show that American investment in foreign 
enterprises, or foreign subsidiaries, was 
calculated around $159 billion at the end of 
1976. It is thought this will rise by ap- 
proximately $29 billion this year. That 
would be "$29 billion NOT invested for 
domestic capital improvement and job 
creation purposes. 


American corporations are sinking 


risk-capital dollars in foreign plants, or 
beefing up their multinational corporate ac- 
tivities because businessmen see attractive 
opportunities for profit. There are markets 
abroad as well as at home. It is also possi- 
ble production costs, even with freight 
charges piled on. are cheaper outside of 
American borders. 


Those who ask boycotts of products

What the latest rehabilitation of Teng 


rineans to the United States is difficult to 
'assess. But it's probably not a bad thing. 


Once, when he was mad at Teng, the 


late Chairman Mao said the fellow wasn't 
even a Communist. And Teng was once 
quoted in a Communist newspaper as 
saying. "I would rather have a good scien- 
tist without a socialist consciousness than a 
Communist unable to act." Actually. Teng 
used another word instead of "apt."' He 
sounds like a pragmatist more than an 
ideologue. And in his vocabulary, a little 
like Harry Truman. 


But Teng's resurgence does affirm the 


still unsettled nature of China's leadership, 
and does remind us that, just as world com- 
munism is not a monolith, not all Chinese 
Communists necessarily act and think the 
same. The development suggests 
Washington will do well to nurture its 
avenues of communication with Peking, 
and be ready to move swiftly and flexibly in 
its dealings with a China where change may 
come at any time. 


It's an old American story 


A piece of journalistic research worked 


up by the Long Island publication Newsday 
goes around the barn to offer evidence of 
racial good news. 


Newsday discovered the percentage of 


black American baseball players on major 
league clubs is dropping. The peak was 
21.8" in 1972. That slipped to 18.9" this 
year on a downward curving trend line. 
Club officials verify quality black athletes 
in numbers of the past are no longer to be 
found. 


What's happening is that baseball long 


ago ceased to be the primary athletic 
wedge for blacks to hit the big jackpots. 
The lure of money in professional football 
and. most especially, basketball has been 
obvious since the early 1960s. 


With more avenues of opportunity open 


to them — and in more fields of life training 
and challenge than that branch of the 
entertainment world called sports — young 
blacks are diversifying. 


Such a pattern is one with which 


America has had long, and rewarding, 
experience. 


Even watered down, 
Hatch Act repeal 
filled with mischief

Organized labor didn't win quite 


the clear-cut victory advertised in 
the media last month when the 
House voted 244-164 to remove most 
of the restrictions on political activi- 
ty by federal government workers, 
virtually repealing the Hatch Act of 
1939. 


Before sending the Hatch Act 


repealer to the Senate — where it 
faces a real dog-fight — House 
members displayed genuine ner- 
vousness about abuses that could 
result from total political 
"liberation" of the 2.8-million- 
member federal work force. 


Over labor's protests, they 


watered down the bill by approving 
an amendment by Rep. Leo Ryan, 
D-Calif., that would keep as many as 
280,000 federal workers "hatched." 
And it's in that group that some of 
the worst abuses might occur — law 
enforcement personnel, as well as 
federal employes who award con- 
tracts or conduct audits, in- 
vestigations and inspections. 


"It makes it easier to sell the bill 


to the American people," a White 
House aide told me. "You won't, for 
instance, have the spectre of IRS 
agents actively managing cam- 
paigns on weekends and at night, 
and then during the day going out 
and auditing their opponents' 
returns." 


Other kinds of federal workers 


who would probably be kept out of 
politics by the Ryan amendment, 
under a case-by-case review by the 
Civil Service Commission, would be 
FBI agents, safety, health, poultry 
and meat inspectors. 


Even with the Ryan amendment, 


though, Hatch Act repeal has 
dangerous implications for federal 
workers and the average citizen 
alike. Subtle pressures could be 
exerted on government workers to 
campaign for or contribute to the 
campaigns of their Dosses or co- 
workers, with little chance of 
proving the type of coercion 
prohibited in the law. 


Critics say Hatch Act repeal is a 


pure power move by government 
employe unions and their AFL-CIO 
allies, anxious to recruit new 
political foot troops. Many House 
Democrats saw the bill as a way to 
throw a bone to the unions, previous- 
ly rebuffed on common situs 


picketing. Except for the American 
Civil Liberties Union, it's hard to 
find a single non-labor organization 
in favor of repeal. 


Republicans are overwhelmingly 


opposed, fearing their political ox 
could be gored by a hostile federal 
work force. But respected non- 
partisan organizations, including 
Common Cause, the National Civil 
Service League and International 
Personnel Management Association 
(IPMA), are also opposed, despite 
the Ryan amendment. 


"Once you say some positions 


should be excepted," says Enid 
Beaumont of IPMA, "you're accep- 
ting the argument that Hatch Act 
repeal will interfere with the 
neutrality of the federal civil ser- 
vice." 


Common Cause president David 


Cohen calls the bill "a politically 
arrogant move on the part of the 
Carter administration and 
Congress," taken without consulta- 
tion with the federal civil servants 
who would lose their Hatch Act 
protections. "The central challenge 
of the Carter administration is to 
build respect for government." 
Cohen says. "So their first act is to 
politicize all aspects of the civil ser- 
vice." 


The argument for Hatch Act 


repeal is that the present law is 
harsh and overly restrictive, 
allegedly making second-class 
citizens of government workers. "It 
is nothing less than scandalous and 
self-defeating to exclude 2.8 million 
of our brightest, most talented 
citizens from the political process," 
says Rep. William L. Clay, D-Mo., 
the chief House sponsor. 


But the Hatch Act, opponents of 


repeal say, already permits broad 
political activity by federal 
workers. They can vote, express 
political opinions as private 
citizens, wear political buttons and 
display bumper stickers, participate 
in non-partisan elections and even 
belong to political organizations and 
attend political conventions as long 
as they aren't officers or organizers. 
They may not run for office, manage 
campaigns or handle political funds. 


Rep. Joseph L. Fisher, D-Va., 


recalls that when the Hatch Act was 
passed in response to political coer- 
cion cf WPA employes in the late 
1930s, civil servants in Washington 


viewed it as "a truly landmark piece 
of legislation for their protection 
and betterment." Today, there's no 
evidence federal workers are 
clamoring for political "freedom." 
Indeed, when asked to perform a 
political act they can easily employ 
the shield of the 1939 law, saying, 
"Sorry, I'm hatched." 


The result has been a federal work 


force that the public may perceive 
as unresponsive or inefficient — but 
not politically motivated. 


"The potential for mischief in a 


politicized bureaucracy" is far 
greater now than in 1939, Rep. 
James Cleveland, R-N.H., suggests. 
He notes a threefold increase in the 
number of federal workers and the 
intrusion of government into vast 
new areas of American life through 
grants, contracting, regulatory ac- 
tivity and the power to bestow or 
withhold benefits or penalties. 


Government employe unions, 


practically nonexistent 
in 1939, 


have also become a powerful force. 
"It may be that unions are far more 
capable of engaging in the 
systematic solicitation and in- 
timidation of federal employes than 
a network of supervisors," says one 
Washington attorney. 


Even while "hatched," federal 


workers and their unions have been 
spectacularly successful in getting 
Congress to raise salaries and 
award inflation-proof pensions that 
would be the envy of most private 


citizens. Without Hatch Act protec- 
tions, the political machine 
organized for ever-increasing 
salaries and benefits might be well- 
nigh invincible. 


Friends of the Hatch Act fear that 


if it falls, the stage could be set for 
repeal of the "little Hatch acts" 
against political activity by state 
government workers, now enforced 
in a number of states. In both state 
and local elections, the problems of 
government 
workers mobilizing 


politically to "elect their own 
bosses" has become increasingly 
severe. 


Another concern is that the Civil 


Service Commission (CSC), which 
caved in to political pressures 
during the Nixon administration, 
would have to decide which federal 
employes were in sensitive positions 
that should remain "hatched." 
Carter has appointed outstanding 
and independent civil service com- 
missioners, but the fact remains 
they serve at the pleasure of the 
President. The potential for abuse, 
in future administrations, if not this 
one, is quite real. 


As passed by the House. Common 


Cause's Cohen says, the Hatch Act 
repealer "doesn't come close to 
drawing a reasonable balance 
between the values of political par- 
ticipation and a non-politicized civil 
service." One can only hope the 
Senate will have serious second 
thoughts about the matter.

Nebraska court oversteps 
role, says dissenting judge 


Nebraska Supreme Court Judge 


Lawrence Clinton lectured his 
associates las' week about the court's 
role and station in the governmental 
scheme. He did so in a partial dissent 
from the court's decision affirming 
major parts of the 1976 medical 
malpractice law. 


Clinton's point was that the court 


should not have entertained any more 
than one peripheral feature of the law- 
suit because there was no true adver- 
sary situation. An edited version of 
Clinton's dissent follows. 


Today this court, to the best of my 


knowledge, for the first time in its history 
renders what is, for the most part, an ad- 
visory opinion. In this respect it lamen- 
tably disregards its constitutional func- 
tions. This course, if followed, has 
ominous implications 
for the future 


political welfare of this state. 


We have said on numerous occasions the 


courts may not pass upon the con- 
stitutionality of a statute except at the suit 
of a person whose rights are adversely 
affected by the provisions of the statutes 
which are challenged as unconstitutional. 


The above precept is but a special 


application of a fundamental 
con- 


stitutional principle founded upon the doc- 
trine of the separation of powers. It is not 
a judicial function to render advisory 
opinions. Courts can constitutionally 
render opinions only where a case 
presents an actual controversy between 
the litigants. 


The doctrine of separation of powers is

The precise nature of the judicial power

ticular litigation. The principle which the 
court announces may, however, have 
precedential effect in the decision of 
future contested cases. 


The third characteristic is that a court 


or judge cannot initiate or begin an action. 
Even though the court may be aware of a 
dispute, it cannot intervene on its own in- 
itiative. One of the parties to a controver- 
sy must first invoke the jurisdiction of the 
court in the manner prescribed by some 
law. 


The purpose of the doctrine of the 


separation of powers is to preserve the in- 
dependence of each of the three branches 
of government in their own respective and 
proper spheres, thus tending to prevent 
the despotism of an oligarchy of the 
Legislature or judges, or the dictatorship 
of the executive, or any cooperative com-, 
binalion of the foregoing. 


In the words of Justice Brandeis, "(The 


purpose was) not to promote efficiency 
but to preclude the exercise of arbitrary 
power. The purpose was not to avoid fric- 
tion but. by means of the inevitable fric- 
tion incident to the distribution of the 
governmental powers among three 
departments, to save the people from 
autocracy." 


H is a matter of general observation 


that for the most part legislators, 
executives and administrators have very 
limited knowledge of what the doctrine of 
separation of powers imports. The courts, 
on the other hand, ought to be expected to 
have this knowledge. The courts must 
observe the dividing lines, to be sure not 
always clearly drawn, and to do so by the 
appropriate exercise of self-restraint. 


We must not lose our independence, nor 


intrude opon the functions of the other two 
branches of government by becoming em- 
broiled in the political processes. Yet in- 
evitably we will if we launch upon the un- 
constitutional and unwise process of 
rendering advisory opinions in non- 
justifiable causes., that is. opiomons 
rendered on abstract questions of con- 
stitutional law, where the opinion is 
rendered in a case where no person whose 
riehts arc affected by the challenged law 
is a party fo the proceeding before the 
court. 


Toward holding 
accountants 
accountable . . .

They work in near-anonymity, and prefer it 


that way. Businessmen and investors could not 
get along without them. Even in the tightest job 
market, there never seems to be enough of them 
to meet the demand. They are. of course, ac- 
countants, and their activities have come under 
the scrutiny of Congress and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission 
(SEC), which has 


regulatory authority over the accounting in- 
dustry. 


Congress and the SEC were prodded into ac- 


tion by some of the more spectacular business 
scandals of the past decade, notably the collapse 
of the Penn Central, the Equity Funding fraud 
and the disclosure by more than 250 corporations 
of extensive bribes in the U.S. and abroad. How, 
it was asked, could the independent accountants 
who audited these companies' books have failed 
to notice something was amiss? 


After a round of hearings that ended in June, 


a Senate Government Operations subcommittee 
concluded that new regulatory legislation was 
not needed. H accepted as genuine the accoun- 
ting industry's pledge to reform itself. And SEC 
Chairman Harold M. Williams testified that if 
accounting firms do not act, 
within a 


"reasonable period." to regulate themselves 
more effectively, the commission "will exercise 
its own authority." 


Accounting procedures are in a continuous 


state of flux. "Progress in the science and 
technique of accounting has made possible an in- 
crease in the size, complexity and territorial 
scope of business operations," economist John 
Bauer wrote 40 years ago. "Conversely, these 
business changes have spurred the advance in 
accounting knowledge and technique. The kind 
of records that are needed depends upon the 
business, but the kind of bnsines that is possible 
depends upon the records that can be kept." 


Accounting entails moreover, a long series 


of difficult choices. The Financial Accounting 
Standards Board, the industry's rule-making 
body, cites this example: "Should the basic 
measuring unit of accounting — the dollar — be 
adjusted for changes in its general purchasing 
power over time, or should the changes be ig- 
nored, or should information about the changes 
be reported supplemenlally?" 


Another problem is that accounting prac- 


tices abroad often are sharply at variance with 
those in the U.S. This creates difficulties in com- 
paring the performance of an American com- 
pany with its competitors in. say. West Ger- 
many and Japan. H also makes it harder to 
mraqire the financial status of multinational 
companies — those that operate in several or 
many countries. 


P our years ago. accountants from nine coun- 


tries formed an International Accounting Stan- 
dards Committee in an effort to reduce the con' 
fusion Thp committee has agreed on MX inter- 
national standards to date, and is working on 
others But whether the member countries' ac- 
counting bodies will adopt the standards is 
anyone's guess.

House falb 
from glory 
daysrof 74

Three years ago, the House 


of Representatives was ap- 
proaching its moment of glory. 


On July 24, 1974, the 


Judiciary Committee of the 
"other body," charged with 
the considerable duty of 
passing judgment on the con- 
duct of a President who had 
been elected with the largest 
majority in history, opened 
public hearings. It happened to 
be the same day the Supreme 
Court returned a judgment 
against Richard Nixon's right 
to retain his tapes. 


The country found out it was 


really remarkably well 
represented. It discovered peo- 
ple of conscience, character 
and brains. Chairman Peter 
Rodino, a night-school law 
graduate from Newark, dis- 
played a patient and subtle 
leadership. Barbara Jordan of 
Texas thundered about the 
Constitution. Walter Flowers 
of Alabama spoke of the pain 
of the decision. Caldwell 
Butler, a Virginia Republican, 
cried out that Watergate was 
his party's shame. 


It was marvelous drama; it 


had a good ending. Impeach- 
ment was voted, the system 
worked. The vast powers of the 
presidency could not prevail 
against the facts, the law and 
public officials who did not 
flinch from their duty. The 
House was showered with 
bouquets. Tip O'Neill, then 
majority leader, took a few 
bows. He had intervened at. 
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critical points along the way — 
he had refused to take Spiro 
Agnew's case, which would 
have delayed the process. He 
had pushed the Judiciary Com- 
mittee into action. Euphoria 
reigned in "the other body." 


Three years later, the House 


is back in the pits. 


The House, or more 


specifically, its Democratic 
majority, is being asked to 
pass judgment on its own con- 
duct. It is faced with the moral 
equivalent of impeaching 
itself. It has not just flinched 
from the task, it has gone 
about it in a manner that, as 
one of them said, was "haun- 
tingly familiar." 


The members instinctively 


set about protecting each other 
in the South Korean influence- 
buying scandal.

Flynt, they found out, once 
again, that he would not turn 
his back on an old friend.

nal and Star for the editorial on 
auto occupancy in relation to 
carpooling (July 17). It's 
refreshing to hear someone 
say it is not impossible. You're 
right, there are lots of advan- 
tages for everyone who par- 
ticipates as well as those who 
don't. 


I did wish to clarify one thing 


in Warren Weber's "Metro 
Memo" column (July 17). He 
states that "only 17 city and 
county employes have joined 
the program since the big city 
push for carpooling began 
several months ago." Wrong. 


In that context, it would be 


more accurate to say, "Only 
150 city and county employes 
have joined the program since 
the big city push for car- 
pooling began several months 
ago." 


The 17 persons are the city 


and county employes who have 
managed to form new carpools 
or join existing ones. Out of the 
small base of 150, spread 
throughout the city, we were 
able to come up with 31 possi- 
ble matches of interested peo- 
ple living near one another and 
working at the county-city 
building. 


Seventeen persons on those 


lists have formed carpools. 
They're people who were not 
carpooling before. They were 
primarily driving alone to

work. The 17 represent 13 new 
vacant stalls in the employe 
parking lot — or about one 
block of parallel parked cars 
on the street. These 17 new 
carpoolers will save ap- 
proximately 44 barrels of gas- 
oline a year based on asump- 
tions used in our program 
folder. 


Collectively, these 17 car- 
poolers will have approximate- 
ly $5,549 disposable income to 
spend with local merchants. If 
we had to add new parking 
stalls to accommodate these 
employes, it would cost ap- 
proximately $7,800 for the 13 
stalls at $600 per stall.

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Study shows bi-racial 
adoption successful

During the 1960s, the long- 


held restriction that adopted 
children should be matched to 
adopting parents by race, 
color, religion and even look- 
alike features was broken 
down. 


Thousands of white parents, 


motivated by childlessness, 
humanitarianism or a wish to 
expiate a guilt feeling over 
racism in this country, adopted 
several thousand (perhaps 15,- 
0001 black children out of 
orphanages and institutions. 


But now transracial adoption 


has virtually ended. Black 
social workers and leaders of 
black political organizations 
saw it as an insidious form of 
genocide for the black com- 
munity and led the fight 
against the practice. 


The interesting question to 


be answered is. what will 
happen to the black children 
being brought up in the white 
community? Will they be able 
to "pass" or will they be cast 
adrift? Will they be blacks 
with "white psyches" — black 
on the outside and white on the 
inside'.' 
Will their white 


siblings become a nucleus lor a 
new community that does not 
perceive social differences on 
the basis of race? 


An attempt to get answers 


has been started by Prof. Rita 
James Simon. University of 
Illinois sociologist, and Prof. 
Howard Altesein. who took his 
Ph.D. at Illinois and is now 
assistant dean of the school of 
Gallup Poll 


social work, University of 
Maryland. 


They have interviewed 204 


white, middle-class adopting 
families (about 75 in Chicago 
and central Illinois) and 
published their first findings in 
a book, "Transracial Adop- 
tion" (Wiley-Interescience). 


The initial finding is that the 


black children have not lost 
their identity as blacks. They 
perceive themselves as black. 
At the same time, they do not 
prefer black children over 
white or white over black. 
They get along equally well 
with either. Race was of no 
concern in their selection of 
friends. 


"The finding that is most 


startling is that they are com- 
fortable with being black, do 
not wish they were white, and 
do not view white as superior 
or more attractive," said 
Simon. 


So far these children are 


young enough so that the fami- 
ly is the most important in- 
fluence in their lives. 


"Whether this sense of black 


identity will persist when the 
children go outside of the fami- 
ly into the community remains 
to be seen," said Simon. "It 
will take years, perhaps 15, to 
find out how things really 
worked out, the racial at- 
titudes they hold, how they feel 
about what has happened to 
them, with which racial com- 
munity they will affiliate. We 
intend to track them down in a 
few years, when they are just 
entering adolescence, and ob- 
tain their attitudes then." 


Car air safety bags 
favored by public 


Princeton. N.J. — Although 


most drivers fail to use their 
seat belts — and oppose laws 
that would fine a person for 
f a i l i n g to do so — they 
nevertheless vote in favor of a 
passive restraint system in 
cars in the form of air safety 
bags. 


The public votes 46 to 37"c in 


f a v o r of r e q u i r i n g 
car 


manufacturers to equip all new 
cars with air safety bags. The 
air bag, which would cost S100 
to $300 per car, is a balloon 
that inflates automatically 
when sensors detect a colli- 
sion, keeping riders from 
slamming into the windshield, 
dashboard and steering wheel.

Brock Adams recently ordered 
passive restraint systems for 
all standard and luxury cars 
sold in the U.S. starting with 
1982 models. This system could 
include a seat belt harness that 
automatically covers the 
d r i v e r and passenger.

w r a p .around 


passengers and lock into place. 


The Transportation Dept. 


h a s e s t i m a t e d passive 


restraints could save 9,000 to 
12,000 lives each year and pre- 
vent 100.000 to 200.000 serious 
injuries. 


Interestingly, support is 


greatest among the nation's 
youngest adults. 18 to 29, who 
have the highest car accident 
and death rate. Sixty-five per- 
cent of persons in this age 
group favor requiring air bags 
in all new cars, compared to 
only 31r'r among persons 50 and 
over. 


When the results are limited 


to men alone, the proposal to 
have air bags installed is voted 
down. 47 to 42'>. Among 
women, support is heavily in 
favor. 51 to 27'''. 


Sharp regional differences 


emerge as well, 
w i t h 


Easterners considerably more 
inclined than persons in other 
regions to favor new cars being 
equipped with air safety bags. 


Further survey 
findings 


show the p u b l i c to be 
overwhelmingly opposed — 
76': to \l"r — to a'law that 
would fine a person S25 if he 
did not wear a seat belt when 
riding in an automobile.

Timberline Lodge one of a kind

Government Camp, Ore. 


(AP) — Halfway between the 
equator and the north pole God 
raised a great mountain, a 
monument to nature. Upon it 
man raised a great edifice, a 
monument to creation. 


The mountain, Mt. Hood, 


was born of volcanic fire; the 
edifice, Timberline Lodge, of 
flaming desperation. 


"You 
couldn't replace 


Timberline Lodge if it were 
destroyed any more than you 
could replace Mt. Hood if it 
erupted again," said Charles 
Lake. "They say it would cost 
$6 or 8 million to build this 
lodge today but any figure is 
meaningless. It couldn't be 
built today. It is unique." 


So it is, and that is one 


reason Timberline Lodge has^ 
been designated a national 
historic landmark. It is one of 
a kind 


Charles Lake is one of a kind 


too. one of a special kind whose 
sense of wonder at the natural 
magnificence around him has 
never dimmed. In these 
heights and forests, where he 
has lived all his 35 years, each 
day holds mystery and adven- 
ture. 


"I love it here. The mountain 


and the lodge have been a big 
part of my life for as long as I 
can remember. I wouldn't 
want to be any place else." 


Charles Lake, an erect, big- 


shouldered 
man, is the 


engineer for Timberline 
Lodge, the one who sees to its 
good repair. He does so fondly. 
He also doubles as assistant 
manager, keeping books 
balanced and guests happy. 


Timberline Lodge was a 


WPA project. 


When President Roosevelt 


established the Works Project 
Administration to combat the 
Great Depression, hundreds of 
idled artisans and craftsmen 
climbed the slopes of Mt. 
Hood, built a tent city at 
Government Camp, and went 
to work. 


They cut timber from the 


mountain's burdened flank and 
pried boulders from its up- 
heaved bosom and with adze 
and chisel fashioned massive 
walls and beams to match the 
massive mountain. 


They built a foundry. From 


discarded railroad track they 
forged huge andirons and strap 
hinges and heavy hardware for 
heavy doors. They built looms. 
From discarded army un- 
iforms and blankets they wove 
draperies and upholstery and 
they hooked rugs by hand. 


Woodcarvers came. From 


discarded cedar telephone 
poles they made newel posts 
fof the great stairway and 
carved in them the fauna of the 
mountain: owl. eagle, bear, op- 


possum. On lofty wall panels 
they carved mountain scenes 
in relief. Other artists went to 
work with oils, watercolors, 
tiles. 


Always 
the mountain 


challenged them, the awesome 
11,245-foot peak looking down 
on their endeavors like a snow- 
crowned overlord. 


"It inspired them." Charles 


Lake said "They felt they had 
to equal its grandeur. If a 
beam wasn't just right or a 
joint didn't fit perfectly they 
made a new one. If the design 
didn't suit them they changed 
it as they went along. Their 
only standard was excellence. 


•'The marvelous 
thing, 


looking at it all, is realizing 
that human beings with hand 
tools did this. No machines. 
Every rafter and chair was 
built by hand." 


Charles Lake aims to keep it 


that way. It wasn't easy. If 
something needs replacing, a 
hand-forged hinge, say, or a 
hand-hewn board, he regards it 
his bounded duty to replace it 
just as it was. not with some 
assembly-line substitute. 


A volunteer group called 


Friends of Timberline helps 
out. hooking rugs, restoring 
furniture. 


"They're people who have 


been here and fallen in love 
with the place. I understand 
that. What I don't understand 


is the way some people abuse 
it. See the gashes in the bottom 
of the door? Ski boots did 
that." 


To Charles Lake, the soaring 


building of wood and stone, 
perfectly in tune with its set- 
ting, is as much a part of the 
mountain as the brawling 
hillside streams and the 
gushing springs and the soft 
lupine now poking blue petals 
from beds of fallen needles. 


He cherishes the mountain 


as he cherishes the lodge, and 
treats both as a personal trust. 


At his home in the nearby 


village of Rhododendron he is 
known for the strange moun- 
tain menagerie outside his 
door. 


"I guess my place has a 


reputation as sort of a haven 
for wayward animals. Right 
now I'm raising a pair of 
o r p h a n e d 
deer. 
When 


somebody finds a hurt animal 
or one that has lost its mother 
they bring it to me. I've raised 
bears, bobcats, coyotes, you 
name it " 


Don't forget llamas. 
Charles Lake likes to show 


people his mountain, guide 
them on its trails. Horses, he 
feels, damage the trails undu- 
ly. For pack animals he uses 
creatures of the Andes, 
llamas. Carlo and Mario. 


Carlo and Mario step lighlty 


on the mountain too.

Lillian Vogelsang took her 
daughter swimming at Lake 
Okanugan recently and saw old 
Ugopogo 
She says she'll 


forego further dips in the lake. 


"Us humps came three feet 


out of the water," said Mrs 
Vogelsang "It must have been 
50 feet long. He was dark green 
and shiny. I watched until he 
sjnk down like a submarine " 


Townspeople in this eastern 


I'mish Columbia resort com- 
munity oi 5,'i.OOO. situated 
about midway along the 88- 
mile lake, tell visitors not to be 
alarmed il they see the 50-foot 
reptile rear its head from the 
lake 


Old Ogopogo, say the 


believers, is a monstrous sur- 
vivor ol the .Mesozoic Era who 
lives in the 800-foot depths of 
the lake 
They say he's 


harmless 


But skeptics like David 


Sterling of the Federation of 
British Columbia Naturalists 
speculate that Ogopogo is 
merely an optical illusion 
produced when someone views 
a bow wave moving across flat 
water 


Debate over the existence of 


the monster has gone on for 
years. Saturday night about 40 
local divers were ready to 
prove or disprove the tale. 
Going under in shifts and 
armed with $30.000 worth of 
underwater photographic gear, 
the divers planned to spend 24 
hours underwater near West- 
bank, where the elusive 
creature was last reported 
seen. 


Only poor photographs have 


been taken of Ogopogo's 
movements in the past. 


"1 can't help but believe 


there's something down 
there," says Roy Patterson 
MacLean, publisher of the 


Kelowna Daily Courier. "Too 
many reliable persons, and 
groups of people, have seen 
it." 


Maclean, along with dozens 


of nearby lake residents, 
claims to have seen Ogopogo. 
He was walking across the 
living room of his shorefront 
home several years ago, he 
says, when he saw a hundred 
ducks take off into the air, 
squawking with fright. 


"Parallel to the shore I saw 


three humps, one of which was 
going down in the water," 
Maclean said. "It wasn't a 
swell, the water being only 
about four or five feet deep. I 
watched it and soon it turned 
and swam into the lake." 


Arlene Gaal, who in a book 


about the reptile traces his life 
back 100 years, says Ogopogo 
may be a Plesiosaur, a marine 
reptile alive 100 million years 
ago in the Mesozoic Era. 


Maybe, she says, Ogopogo 


was produced from a fertilized 
egg which was "deep frozen" 
by the Pleistocene glaciers 
that later created Lake 
Okanagan. 


The University of British 


Columbia made sound recor- 
dings during an expedition on 
the lake in 1971 but found no 
evidence that Ogopogo exists. 


Typhoid fever 


Miami (UPI) — An outbreak 


of typhoid fever has hit parts of 
Havana, and the government 
radio warned residents Satur- 
day to take health precautions 
against the possibly fatal dis- 
ease.

Writing in "Please Don't 


Call Me Fido", Johnes has 
selected more than 1,000 
names for a pup. Names are 
listed alphabetically from 
\bakaru to Zorro and each 
name is followed by a resume 
oi its origin and other data. 


Johnes's selections range 


from history to the movies; 
does in art, literature, 


mythology and folklore; sym- 
bolism, legend and some 
owned by famous persons. 


She warns, however, that 


most of these names won't be 
sleeted for American Kennel 
Club (ARC) registration 
because generally they're just 
"plain and simple." ARC 
r e q u i r e s 
more 
f o r m a l 


registrants. 


If you have a purebred pet 


named, say, Harvey, AKC 
might nix him as a candidate. 
But suppose you live in a place 
called Wood River. You might 
get him registered as Wood 
River Harvey. 


AKC also requires names 


limited to 25 letters, and 
following numerals are barred 
because the club uses numbers 
to distinguish animals of the 
same name. Only 3? of the 
same name can win AKC 
registration. 


Also naming your dog for a 


living person is barred. That 
covers Jimmy Carter, but 
George Washington is okay. 


And finally, Johnes explains 


that Fido, which means 


faithful in Latin, has lost that 
meaning and has become a 
cliche most dogs, sensing it, 
will be howling at the moon if 
called Fido. 


Abakaru was the hunting 


dog of an Egyptian monarch 
and is depicted in a hunting 
scene in the Cairo Museum. 
Zorro, a German shepherd, 
was the 1976 dog-hero of the 
year. He saved his master 
after the latter dropped into a 
deep creek in the Sierra 
Nevadas.

Pittsburgh (UPI) - Israeli 


Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin has won the support of 
President Carter and 
American Jews and showed 
them he is not a "ranting, 
raving extremist," the head of 
the conference of presidents of 
major Jewish organizations 
said Saturday.

Demographers study increasing birth rate

Washington — The rate at 


which American women bear 
children, which plunged to an 
historic low last year, has 
begun to creep up in the last 
few months. 


While the rate is still 


phenomenally low compared to 
that of the baby boom two 
decades ago. the new figures 
are adding fuel to a quickening 
debate among demographers 
over how long the baby bust of 
this decade will last. 


The question is one of con- 


siderable public concern, for 
e-.er. a small change in the 
notoriously unpredictable birth 
;snd fertility rates can have a 
major impact on the economy 
and on such institutions as 
schools and colleges for years 
to come. 


The most likely explanation 


for the rise is that couples who 
had delayed becoming parents 
for \ anous reasons are making 
• now or never" decisions and 
compensating for lost time 


Tnis does not necessarily 


mean larger families in the 
loic run. however. 


V the same time, there are 


'•r.;.iU\e signs that recent 


ur.'.ifamiiv" trends linked to 


•"Jie low birth rate — declining 
marriage rates and growing 
divorce — may be leveling off. 
The national Center for Health 
Statistics reports that the 
marriage rate was up for the 
first quarter of 1977, and that 
for the first time in years, 
there was no increase in 
divorce. 


According to the center, the 


recent birth rise began last 
September and has continued 
through April, the latest month 
for which national statistics 
are available. In the first third 
of this year the birth rate — 
the number of children born 
per 1.000 population — rose to 
15 1 or 6rr higher than for the 
same period last vear. 


If this persists for the entire 


year, nearly 3.4 million babies 
will be born in 1977. or about 
200.000 more than would have 
been expected if the rate had 
remained at last year's level. 


This figure is sure to raise 


cries of alarm among ad- 
vocates of a stabilized popula- 
tion, sometimes called "zero 
population growth." However, 
fears are growing among some 
others that the American birth 
rate has dipped so low that the 
population will be unable to 
support the economy and a 


vigorous creative society in 
the future. 


Experts are not very sur- 


prised that the American birth 
rate is up. This is because the 
number of women in the child- 
bearing ages < 15-44) is swollen 
with the ranks of girls born 
during the baby boom now 
passing through their prime 
years of fertility. Indeed, it is 
surprising that it has remained 
so low for so long Many 
experts have long anticipated 
an "echo" effect of the 
postwar baby boom. 


But demographers have 


noted that the fertility rate — a 
ratio that is independent of the 
number of women of reproduc- 
tion age — is also up. This 
gauge of the rate at which 
women in the child-bearing 
ages give birth was computed 
at 68.4 children per 1.000 
women for the first third of 
this year. This was an increase 
of 5'; over the comparable 
span in 1976. 


Although these increases are 


not trivial, there is nothing in 
them at the moment to suggest 
another baby boom. The 
American 
fertility rate 


remains one of the lowest in 
the world and stands at only a 
little over half of what it wa« 


at the height of the baby boom 
in 1957. The extent to which 
child-bearing has fallen is 
dramatic in view of the fact 
that it took only 35 million 
young women to produce 4.3 
million babies in 1957, while 48 
million women bore only 3.2 
million babies in 1976.

— It is one of the hottest, most 
inhospitable spots on earth. 


Ethiopia's sprawling Ogaden 


Desert is a 150,000 square mile 
tract of nothing, a wasteland 
the size of Montana. 


It is home to millions of 


desert lizards, a few stunted 
trees and several hundred 
thousand Somali nomads who 
have wandered the region with 
their camels and goats for cen- 
turies. 


But this barren land, which 


has been sucked dry by 130- 
degree temperatures and 
howling winds off the Red Sea. 
has become Africa's latest 
flashpoint 


A small-scale desert con- 


flict, unnoticed by the outside 
world for the last few years, 
has suddenly exploded into vir- 
tual full-scale war. 


If left unchecked, diplomats 


fear the escalating conflict 
could precipitate a major con- 
flagration on the Horn of 
Africa which could eventually 
involve both the United States 
and Soviet Union. 


Since the start of June an es- 


timated 3,000 guerrillas of the 
western Somalia Liberation 
Front poured into the Ogaden 
grabbing control of an es- 
timated 60'^ of the region. 
tucked 
into 
Ethiopia's 


southeastern corner and com- 
prising a f u l l third of 
Ethiopia's land area. 


The insurgents, trained, 


supplied and supported by 
Mogadishu severed the vital 
Addis Ababa-Djibouti Railroad 
snaking through the Ogaden 
and which carries 60/o of 
Ethiopia's imports and 
exports. They have defied in- 
creasingly frantic efforts by 


Ethiopian paratroops to reopen 
the line. 


Roaring across the desert in 


camouflaged trucks, the 
guerrillas overran Ethiopian 
government outposts, attacked 
convoys and infiltrated the 
area's two largest towns — the 
ancient walled city of Harar 
and the important rail town of 
Dire Dawa. 


The Guerrillas recently 


claimed they had killed at least 
150 Ethiopian troops in fighting 
around Dire Dawa. destroyed 
nine aircraft on the ground and 
shot down a tenth. 


The Ethiopians appear ready 


to strike back hard. For the 
past few weeks the embattled 
Marxist government airlifted 
thousands of troops, many of 
them belonging to the Israeli- 
trained flame division, into the 
Ogaden together with advance 
units of the Cuban-trained 
300.000-man peasant army. 


recently unveiled in Addis 
Ababa after months of secret 
training. 


In its first official com- 


munique on the fighting, 
Ethiopia also claimed (major 
victories 


Since independence in 1960. 


the Somalis have charged 
Ethiopia with being "Africa's 
longest colonialists." They 
claimed sovereignty over all 
disputed areas on the grounds 
that the majority of the pop- 
ulations there were ethnic 
Somalis. 


The stakes are equally high 


for the Ethiopian government 
of strongman Lt. Col. Mengistu 
Haile Manam. Should the 
Ogaden fall, it would almost 
certainly precipitate a domino 
effect through Ethiopia, giving 
encouragement to the dozen 
other secessionist and in- 
surrectionist movements and 
ripping the country apart.

Robot performs domestic tasks 


Rutherford, N.J. (AP) - A 


company here plans to 
manufacture a 5-foot-2, 180- 
pound robot that can serve 
your dinner, vacuum your 
rugs, babysit for your kids and 
insult your enemies. 


"We've programmed the 


robot to approximate human 
behavior. The only limitations 
to what it can do is the boun- 
dary of imagination and the 
cost factor," says Anthony 
Teichelt, president of Quasar 
Industries Inc. 


The robot, which the com- 


pany calls a domestic android, 
has been researched for the 
past eight years and now is in 
the final testing stages. 
"We're about 22 months away 
from production," Reichelt 
said, adding that the robots

Seoul, South Korea (UPI) - 


U.S. combat troops will begin 
leaving South Korea in late 
1978 under a plan that also 
calls for $2 billion in U.S. 
military aid to the Seoul 
government, a senior U.S. 
defense official said Saturday. 


Defense Secretary Harold 


Brown, who arrived in Seoul 
Saturday, will discuss the 
assistance 
and 
troop 


withdrawal plans Monday in 
two days of talks with Presi- 
dent Park Chung Hee and other 
Korean officials. 


The arms programs will 


provide such weapons as tanks, 
artillery and antiaircraft mis- 
siles to correct imbalances 
that now favor North Korea, 
the official said. 


The official acknowledged it 


will be "a pretty big job of per- 
suasion" to convince Congress 
to approve the aid package for 
two reasons: Lawmakers have 
been stung by charges of 
widespread Korean influence- 
buying in Congress and reports 
of human rights violations by 
Park's regime. 


The administration will have 


to ask Congress for authority 
to turn over to the Koreans at 
least $500 million worth of 
weapons that will be left by 
departing troops of the 2nd In- 
fantry Division. 


The plan also calls on 


Congress to approve credit 
sales of $275 million in each of 
the f i v e years of the 
withdrawal plan and at least 
$300 million in "one-shot" 
credit sales. 


"Congress will need an 


education program and time to 
consider these things," the of- 
ficial said. 


The official believed that 


despite removal of all 33.000 
U.S. ground combat forces, the 
situation in Korea will be more 
stable. 


"A U.S. ground combat 


capability would always be un- 
der political pressure for 
withdrawal, if not in one year, 
then another," the official 
said. 


A U.S. mutual defense treaty 


will be in force. U.S. Air Force 
units will remain and possibly 
be reinforced, and logistic and 
other support units will also 
stay, he said. 


The official said he "would 


not want to rule out" the 
return of U.S. ground forces in 
case of attack by North Korea 
and said a joint U.S.-Korean 
command structure would be 
left in the country ''to allow 
that if necessary." 


Part of Brown's mission is to 


persuade Park that the ad- 
ministration is moving careful- 
ly on the withdrawal, to outline 
the situation in Congress and to 
underscore "our determina- 
tion that we and South Korea 
must not allow the deterrent 
capability to be other than 
what is necessary to preserve 
peace," the official said. 
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Scientists may be near new era of better thinking through chemistry

Los Angeles (AP) - When 


the words weren't flowing, 
Balzac drank coffee — 50 cups 
a day. K. Scott Fitzgerald 
turned to the bottle, and 
Coleridge woke from an opium 
dream to write one of his finest 
poems. 


Better thining through 


chemistry is an old idea, but 
scientists may be on the edge 
of a new era with the prospect 
of using finely tuned drugs to 
improve learning, memory, 
attention and perhaps even 
creativity. 


Drugs that buoy a depressed 


person, dampen the drastic ups 
and downs of manic-depressive 
illness, calm anxiety and keep 
schizophrenics anchored in 
reality are routinely used. Like 
these mind-changing drugs, 
the new learning and memory 
substances — called neuropep- 
tides — are further evidence of 
the intimate link between men- 
tal states and the rise and fall 
ol chemicals in the brain. 


Dr. Arnold Mandell, a 


loading investigator of psy- 
chotropic drugs, suggests psy- 
chiatrists "are all trying to get 
the mind and the brain back 
together again. The mind ran 
off with the analysts and the 
b r a i n ran off w i t h the 
biological iresearchers) and 
what I'm seeing now is 
everyone trying to re-fuse 
them." 


The excitement over possi- 


ble uses for the new chemistry 
oi thinking runs high in labs 
here and in Eurpe. 


"We have mental hospitals 


filled with people who have 
memory difficulties," says Dr. 
Max Fink of the State Univer- 
sity of New York. 


"And 100% of the population 


develops memory difficulty at 
age 55 or a few years earlier or 
later. If we could develop com- 
pounds that prevent this 
memory loss, it would be a 
tremendous boon to society." 


Experiments with animals 


have shown significant im- 
provement through the drugs 
in learning a certain task and 
retaining it. 


Fink says human tests have 


not clearly shown that the 
drugs are helpful. However, an 
experiment with 20 retarded 
patients reported last year 
showed that an injection of a 
neuropeptide fragment of the 
hormone ACTH increased 
their ability to pay attention to 
a visual activity. 


Another function 
ATCH is one of the chemical 


messengers produced by the 
pituitary gland that hangs at 
the base of the brain. Until 
recently, it was thought that 
ACTH and other pituitary hor- 
mones had only one function — 
to stimulate other glands, such 
as the adrenals, to secrete 
their hormones. The discovery 
that they alter thinking and 
behavior as well was un- 
expected and opens a whole 
new field of study. 


Tests in which a single dose 


of a peptide chain of ACTH 
molecules called ACTH 4-12 
was given to elderly people 
showed some small but not 
very significant changes in 
memory, says Fink. New 
studies are under way using a 
more potent form of the drug. 


If the neuropeptides can in- 


crease attention in rats, one 
might think they could help 
hyperactive children, who are 
so jumpy and distracted that 


learning is a frustrating 
struggle. A happy thought, but 
a recent study using ACTH 4-12 
on a group of hyperactive 
children showed no improve- 
ment in their ability to pay 
attention or learn, says Dr. 
Janet Rappaport of the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health. 


Dr. Abba Kastin of the 


Veteran's Administration 
Hospital in New Orleans did 
many of the early experiments 
with neuropeptides. He says he 
is encouraged even though the 
results in people have been un- 
dramatic or negative. 


"I feel they have a lot to 


offer, although there may not 
be any great breakthroughs in 
the next two years," he says. 


Chemistry of creativity 
The chemical road to that 


elusive state, creativity, is 
being followed more quietly 
and less formally. With their 
goals so hard to describe in 
scientific terms and their 
drugs so controversial, the 
seekers of imagination are 
leery of talking too much. 


One of them is Dr. Alexander 


Shulgin, a physical chemist 
who lives outside San Fran- 
cisco where he works, plays 
the violin, writes, and grows 
his own w i n e grapes. 
Described by a colleague as a 
"gentleman scientist," Shulgin 
is a sort of free-lance drug 
designer for the government 
and pharmaceutical com- 
panies. 


He has tinkered with drugs 


related to mescaline and other 
hallucinogens from the "wild 
1960s," as he calls them, until 
their mind-distorting effects 
are nearly gone. What's left is 
a series of compounds said to 
AP NEWSFEATURES ILLUSTRATION 


have various interesting 
effects. In some cases they 
enrich the flow of ideas. 


Shulgin hesitates to talk 


much about his work, but has 
mentioned one of his curious if 
not very useful creations — a 
drug that made musical tones 
sound much lower to the user, 
than they actually were. 


Dr. Mandell, a longtime in- 


vestigator of the biochemical 
nature of various mental states 
and disorders, discribed a test 
of a Shulgin drug done some 
years ago. The experiment in- 
volved college students who 
wrote compositions after 
taking a placebo 
(inactive 


p i l l ) , an amphetamine 
(stimulant) or a creativity 
drug. 


"On the placebo they wrote 


two or three pages," said 
Mandell. 
"On 
the 


amphetamine they wrote 8 or 
10 pages, but it was boring and 
repetitive. On the Shulgin com- 
pound they wrote 8 or 10 pages 
very rich in content." 


Mandell, in explaining how 


Shulgin's drugs appear to 
work, suggests there is a 
chemical system in the brain 
that dulls a person's reactions 
to signals that occur repeated- 
ly, whether they are stimuli 
from outside or one's internal 
thoughts. 


The drugs block that system, 


which Mandell believes is 
responsible for boredom and 
stale thinking, and makes 
things appear to glisten with 
freshness. 


"You know very well that if 


you went into a problem that 
you knew like the back of your 
hand, you'd get bored with it; 
you look at it and there are no 
more things to think about it," 


he says. 


"Then, if you were to come 


to it as though you'd never seen 
it before . . . then new com- 
binations start to emerge. 
That's what the Shulgin 
chemical does." 


For now, these chemicals 


are unproven and experimen- 
tal. Mandell worries about 
what would happen if they 
became widely available. 


"I still don't know, frankly, 


if they all ought to be used just 
for research and then locked 
up," he says. "There are 
dangers in the chemical world 
no less than in the atomic 
world." 


Tinkering with the brain in 


this way might be dangerous in 
the long run, and Mandell is 
bothered by questions of who 
would get the drugs and who 
would administer them. 


"Is lack of creativity a 


defect that you should treat, or 
are there just going to be some 
people who are creative and 
some who aren't?" 


The psychiatrist also 


believes there are other ways 
to reach creative states — 
biofeedback, meditation, or his 
own method, 
long-distance 


running. 


Mandell's other concern, 


after 17 years of working with 
mind-altering drugs, is that in 
the same way long use of 
amphetamines can cause a 
"crash" into depression, 
creativity drugs eventually 
could push the user into a state 
where he is duller than before. 


"The thing that militates 


against a chronic drug regime 
is that your brain has enor- 
mous and exquisite ways to 
wipe out what you're trying to 
do to it." 


FCC's proposed rules for CB radio fans written in plain English

bold new step, last week issued 
its proposed new rules to 
govern the nation's 20 million 
CB radio fans — rules written 
in ordinary, everyday English. 


What's "more, the table of 


contents to the rules is in the 
form of questions designed to 
help just about anybody who 


can read find out what rule 
covers what. For example: 


— What is the Citizens Band 


(CB) Radio Service? 


— How do I use these rules? 
— How are the key words in 


these rules defined? 


— Do I need a license? 
The proposed regulations — 


which won't go into effect until 
the FCC examines the com- 
ments it expects to receive 
fr6m the public and CB 
operators — were published in 
Wednesday's edition of the 


Federal Register, a daily 
publication of all new federal 
g o v e r n m e n t rules and 
regulations. 


In deciding to rewrite its CB 


regulations in plain English, 
the FCC said it was "long 
belived that failure by a CB 
operator to observe FCC rules 
results more from ignorance of 
the rules than a deliberate 
decision to violate those 
rules." 


Further, the FCC pointed out 


that the phenomenal growth of 


CB radio from little more than 
a million stations two years 
ago to about 10.5 million at 
latest count (and growing at 
500,000 a month) has caused 
substantial problems — chief 
among them being crowding an 
estimated 20 million or more 
"untrained, none technically 
oriented users of the CB ser- 
vice onto a relative handful of 
frequencies." 


The problems are com- 


pounded when people don't 
obey FCC rules designed to 


make the most efficient use of 
these crowded channels. 
A l t h o u g h licensed CB 
operators have been required 
for years to have copies of 
current FCC regulations, the 
commission says it was long 
believed many CBers simply 
didn't understand them or 
didn't read them. 


Although relatively few peo- 


ple subscribe to the Federal 
Register, the FCC is making 
efforts to get wider exposure 
for the proposal. "We are 


ordering like 5,000 copies for 
commission use and we're 
going to try to get them out to 
all the magazines and clubs we 
deal with," said Richard 
Everett, assistant chief of the 
FCC's personal radio division, 
adding, "obviously we can't 
get them out to all 10.5 million 
licensees, the cost would be 
phenomenal." 


The Federal Register prin- 


ting of the proposal lists both 
the existing and the proposed 
rules. In most instances, the 


proposed rules are much 
shorter and easier to unders- 
tand than the existing rules. 


For example, what could be 


more straightforward than the 
section entitled: How do I use 
these rules? This section says: 


(A) Read and obey the rules. 


See paragraph 95.507 for the 
penalties for violations of 
these rules. 


Greatly simplified is the 


existing rule that prohibits 
CBers from modifying their 
transmitters. It has long been 


an FCC rule that once a CB 
transmitter is approved by the 
FCC it may not be modified. 
The existing rule is about 600 
words long and details the 
types of modifications that 
may not be made. 


The proposed rules are ac- 


companied by a form labeled: 
The FCC Wants to Know What 
You Think About the Proposed 
New CB Rules. The form in- 
cludes several check-off boxes 
as well as a short space for 
suggestions.

Lefebvre most serious threat 
to church unity in century 


..Vatican City (AP) - A 
silver-haired archbishop, now 
touring South America to line 
.up. support against Vatican 
attempts to modernize the 
Roman Catholic Church, is 
posing the most serious threat 
of church schism in a century. 
.Drench Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre, leader of a 
traditionalist 
movement 


claiming followers throughout 
the world, has been personally 
admonished by Pope Paul VI in 
public speeches and private 
letters, suspended from his 
priestly functions and 
threatened with the ultimate 
penalty of excommunication. 


Why is the Pope so worried 


about a 71-year-old bishop who 
says a 16th-century mass now 
banned by the Vatican? 


Those who view the church 


as" too restrictive in its sexual 
codes, too conservative in its 
social views or too regal in its 
hierarchical structure 
often 


wind up "dropping out" in a 
kind of personal schism. 


But Archbishop Lefebvre 


-and- his followers, though 
probably less numerous than 
liberal dropouts, pose a threat 
of formal group schism. 


The attention the archbishop 


has attracted has helped him 
win a large base of support in 
France and Switzerland, but 
evidence of more widespread 
sympathy can be seen in the 
success of his trips recently to 
the United States, South 
America and Rome itself. 


He has set up an inter- 


national seminary in Econe, 
Switzerland, where he trains 
his own priests to preach the 
traditionalist line in their 
homelands. This led the Pope 
to suspend him from his priest- 
ly functions last year. 


Besides ordaining priests, 


the maverick prelate, as an 
archbishop, can consecrate 
other bishops, raising the 
threat of an ecclesiastical 
hierarchy outside Rome's. His 
followers might even draft 
Archbishop Lefebvre as an an- 
tipope. At that point, excom- 
munication would be a mere 
formality and the schism 
would be a reality. 


Given the secularism of the 


modern state, there .is no 
chance such a movie would 
have the impact of the great 
Eastern schism of 1054 or the 
16th-century Anglican schism 


of England's King Henry VIII. 
But it could produce an inter- 
nal split like that of the "Old 
Catholics" who refused to 
accept the doctrine of papal in- 
fallibility after the First 
Vatican Council in 1870. Such a 
split would be a major blow to 
the papacy of Pope Paul: 


It was the Second Vatican 


Council of 1962-65 that pushed 
Archbishop Lefebvre into 
rebellion. 


Initiated by the late Pope 


John XXIII to modernize thei 
church, the council approved! 
reforms in the way the church 
views itself, in the way it 
worships and in its relations 
with non-Catholic and the 
secular world. 


Archbishop Lefebvre ac- 


cuses the council of having; 
made "false compromises 
with liberalism, modernism 
and communism." He extends 
his criticism to personal at-j 
tacks on Pope Paul's; 
leadership. 


"It is not we who have 


entered into schism," the 
archbishop said in one inter- 
view. "It is the Pope who 
causes schism to the extent to 
which he breaks with the 
church."

Latin) says Christ's blood was 
shed for many; the current 
mass (in Latin or modern 
languages) says Christ's blood 
was shed for all men. 


In other words, ultra- 


conservatives 
who follow 


Lefebvre believe not everyone 
can be saved — only the elect. 
And the quarrel turns out to be 
a varient of a string of classic 
Christian fights: predestina- 
tion v free will, separatism v 
universalism, the one true 
church v the ecumenical 
church. 


At the 16th century Council 


of Trent, separatism won out 
and the words "for all men" 
were replaced in the mass by 
"for many." This Tridentine 
mass held sway until the 20th 
century. 


At Vatican II, ecumenism 


prevailed and "for all men" 
was reinstated. 


The archbishop also is 


against lay people taking part 
in the mass, believing this 
symbolizes man's authority 
rather than God's. 


In championing the Triden- 


tine mass, Lefebvre has 
become a hero to many who 
consider Vatican II the Devil's 
handwork. Yet few follow the 
archbishop because most 
traditionalists are fiercely 
loyal to papal authority. 


But once every three months 


the Rev. Fr. James Walthen of 
Louisville. Ky., celebrates the 
Tridentine mass in Omaha. 
Perhaps 30 attend. Between 
masses, Lefebvre's Nebraska 
followers either attend an 
Eastern rite mass or stay 
home and count their beads.

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Nebraska Army Guard funds might be reduced drastically

Free hunting and fishing licenses, dis- 


tinctive and/or free automobile license 
plates for one vehicle, a monetary bonus 
to sign up. 


Any one or all of these recruitment and 


personnel retention incentives may be 
considered by the Legislature's Military 
Affairs Committee during interim 
studies of the Nebraska National Guard 
this fall. But regardless of what the com- 
mittee — and eventually the Unicameral 
- does, it'll be too late to help the Guard 
out of its current dilemma about 
strength. 


"We've been advised that if our (Army 


Guard) strength isn't better than 80% at 
the end of the federal fiscal year on Sect. 
30, our (federal) funding will be drasti- 
cally reduced," said Maj. Gen. Edward 
Binder, the state's adjutant general. 


Binder said if that should occur, it 


could adversely affect the Guard's abili- 
ty to fulfill its state mission. 


"In the event of a major disaster — 


whether natural or manmade — we could 
still react and do the job. But our ef- 
ficiency over a sustained period of time 
would be seriously impaired," he 
remarked 


The state's Army Guard manpower 


level stands at 3,150, or 70%, of its 
'authorized total of 4,498, while the Air 
Guard is in a much less precarious posi- 
tion with 789 members, or 82.1% of its 
authorization level of 961. 


Binder says his organization has set a 


goal of achieving 85% strength for the 
Army Guard and 907o strength for the 
Air Guard by the federal government's 
Sept. 30 deadline. That would necessitate 


673 new sign-ups on the Army side and 76 
for the Air Guard within the next 10 
weeks. 


The general says a small increase in 


enlistments has been noticed since the 
Nebraska Guard launched a stepped-up 
recruiting drive on July 1, "but we're 
still at our lowest strength level — 
percentage wise — since the early "50s." 


Binder said that while the public's 


anti-military attitude of the Vietnam era 
appears to be changing, "talking about 
the need for a combat-ready force is still 
not very palatable with a lot of young 
people." 


He says he'd like to emphasize the idea 


of "Nebraskans serving Nebraskans in 
time of need. That's as much a part of 
our job as being combat ready." 


Binder continues to discount rumors 


that Nebraska may be on the verge of 
losing its 67th Infantry Brigade to some 
other state because of low strength. 


"Who'd want it? Many of the other 


states are having exactly the same 
(recruiting and retention) problems we 
are," he says. 


In the long haul, the Legislature 


probably holds the key to the Guard's 
ability to achieve and maintain a high 
level of strength. 


Binder says he hasn't yet discussed 


any specific ideas about recruitment and 
retention lures with the Military Affairs 
Committee which may begin its interim 
hearing about Sept. 1. 


He said such things as free hunting and 


fishing licenses, license plates or a bonus 
"may or may not be pursued, depending 
upon what the committee finds out from 
its hearings." But those three ap- 


proaches, he says, are the ones most 
frequently suggested by Guard per- 
Pwcant 


sonnel. 
HQQ 


Binder says it might also be helpful to 


enact a law prohibiting employers from 
counting annual Guard summer training 
time against vacation. Men who wish to 
spend some vacation time with their 
families may be getting out of the Guard 
because of that, the general explains. 


State Sen. Dennis Rasmussen of 


Scotia, chairman of the Government and 
Military Affairs Committee, says the 
best answer to the problem might be 
found in a bonus plan — possibly tied to 
completion of the enlistment contract, 
instead of at signup. 


The latter approach was tried in 


Nebraska before, and some men skipped 
out on their enlistment obligation after 
getting the money. 


Binder says a new bonus might be paid 


incrementally, with some at the start of 
the enlistment, and some more at the 
end of each satisfactorily completed 
year of service. 


"We can't lose sight of the retention 


factor," he added, suggesting that a 
bonus might also be a means of en- 
couraging guardsmen to reenlist. 


Rasmussen said his committee also 


plans to review the state's military code. 
He says one area "that definitely needs 
to be updated" deals with due process 
procedures for officers who are dis- 
missed from the Guard. 


Binder says he has appointed a Guard 


committee to study the code in order to 
make recommendations about possible 
changes to the committee.

Corps report on flood plain danger 
not making many waves in Crete

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Crete — Despite word that two-thirds 


of this town lies smack-dab within what 
is known as a 100-year flood plain, the 
news apparently is splashing off the pop- 
ulace like water off a duck's back. 


A 100-year flood plain is the area that 


would be submerged in the event of a 
flood so bad it could be expected only 
once a century. Put another way, it 
means there is a 1% chance in any one 
year. 


Two weeks have passed since the U.S. 


Corps of Engineers informed Crete what 
the boundaries of the 100-year flood plain 
are. The information could influence 
the development and tax base of the 
community. 


City officials, who had requested the 


corps study in 1974, say public reaction 
since the report has been practically nil 
— and that has them worried. 


"We've had no feedback at all through 


this office," said City Clerk Gary Yank, 
noting that the corps nude its formal 
presentation July 6 before the council 
and planning commission. 


Mayor Norman Behrens said be has 


heard "a littie conversation in the coffee 
shops, but that's about it." He par- 
ticularly is bothered by the seeming 
apathy. 
"It's going to hit that much harder 


when people, including practically all 
downtown businessmen, do realize the 
impact of the report," said Behrens 
"Scarcely anyone seems to understand 
the possible ramifications." 


Although Behrens was not yet >n office 


when the council initiated the study, he's 
been sounding the alarm for a decade on 
the need for flood protection in the Big 
Blue River basin. To tern, it was no great 
surprise that the new flood plain delinea- 
'tion covers a much larger area than that 


of an existing HUD map. 


A commercial photographer, Behrens 


has collected residents' photo evidence 
of the July. 1950 flood, said to have been 
the town's worst ever. Part of the 
business district was inundated then, yet 
the corps considers that flood a 17-year 
occurrence and thus of "relatively minor 
magnitude." 


Elevations in the new study indicate 


that a 100-year flood would cover the en- 
tire downtown area and all the residen- 
tial area except the hilly portion to the 
east. Projected water depths of some 
five feet in the business district are even 
getting notice from the State Natural 
Resources Commission. 


"Crete is indeed a unique situation," 


said Al Mathews. flood plain manage- 
ment engineer. "I don't know of another 
instance in the state which predicts such 
flooding for such an intensely developed 
area." 


Noting that the city wili have a year in 


which to adopt the corps map and imple- 
ment zoning regulations, Mathews said 
the one alternative is to leave the zoning 
to the state agency. The plan will be 
reviewed at a formal corps bearing Aug. 
23, then at a Resources Commission 
hearing about two weeks later. 


Although future consturction would not 


be prohibited in the flood plain, Mathews 
said it would have to be on landfill or 
protected in some other way from flood 
hazard. Wateiproof basements also 
would be among the requirements. 


"Such restrictions would probably 


preclude a lot of land from being 
developed." said the state official. 


Another effect would be that federally 


backed lending agencies would have to 
require flood insurance before making 
loans on any flood plain property. All 
property within the area would be eligi- 
ble for federally subsidized flood in- 
surance. 


The 
outspoken 
Behrens, 


acknowledging that he has antagonized 
some people with his harping on flood 
dangers, especially fears that property 
valuations will drop. This would have an 
adverse effect both on individuals and 
the tax base, he explained. 


"I'm afraid some people are closing 


their eyes to the problem, hoping it will 
go away," the mayor continued. "But we 
have to realize that neither the corps nor 
council nor mayor did this to Crete... it 
was nature." 


Behrens also sees the possibility that 


the onetime Walnut Creek channel skir- 
ting the business district could be 
declared a selected floodway. If so. all 
development there would be prohibited. 


Among public facilities already 


located along that strip are Crete's fire 
station, city hall, power plant and elec- 
trical substation, library, post office and 
an elementary school. 


Both the Big Blue and Walnut Creek, a 


tributary now running into the nver 
about six blocks north of the Crete Mills, 
add to the flood potential. Some allevia- 
tion is expected soon from five 
watershed dams planned northeast of 
town by the Lower Big Blue Natural 
Resources District 


The only real hope for sparing the aty 


from "that really bad flood which is just 
a matter of time," according to Behrens. 
is the construction of some large up- 
stream reservoirs. But with land prices 
spiraling and environmentalists gaining 
influence, he sees the hope diminishing. 


Although next month's heanngs would 


allow questioning of the corps' 
delineations, Behrens expects no 
evidence that they are in error. 


"From my own research, including 


visits with old-timers of the area," he 
stated, 'Tin afraid the corps projections 
are just what we will be facing." 


With federally-approved troop levels ranging from 
a low of 3,335 in 1950 to a high of 5,683 in 1957, the 
Nebraska Army National Guard's current strength 
authorization stands at 4,498. The beginning and en- 
ding of wars and termination of the draft are fac- 
tors that have appreciably affected the Guard's 
ability to achieve full strength, as the above chart 


shows. Fulfillment of already existing enlistments 
and a concentrated recruiting effort combined to 
keep personnel numbers rising for a while even 
after the draft ceased. But the downward plunge 
that began in mid-1974 has never abated, and today 
the organization stands at its lowest manpower 
level, percentage-wise, since the 1950s. 


Farmers' costs not directly related 
to food prices, economists explain

Farm wives can't afford to buy their 


husbands' products at the store with 
money from the sale of low-priced grain 
from the bumper harvest. They aren't 
happy about it. 


Teresa Ann Shaffer, an extension 


specialist on food and nutrition at the 
University of Nebraska, found wheat- 
growers' wives very concerned about 
food prices as she visited with them 
during the wheat harvest. 


"Consumers in the cities are also con- 


fused. They see on the evening news how 
farmers' grain prices are dropping to the 
point where farmers are losing money 
and they don't see food prices drop much 
in the store," she said 


"The typical pattern is for foods to in- 


crease in price when prices farmers 
receive are going up but they drop slight- 
ly or slowly when farmers are getting 
less for their produce." 


George David, manager of American 


Stores Packing Co. in Lincoln, explains 
why. 


"The price that we pay a farmer for 


his cattle has little or nothing to do with 
what it cost him to produce the animal." 
he said. 


"We pay whatever the market is The 


demand for beef from housewives is one 
major factor and the number of fat cat- 
tle available and their weight is another 
factor. But what the farmer spent 
producing the steer or heifer isn't a fac- 
tor." 


Food prices tend to be affected more 


by seasonal demand than by the price of 
feed. 


"Summer is a big bacon time because 


people eat a lot of bacon, lettuce and 
tomato sandwiches." David said. 


The same is true for poultry. 
"Summer is a big demand time for 


chicken. For turkey, we find people eat 
more of it between Labor Day and 
Christmas," said Doyle Free, executive 
secretary of Nebraska Poultry In- 
dustries. 


Cheap feed can be helpful on the profit 


side of the poultry-man's ledger, but it 
doesn't play a major role in short-term 
egg prices, according to Free. 


"Most eggs today are produced under 


a contract. Once you buy a S2 75 hen and 
put her in the layinghouse. you are stuck 
for 14 months because if you decide to 
quit you can only get 30c for her as a soup 
hen." he said. 


Poultrymen have been buying wheat 


for as little as $1.70 a bushel, but the low 
cost has been offset by higher prices for 
soybean meal and increased energy 
costs. 


"Soybeans are coming down, but the 


cost of cooling a poultry house this 
summer has been out of sight The high 
energy cost is eating up the lower feed- 
cost saving," Free said. 


Lower feed costs encourage farmers to 


expand their production of meat in two 
ways. 


"They can increase their numbers on 


feed or they can grow the animals 
larger A farmer might sell a steer to a 
sausage maker at 700 pounds if feed is 
high priced, but he will feed it to 1,000 to 
1,200 pounds if feed is cheap," said 
David 


He points out that, traditionally, cheap 


feed has provided consumers with large 
supplies of meat 


"I foresee ample amounts of meat 


available for consumers but not 
necessarily at lower prices," he said. 
"Fuel, processing, transportation and 


labor costs are rising to offset cheaper 
feed prices." 


But Phil Henderson and Glenn 


Vollmar, agricultural economists at the 
University of Nebraska, think the tradi- 
tion may be disappearing. 


"The patterns of the past may not be 


coming true this time Farmers are not 
very optimistic about the livestock situa- 
tion and are not likely to expand very 
much," said Vollmar. 


Henderson, who specializes in farm 


management, agrees. 


"The cost of expanding is much higher 


than it used to be. Farmers who have 
been in the cattle business have lost 
money for years. The cow-calf man is in 
a sorry plight," Henderson said. 


"Credit institutions are likely to insist 


he repay his debts before he goes into an 


expansion program They are putting the 
pressure for repayment " 


"I think we will see some expansion 


but it won't be large because equipment 
is so expensive," Vollmar said. "Any un- 
used hog equipment around farms that 
have quit raising hogs is in bad shape and 
very expensive to replace " 


"It is much harder to get in and out of 


livestock operations today. The day 
when you could farrow an extra sow in a 
horse stall to expand is gone," Hender- 
son said. "I think the limited expansion 
will be on farms that already have a good 
viable livestock operation." 


Henderson and Vollmar share the 


views of David and Shaffer that prices 
won't come down 


"I don't think you will notice it in the 


grocery store." Henderson said. 


House vote paves way 
for farm grain reserves 


Washington I LTD — The House last 


week voted to give the agriculture 
secretary' power to set up farmer-held 
grain reserves which could be used to 
stabilize market prices in times of sur- 
plus and meet world food needs during 
shortages. 


On a 223-141 vote, the House rejected 


an effort by Rep Tom Harkm, D-Iowa. 
to force the U S. Agriculture Dept. 
(USDA) to establish a farmer-held grain 
reserve system, then adopted by voice 
vote the discretionary approach 
proposed by Rep. Thomas Foley. D- 
Wash.. chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee. 


Foley's proposal called for a possible 


reserve system for wheat, corn and feed 
grams of between 25 million and 35 
million tons. 


He also restored a committee proposal 


requiring the USDA to offer an extended 
loan program to farmers who wish to 
hold their crops for later marketing 
when hieh supplies drive prices down. 


Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland 


already has put into effect a small 
farmer-controlled 
wheat reserve 


program using existing legislative 
authority. 


Under that program, farmers are en- 


couraged to store up to 300 million 
bushels, or about 8.2 million tons, of 
wheat on their farms for up to three 
years. Bergland has urged Congress not 
to mandate a bigger reserve because the 
government is trying to persuade other 
countries to join m setting up reserve 
stocks 


Harkm urged the reserve system be 


made mandatory although he conceded 
most farmers in his district disagreed. 
He said strategic reserves will alleviate 
world hunger by ensuring adequate 
supplies of gram when world production 
falls short of demand 


"When stocks are short in this country. 


only the rich nations can afford to buy." 
Harkm said. "Is this the kind of world we 
want where only the rich can eat." 


But Folev said making the reserve 


system mandatory "gives us insufficient 
flexibility" to reach agreement with the 
Senate when farm bills from each house 
of Congress are meshed by a conference 
committee.

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Suit filed against downtown Omaha office building; cost could rise

The $17 million price tag on the down- 


town Omaha state office building and 
education center is in danger of being 
marked up substantially. 


Even before the old buildings are torn 


down to prepare the site along the 
Omaha Central Park Mall, the construc- 
tion project is potentially headed for a 
lengthy delay. 


A suit has been brought in Omaha 


against the building and its financing. A 
hearing on a petition for a temporary 
restraining order against the project is 
scheduled Friday. 


Bids on the demolition of the old 


Woodmen of the World and other 
buildings at the site were to be opened in 
mid-July. Now they are scheduled for 


Aug. 3. Site preparation then is 
scheduled to begin soon. 


Construction, with an estimated two- 


year completion schedule, was to start 
on Dec. 15. That now is all in question 
because of the suit. 


"It is getting to the critical point," 


said Stan Matzke, director of the State 
Department of Administrative Services. 
"Any more delays and it will start ad- 
ding to the costs of the projects." 


Except for the suit, Matzke said, the 


downtown Omaha center is on schedule, 
with the final architectural drawings 
being completed. 


The class action suit by Mrs. Douglas 


Huge of Omaha alleges, among other

Hauling team really did haul an aardvark 


Bethlehem, Pa. (UPI) - A local 


hauling firm didn't want to lose its first- 
place listing in a newspaper classified 
section so it drove all the way to 
Pittsburgh just to give an aardvark a 
ride.

Son Hauling Team, wanted to get an edge 
on his competitors by having his adver- 
tising listed first in the classified section 
of the Bethlehem Globe-Times.

The company's slogan Became: 


"Aardvarks are no problem to Father & 
Son Hauling Team" — winning a first 
place listing in the classified section. 


But Globe-Times advertising director 


Robert Noctor challenged Henriques' 
claim and ordered him to back it up. 


Henriques launched a search for aard- 


varks and finally found one at the 
Pittsburgh zoo. 


Zoo director Howard R. Hays agreed 


to allow Henriques to load his 175-pound 
aardvark aboard a truck. 


Noctor said the newspaper's advertise- 


ment department was satisfied with 
Henriques' effort because, "he has 
hauled an aardvark." 


cmg violates the'law. Some Omaha legal 
observers say the class action suit filed 
by attorney Russell Daub is a "shotgun 
attack." 


However, one aspect of the case has 


city and state officials very concerned, 
an Omaha official said. A key element is 
the attack on the financial arrangement 
between the City of Omaha and the state 
in constructing the square block 
building. 


As was the case with the Nebraska 


State Office Building in Lincoln, the city 
issues revenue bonds to provide the 
funds for the project since the state is 
not permitted to go into debt.

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Are test scores overstressed? 


Thousands of Lincoln Public School students endure 


standardized achievement tests annually. 


But the student may never know the results, parents 


may be confused by testing jargon, and the exams may not 
actually measure what is taught. 


They do have some value, if used with care, as one of 


several ways to tell how well schools and students perform. 


The Lincoln Public Schools' latest test score summary 


shows scores here are generally still above national 
averages. But many scores both locally and nationally are on 
the decline. 
" 


Ninth grade spelling and science scores are too low. The 


national average or "norm" on spelling tests is 40, for exam- 
ple. Lincoln's ninth grade spelling norm is 31, lowest of all 
city test scores. It has been falling for three years. Ninth 
grade science is at 35. in another three-year decline. 


There are plans to attack Lincoln's lowest scores, with 


new curricula, new tests, and hard work. But more basic 
questions should be asked about tests. 


. "Our district does an exceptionally bad job of getting in- 


formation back to the student" after the test is taken, said 
Ron Brandt, associate superintendent for instruction. If 
schools can get results to students and put them to use. he 
said, students may see more value in tests and perform 
better on them. This may be particularly true of turned-off 
junior high students. 


Students may be overtested 
"We may be over-testing." said Supt. John Prasch. 


"They get fed up." The school system. Brandt added, is 
phasing out some tests and looking for more helpful ones. 


Weak science scores indicate a major overhaul may be 


due there, said Board of Education member Lou Roper. 
Junior high students only have one required semester of 
science. Most systems require two. But the Lincoln testing 
report adds. "We have some doubts about the validity of the 
science tests for our program, which emphasizes use of 
scientific processes more than content." 


Brandt and others are happy with rising early elemen- 


tary reading scores, which may be influenced by Sesame 
Street and other television offerings. Elementary spelling 
scores also are healthy. 


"Although we are pleased with those results." Brandt 


and aide Eleanor Francke reported to the board, "It could 
represent an over-emphasis on reading at the expense of 
some other areas." That's heresy in some quarters today. 


Public scores citywide 


Parents can get their children's scores, and general 


school building scores, through principals. Some board 
members suggested publicizing citywide bui!ding-by- 
building scores. 


That's a hot issue in testing circles now. Comparing 


Holmes Elementary to Elliott, for example, might be mis- 
leading. A low-scoring school might be making more 
progress than another where students come from high- 
income, high-education homes filled with books. 


Educators stress, rightly, that many things besides test 


scores indicate how well a school or student are doing. 
Although some would wish it otherwise, half of the children 
anywhere will always be below average and half above. But 
publishing scores also might motivate schools and students. 


Overemphasis on testing can lead to "teaching for the 


lest" and not for knowiedee. Prasch warned. The schools 
will step up (-'furls to make the data more useful. Brandt 
pk-dced and get it to parent? in an intelligible form relating 
U> their own children. 


Principal? must pive parents the test data. School 


policies mandate thai However, .sometimes principals don't 
understand the scores themselves. 


Ton much stress on icit scores — locally, statewide or

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Wheat prices will inch up 
in coming 
weeks-officials 


By Don Kendall 
Washington (AP) - The 


Agriculture Dept. says that the 
farm price of wheat, the 
lowest in five years, probably 
will go up seasonally in coming 
weeks as farmers complete the 
harvest and find storage space 
for the near-record crop. 


But officials said that wheat 


producers should not expect 
any miraculous rebound and 
that prices for 1977 wheat 
probably will average close to 
the government's price sup- 
port loan rate of $2.25 a bushel. 


"Early loan activity has 


been heavy, but farm storage 
is relatively limited in the 
southern plains so many 
growers reportedly are elec- 
ting to sell their harvest rather 
than incur the storage cost in- 
volved in off-farm loan 
placements," 
the 


department's outlook board 
said. 


Once the wheat has settled 


into available storage and into 
market channels, prices "will 
tend to strengthen seasonally" 
in the following weeks and 
months, the report said. 


When grain is placed under 


loan, it is hocked to the govern- 
ment and therefore taken out 
of the free market. Thus, as 


long as the wheat is under loan, 
the market responds on the 
basis of the remaining "free" 
wheat eligible for sale. 


As any mortgaged property, 


wheat under loan is still the 
property of the farmer but he 
cannot sell it unless the loan is 
repaid. Normally, if wheat 
prices rise appreciably, 
farmers repay the loans and 
sell the wheat for cash. If 
prices do not go up, the govern- 
ment eventually takes over the 
wheat and the loan is 
cancelled. 


Another factor, the report 


said, is that USDA's three-year 
reserve plan enabling farmers 
to place about 300 million 
bushels under extended loan 
protection — thus taking it off 


the market for much longer 
than the regular one-year plans 
provide — will have an effect 
on prices when it is put into 
operation later this year. 


But the wheat supply is so 


huge that, regardless of the 
loan program and seasonal in- 
creases, grain prices are not 
expected to average more than 
$2.20 to $2.40 a bushel national- 
ly over the 12-month 1977-78 
season. 


The House of Represen- 


tatives is working on new farm 
legislation which may provide 
farmers with extra cash 
through federal payments on 
their 1977 wheat crop, but 
those have nothing to do direct- 
ly with market prices or loan 
rates.

Des Moines, Iowa (AP) — A 


transcendental 
meditation 


guru's followers who run a un- 
iversity here claim they can 
teach people to fly, for a price. 
But the head of Iowa's Con- 
sumer Protection Division has 
some doubts about the 
meditate-and-levitate course. 


"I'm very skeptical they can 


teach people to float around 
the room and become invisible 
and I'd like to see evidence 
they can do that," said Julian 
Garrett. head of the protection 
division in the state attorney 
general's office. 


Garrett said his office in- 


itiated a study of claims by 
Maharishi International 
University (MID) when a 
summer student at the univer- 


sity filed a false advertising 
complaint Tuesday. 


Maharishi Mahesh Yogi is 


the leader of the Transcenden- 
tal Movement 
and his 


followers operate the universi- 
ty- 


He once was spiritual consul- 


tant to the Beatles, the Beach 
Boys and other musicians and 
celebrities. The Beatles 
repudiated their former guru 
with a song cryptically entitled 
"Sexy Sadie," on one of their 
later albums. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Carol 


Egley of the protectin division 
said Friday that her office has 
not been able to contact the 
school's a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
"because they tell us they are 
traveling." 


The student, political 


science professor Dr. Stephen 
Rozman, 36, from Tougaloo 
College in Jackson, Miss., said 
he paid $2,970 in advance for 
the program that he believed 
was to include six weeks of 
preparatory courses and four 
weeks in the new levitation 
program. 


Rozman was a political 


science professor at the 
University of 
Nebraska- 


Lincoln until his participation 
in a 1970 student strike 
protesting then-President 
Nixon's Cambodian incursion.

The additional four weeks in- 


creased the cost by $1,500, Roz- 
man said, adding, "I know peo- 
ple who have used their life 
savings or taken out loans to 
come here for his summer 
training. I think it is fraudulent 
and contrary to their adver- 
tisements." 


Utes, Commanches to sign formal peace treaty 


Ignacio. Colo. (AP) — A 


steady drone of drums stirred 
the Southern Ute Reservation. 
It was time to end, for once 
and all. two centuries of war 
between the Utes and the 
Comanches. 


And maybe time for more, 


said leaders of the tribes as In- 
dians from throughout the 
w e s t e r n U n i t e d States 
gathered for a pow-wow that 
will culminate with the signing 
of a formal peace between the 
Comanche and the Ute. 


"When I was growing up, 


they said. 'Forget your Indian 
ways and learn about the real 


world out there beyond the 
reservation'," said Eddie Box 
Sr., Southern Ute councilman. 
"I believed them. 


"But it's been nearly 20 


years now since I decided our 
traditions were best, and came 
back to my home here," he 
said. 


"This sort of thing I think is 


what our young people need. 
It's not just a treaty now — it's 
a unification rite." 


The gathering began with 


grand entry of dancers from 
the Shoshone. Cheyenne, Zuni, 
Kiowa and more than a dozen 
other tribes. In velvet, 


buckskin, silver and otter 
skins, they filed into a circle 
laid out on the hard plain of the 
reservation 
in extreme 


southwestern Colorado to 
greet more than 1.000 visitors. 


They were the early 


arrivals, for it will be Sunday 
when representatives of the 
Comanche and Southern Ute 
nations will gather inside a 
Comanche teepee for the 
ceremony formally ending 
hostilities. 


With a peacepipe — still 


sacred in tradition — and 
leather 
scrolls and a 


handshake, their war will end.

Dr. William W. Pingleton, 


director of p u l m o n a r y 
medicine at the University of 
Kansas Medical Center, 
testified Friday that after 
examining Goldstein for 36 
hours he felt the defendant 
could not sustain a vigorous 
physical routine for several 
days. 


Goldstein sat passively 


through three hours of 
testimony, then when Theis 
said that he wanted to proceed 
with the trial, Goldstein spoke 


up and asked that he be 
allowed to change his plea of 
innocence. 


When told by the judge that 


he had legal counsel, Goldstein 
said he wanted to dismiss 
them. 


Theis refused the request. 
Goldstein has what doctors 


have described as sleep apnea 
syndrome, a disorder that 
makes it difficult for him to 
breath. He has undergone sur- 
gery twice for the malady, 
June 2 and June 14. 


Outside the federal court 


building, Goldstein said, 
"What the hell am I doing on 
trial 1,500 miles from my 
home. How can I get a fair 
trial in Kansas. I might as well 
be tried in Nazi Germany." 


Pointing to the court building 


lawn, he said "They're 
building the gallows right 
here." 


He accused Theis of wanting 


to get the trial out of the way 
quickly so he could go on vaca- 
tion.

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Malone residents 
Rehabilitation, not 
redevelopment, asked

Present attempts to pound 


out a neighborhood plan for the 
Malone area have opened old 
wounds 


When planners talk of 


redevelopment of the area, 
some long-time residents think 
of past encroachments by the 
city and the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln which took 
single-family homes for the 
proposed northeast radial and 
university facilities 


They say homeowners were 


not adequately reimbursed for 
their property City officials 
point out that any further 
governmental acquisition 
would 
follow 
strict 


requirements of the state 
redevelopment law 


Malone is bounded by the 


Missouri-Pacific 
Railroad 


tracks on the north, 0 Street on 
the south and east and west by 
27th Street and Chicago-Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad 
(CRI and P) tracks 


"They want this part of town 


for their plans,' said long- 
time Malone resident Tony 
Esquivel, 2330 R St, of city of- 
ficials He has collected about 
60 names on a petition calling 
for rehabilitation of the area 
rather than redevelopment, he 
said 


But city planners say they, 


too, want to preserve the 
residential parts of the 
neighborhood, and it will take 
redevelopment to do so 


Redevelopment essentially 


means that federal community 
development block grant funds 
would be used to purchase run- 
down properties and clear the 
lots for resale to public or 
private developers 


How many homes would be 


acquired has not been deter- 
mined, city planner Nancy 
Usnick said 


However, a year-old Urban 


Development Dept 
survey 


found \y~o of the Malone area 
homes needed either extensive 
rehabilitation or demolition 


Ms Usnick emphasized that 


whatever is recommended for 
demolition and redevelopment 
would have to be approved by 
the neighborhood 


The 1977-78 block grant 


application to the U S.-Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development asks for $350,000 
for use in the neighborhood 


The application, prepared by 


the Community Development 
Task Force and the Urban 
Development Dept. allocates 
$130,000 for acquisition, $100,- 
000 for public works, $20.000 
for clearance and $100,000 for 
housing rehabilitation 
loans 


and grants 


Consulting firm Gerald 


Luedtke and Associates. Inc. 
of Detroit has been hired by 
the cilv to help Malone 
residents devise a comprehen- 
sive neighborhood plan 


Luedtke and the residents 


have narrowed the options to 
two land use plans, which still 
are being refined 


The most controversial part 


of the plan concerns density 
The area is zoned for up to 30 
housing units per acre, which 
would allow apartment 
housing development 


The city-county Comprehen- 


sive Plan" and the consultant's 
plans call tor density of 11-14

area Developers argue that 
since almost 70% of the 
neighborhood already is mul- 
tifamily, there is no single- 
family character to maintain 
and that downzoning would be 
financially destructive to their 
investments and the area 


Jim Felton, a planner in the 


city-county planning depart- 
ment, said that the Com- 
prehensive Plan calls for an 
average density of 11-14 
dwelling units per acre, and 
that downzoning would not be 
necessary to provide that 
average 


"The market will pretty 


much determine the distribu- 
tion (of single-family and mul- 
tifamily units)," Felton said 
"Our assumption is that a lot 
of single family homes will re- 
main by the year 2000 (The 
lower density) can be reached 
without imposing other 
ceilings " 


"We want single-family 


zoning," Esquivel said "We 
like it here It's nice and quiet, 
contrary to what you hear 
There's a big demand for living 
in this area " He said its

The Malone Area Council 


"wants to be level-headed," 
council president Dennis 
Rosene said He said there are 
a lot of empty lots which could

House of the week 
Unusual house can expand up or down 


By Andy Lang 
Expansion can take place up- 


wards or downwards — or both 
ways — in this somewhat un- 
usual and very 
interesting 


house. 


It's a one and one-half story 


structure that utilizes space to 
the fullest extent horizontally 
and vertically from the roof 
ridge to the basement floor. 
This is accomplished by 
raising the house out of the 
ground sufficiently to turn a 
. large part of the basement into 
a practical living area. The se- 
cond floor is completely within 
the roof, a matter of planning 
that goes back to the Cape Cod 
houses of Colonial days. 


• By using the comparatively 
inexpensive space above and 
below the main level, architect 
Samuel Paul has been able to 
reduce the first floor living 
area 
to a 
c o n v e n i e n t 


minimum, in this case only 912 


" square feet. 


A family requiring two 


bedrooms need have only the 
main level finished, with a 
living room, dining room, 
^kitchen, bathroom and both 
bedrooms. Expansion can later 
occur upwards or downwards 
as the requirements of the 
family dictate. The finishing 
thus will not involve expensive 
exterior construction. 


The main floor revolves 


around a central stairway. You 
enter into a vestibule, five 
steps below the first floor 


level, with a large coat closet. 
Once up these few steps, you 
are in a central foyer leading 
to all rooms. 


To the right is the living 


room which ells into the dining 
room with an entrance to a 
large deck. The dimension of 
the living and dining rooms 
from front to back is about 23' 
4". A further impression of 
space is given by the sliding 
glass doors leading to the deck. 


Also off this central hall and 


straight ahead is the kitchen 
with its complete equipment 
and cabinets arranged in an 
ell. To the left of the central 
hall are the two bedrooms and 
bathroom. Each of the 
bedrooms has two closets. In 
the bedroom hall, kept to a 
minumum, is a linen closet. 
The central stair continues to 
the second floor which is whol- 
ly within the roof structure and 
contains two bedrooms and a 
bathroom. 


From the vestibule, the 


lower floor level can be 
reached by going down seven 
steps. This level is laid out for 
a large recreation room with 
space for hobby rooms or even 
another bedroom. It also con- 
tains space for the laundry, 
furnace, hot water heater and 
storage. This latter space can 
be reached directly from the 
garage with five steps leading 
down to it. The one-car garage 
can be expanded into two cars 
if the owner so desires.

Good mowing improves the 


lawn while bad mowing can 
harm it. Mowing the lawn is a 
time consuming job that takes 
away from other activities. 
Create a new image of lawn 
mowing. Why not consider 
mowing a creative process, do 
a good job and improve your 
lawn at the same time. 


Prevent wear spots or com- 


paction zones in your yard by 
varying the mowing pattern. 
Mow back and forth lengthwise 
and then directly across this 
pattern the next mowing. The 
third mowing could be a 
diagonal pattern followed by a 
dourth mowing across the 
diagonal. Different mowing 
patterns can enhance the eye 
appeal of your lawn. 


A sharp lawn mower will 


also increase the eye appeal. If 
you have a whitish or brownish 
cast to the lawn after mowing, 
check individual blades of 
grass. A stripped or shattered 
tip means the blade needs 
sharpening. A dull mower 
could cause increased disease 
susceptibility because of in- 
jury to the turf. 


Mowers with under deck 


exhausts should be stopped on 
hard surfaces. This will pre- 
vent hot exhaust from burning 
the grass while you dump a bag 
of clipping.

strength, susceptibility to dis- 
ease and insects, cleanliness, 
hardiness, durability, en- 
vironmental and esthetic 
values are some of the more 
important elements 
that 


govern in this category. 


— 2. Size. Obviously a two- 


inch-diameter tree is worth 
less than a four-inch tree. Let's 


set up a hypothetical situation: 
A big truck goes out of control, 
destroys a five-inch tree in a 
homeowner's front yard. The 
professional appraiser will go 
to nursaries in the area and 
price the same kind of tree in 
the same size. The cost of a 
replacement is a most impor- 
tant factor in aiming at any 
tree's value. Of course, some 
trees are simply too large to be 
transplanted. In cases of this 
nature, the number of square 
inches in a cross section of 
trunk governs. 


— 3. Condition. A stunted, 


chlorotic pin oak is not worth 
as much as a healthy, well- 


formed tree of the same 
species. In this category as 
well as other categories 
percentages reflect worth. For 
example, the stunted, chlorotic 
oak may be valued at 209c and 
the healthy, well-formed tree 
valued at 60%. 


— 4. Location. Trees 


"work". They develop shade 
patterns that moderate the 
temperature in hot weather 
and slow the wind on blustery 
days. They screen out un- 
desirable views and give their 
owners much-needed privacy 
in congested large cities. They 
reduce noise levels and stop 
erosion on steep slopes. 


Obviously an oak growing in 


the midst of wilderness is not 
as valuable as the same tree 
growing in a city In other 
v/ords, the function a tree per- 
forms is a vital factor in 
calculating its worth 


Men are protected by equal 


opportunity laws. If one man 
can do a job just as well as the 
next, he legally has an equal 
opportunity to get it. The same 
is true of trees. 


If an elm is doing its job just 


as well as an oak, it should get 
the same "pay" — have the 
same worth. In other words 
discrimination against trees is 
just as bad as discrimination 


against humans. 


After the factors of kind, 


size, condition and location 
have been analyzed, a cross- 
section of the tree is measured 
and the price computed at $10 a 
square inch And finally the 
value of the tree is arrived at 
— to the penny 


The next time you're ready 


to give up on the whole human 
race, remember the 30 years 
tree men worked patiently and 
cooperatively to bring equity 
and fairness to the value of 
trees

Chinese farms, propaganda 
intrigue Nebraska friends

Columbus — The guide, "a terrific 


girl," goofed. 


Right there in front of the visiting 


Americans, the young guide provided by 
the People's Republic of China referred 
to President Carter as "Jimmy 
Peanuts." 


"She was so embarassed," said Walt 


Behlen, one of the 22 visitors on the 
farmers of Nebraska Friendship Tour to 
mainland China. "But she didn't make 
that mistake again." 


For 14 days in March, the group 


traveled some 2,500 miles through the 
China Americans seldom see. The 
Nebraskans visited communes, cities 
and the Great Wall and found 
everywhere the presence of the late Mao 
Tse-tung. 


The trip took more than two years to 


arrange, largely because the Chinese 
government accepts only about 2,000 
applications a year for foreign visitors. 


Behlen, a multimillionaire who began 


with a small manufacturing operation in 
his garage and saw it grow into a com- 
pany that sold for $25 million, returned 
from the world's largest communist 
country with many observations. 


As their tour began, by train from 


Hong Kong into the mainland, Behlen 
said the group was "told that there was 
no need of protecting our personal 
property in the 'crimeless' republic." 


He said the group found hotel doors 


even lacked locks. But no one on the tour 
lost anything to thieves. 


"I thought about that for a while." 


Behlen said in an interview at his Colum- 
bus home. "Finally I realized they don't 
steal things from tourists because they 
can't use what they would take. 


"They couldn't use western clothing 


because they all have to wear their iden- 
tical Mao suits. Cameras are useless 
because of a lack of film and processing

facilities. American money isn't 
negotiable. 


Because the Nebraskans' visit was 


organized as a farmers tour, "We saw a 
lot of the countryside. At least that's 
what they called it. But some of their 
'country towns' had a million people or 
more." 


The group first visited the Ta Li com- 


mune near Canton, and found it to be 
home for 68.000 persons. The large 
residential area at Ta Li is surrounded 
by farm land sufficient to feed all com- 
mune members. Behlen said. If there is 
a surplus, it is sold to the government. 


Impressed that the communes produce 


more food from an acre of land than do 
some American farms, Behlen noted 
that most of the work is done by hand and 
with beasts of burden. 


"In addition," he said, "the Chinese 


consider it wasteful to feed grain to 
animals. We saw very few cows. And 
there was little meat available." 


He also said he found that "Chinese 


Chinese food isn't like American Chinese 


food. No egg rolls and chowmein. They 
eat lots of sweet potatoes, rice, 
vegetables, even peanuts. 


As the tour progressed, the 


Nebraskans received frequent briefings 
from commune and government of- 
ficials. 


In each briefing room, six pictures 


hung on the walls. Hanging together 
were pictures of Marx, Engels. Lenin 
and Stalin, the German and Russian 
communists. On an opposite wall: Mao 
and his successor, Hua Kuo Feng. 


"Propaganda is everywhere." Behlen 


said, noting wall posters and images of 
Mao are particularly prominent. "Since 
his death. I think IWao has become even 
more of a god. Communism is their 
religion and Mao is their god." 


He said visitors with cameras are en- 


couraged to take photos of Mao's statues 
and pictures. Groups also are en- 
couraged to pose in front of Mao's 
likeness. 


Behlen said that throughout the coun- 


tryside, 
American visitors are 


celebrities. "Almost everywhere, except 
Peking, people gathered just to look at 
us. Hundreds of them." 


Behlen described much of the housing 


he saw as "very poor. And drab, really 
drab. There's nothing in them." In one 
commune, he said, hundreds of hog sheds 
were located in the midst of a residential 
area. 


Behlen learned commune residents 


value four possessions among all else: 
bicycles, wrist watches, radios and 
sewing machines. 


And almost everywhere he traveled, 


Behlen said he and the other Nebraskans 
saw trees. 


"The Chinese are planting trees along 


every road, right next to the road and 
two to three rows deep." 


The reason? 
"Well. Mao said make the country 


green. So that's what they're doing." 


Pigs play role in recycleable-conscious China

Americans could learn some lessons in 


recycling and organic fertilizers from 
the" Chinese, according to Thomas 
McCalla. University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln agronomy professor. 


McCalla, chief microbiologist with the 


U.S. Agriculture Dept.'s Agricultural 
Research Service, recently returned 
from a trip to China. 


The trip with nine other scientists was 


sponsored by the National Academy of 
Sciences in an exchange program with 
the Chinese Academy of Sciences. The 
delegation studies vegetable farming 


systems during the six-week visit. 


McCalla said the Chinese recycle their 


garbage and sewage by composting it for 
30 to 90 days, and using it as fertilizer. 
For instance, he said the Chinese feed 
waste to their pigs. 


"Every household has a pig. From it, 


they collect manure and put it back on 
the land," he said. 


Despite the absence of commercial 


fertilizers, there are few nutrient dif- 
ficiencies in their vegetables. McCalla. 
said. 


Because their country suffers from 


drouth, the Chinese must conserve 


water. As well as pumping water from 
•weils. they irrigate 85'i of their land. 
The 900-mile Grand Canal channels 
water from the Yangtze River from 
Shanghai to Peking. 


In exchanging information with the 


Chinese. McCalla and the other scien- 
tists talked with university professors, 
academy officials, commune and market 
workers in 10 cities. 


The American delegation also received 


more than 200 varieties of Chinese 
vegetable seeds and gave them 200 
American varieties. 


This was a special delight to McCalla, 


who said he loves Chinese food. He said 
the Chinese have a "tremendous variety 
of vegetables" and consume one and one- 
tenth pounds of vegetables a day. 
' 
Despite difference in farming methods 


and systems, there are some similarities 
between the two countries. China is 
about the same size as the U.S. and like 
it, has a variety of climates. 


However, one major difference is that 


11% of the land in China is tillable, while 
22% of the land in the U.S. is tillable. Yet 
China feeds 900 million persons. 


Nearly 85% of the Chinese people are 


farmers, 
as compared to 37o of 


Americans. Farmers live on communes 


of about 40.000 acres with up to 80.000 
workers producing the crops. 


Commune farmers share in the 


production of food and their wages are 
determined through a point system, 
McCalla said. 


Describing the Chinese as clean and 


"unbelievably honest." McCalla added 
that they are hard-working. Most of the 
farming is done by manual labor. 
McCalla said he saw few cars or trucks, 
but "millions of bicycles." 


McCalla added that products and ser- 


vices are cheaper in China — a haircut 
cost him 30c. 


"They have no inflation because 


everything's controlled." he said.

2 new recycling centers to open 


Everyday, Lincolnites throw away "money" in their garbage — 
recycleable paper and cans.

Lincolnites who throw newspapers and 


mct^l cans onto the garbage pile soon 
will learn it's the same as throwing away 
money. 


At least one, and possibly two. ad- 


ditional recycling efforts soon will be 
operating in Lincoln to serve people con- 
cerned about dwindling natural 
resources and the so-called "throw away 
society." 


Next Sunday, the Nebraska Recycling 


Center opens for business at 43 J St. The 
center was created by several local 
businessmen and will pay people for 
newspapers and aluminum and tin cans. 


The Cyclapaper and Can Co.. 1000 Sun- 


valley Blvd., wants to develop a monthly 
curbside pickup of newspapers. 


For each ton of newspapers collected, 


Cyclapaper will donate 52 to a program 
to help feed the elderly. 


These ttcn recycling efforts join one 


that has been operated in Lincoln for 
several years by local volunteers. 


Olizens for Environmental Improve- 


ment i CEI > has three centers — 56th and 
Normal, 10th and G and 2435 No. 33rd — 
lor people to deposit paper and cans. 


The Nebraska Recycling Center was 


created by the local distributors for 
SrhliU. Budwciser. Miller, FalstaJf and 
Olympia beers, Pepsi Cola Bottling Co. 
and Dobsor: Brothers Construction Co. 


Wyndell i Sonny i Fordham. the SchliU 


distributor, said the recycling plan is a 
Inral version of the national plan 
lajnrhed jointly by the Schlitz Brewing 
Co. and Alma Aluminum Co. 


The Schiitz-Alcoa plan calls for a 


wtwnrk oi renters to collect aluminum 
cans, Fordham said. Such centers are 
operating in Grand Island and 
Scottsblaff, he said, and others will be 
opened. 


But interested Lincolnites decided to 


expand the parent plan as a community 
service. Fordham said. 


Russell Miller, who will manage the 


center's depository, and at one time 
managed a CEI depository, said good in- 
tentions often aren't enough to spur peo- 
ple to make the effort to recycle 
materials. 


The group hopes that paying for 


materials and being open during 
business hours that are convenient will 
provide an incentive, he said. 


While prices may fluctuate, depending 


on the market, present payment plans 
are: 


Aluminum cans. 17e a lb.; aluminum 


containers (TV dinner trays, pie pans, 
etc. i. 8c a lb.: tin cans (paper labels 
removed i. 50t per 100 Ibs.; aluminum 
and tin mixed, 50c per 100 Ibs.: ami 
newspapers (boxed, sacked or tied), 75c 
per 100 Ibs. 


The aluminum will be sold to Alcoa, 


other metals will be sold to 
Northwestern Metal Co. in Lincoln and 
newsprint will be sold wherever possi- 
ble. 


The center will be open 6:30 to 8:30 


p.m. on Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, and 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Satur- 
days. 


Miller said churches, civic 


organizations or other groups involved in 
fund drives may open accounts at the 
center and have people credit the value 


of their deposits to those accounts. 


If the Lincoln effort is successful. 


Fordham said, the project w-jil be 
expanded to include collection centers in 
other towns around Lincoln. 


The businessmen involved in the 


project don't expect to make any money, 
he said, adding that they'll be happy if 
the effort produces enough money to pay 
overhead expenses. 


He dismissed any suggestion that the 


recycling effort was prompted by plans 
to launch a petition drive to put some 
type of law on the books requiring 
deposits for throw-away containers. 


The local plan, as well as the national 


Schhtz-Alcoa plan, predates plans for a 
petition drive. Fordham said. 


Mrs. Pat Jcrnson of Lincoln, head of 


Nebraskaas ior Returnable Containers, 
the group that says it will head a deposit 
petition drive next September, said the 
effort by Fordham's group isn't the 
answer to the problem. 


"It sounds like another attempt to 


waylay the bottle bill." she said. 


Eari Harris, manager of Cyclapaprr 


and Can Co. and Federal Insulation, said 
his firm wants in collect newspapers for 
recyrling into cellulose insulation. 


The anticipated plan calls for monthly 


pickups of bundled newspapers 
throughout the city, he said. Two areas 
have been selected to test public reac- 
tion.

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Downtown Advisory Committee 
Mayor's restructuring plan will be City Council topic Monday night 


Mayor Helen Boosalis' 


recommendation to restruc- 
ture the Downtown Advisory 
Committee (DAC) will be con- 
sidered at a public hearing 


- Monday night before the City 


• Council. 
, 
The mayor's proposal, un- 


veiled last week, was worked 
out jointly with current DAC 
Chairman Richard White and 
other members of the com- 
mittee. 


The resolution to be con- 


sidered Monday would expand 


"the panel from 13 to 16 


members — although the three 
new members will be non- 
voting — and would mandate 
public meetings in a public 
building as is the procedure for 
all other city government com- 
mittees. 


Under the proposed plan, 


nine of the members would be 
appointed to determinate 
terms and seven others would 
be members by virtue of the 
office they hold in local 
government, the University of 
Nebraska or a downtown 
business organization. 


DAC was created in 1973 to 


consider plans for maintaining 
the economic strength of the 
central business district. 
Representatives of business, 
education and government 
were appointed to indefinite 
terms and the panel acted in an 
advisory capacity to the City 
Council. 


The group, with the help of a 


consulting firm, came up with 
the Lincoln Center plan. That 
plan included the beautifica- 
tion work already complete 
along 13th St. and the projects 
currently under construction 
on 0 and P Sts. Further work is 
planned for next year on Q St. 


Although the proposal would 


make DAC a regular, ongoing 
part of city government, few of 
the faces currently on the com- 
mittee would change. 


Three posts are being added 


as ex officio members. These 
additions will make Planning 


Director Doug Brogden and 
Urban Development Director 
George Chick — both of whom 
have regularly attended and 
participated in DAC meetings 
in the past — official members 
of the group. 


Both Brogden and Chick 


would be nonvoting members 
as would Lanford Jorgenson, 
director of the Lincoln Center 
Development Assn. (LSDA). 
Jorgenson, the third ex officio 
appointment proposed, also 
has been a DAC regular since 
the beginning and has provided 
staff assistance for the com- 
mittee. 


The mayor says one feature 


of her restructuring proposal is 
that it will make DAC a more 
representative group. To ac- 
complish 
that, she is 


recommending that members 
be appointed as represen- 
tatives of certain other bodies 
in both the public and private 
sector. 


Five of the representatives 


will be from the LCDA. An 
arm of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the LCDA is made 
up of downtown businessmen. 


The mayor's appointments 


from LCDA are current DAC 
chairman Dick White, presi- 
dent of Baker 
Hardware; 


Robert Magee, president of 
Magee's clothing store; John 
Campbell, president of Miller 
and Paine department store; 
Paul Amen, vice chairman of 
the board of National Bank of 
Commerce, and Dale Young, 
vice president at First 
National Bank.

Washington 
(UPI) - The 


House Friday adopted a price 
support program which could 
raise sugar prices 4< or more a 
pound, despite charge that the 
move would boost costs for 
soft drink makers, food 
processors and household con- 
sumers by nearly $1 billion a 
year. 


Administration 
officials 


want to help hard-pressed 
sugar growers by a different 
method, a direct federal sub- 
sidy plan which would not raise 
consumer prices but could cost 
taxpayers up to $500 million a 
year. They said they would try 
to kill the House plan in a 
Senate-House conference on an 
omnibus farm bill. 


In the Senate, however, two 


influential members who will 
take part in that conference 
promptly announced their 
backing for the House plan 
which, if it became law, would 
automatically shelve the ad- 
ministration's pending sub- 
sidy. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 


D-Minn., said the support plan 
would "assure sugarbeet 
growers ... a fair price, and J 
will strongly support it in con- 
ference." 


Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan , 


also praised the House plan as 
a "better alternative" than the 
administration's 
proposed 


direct subsidy. A Dole aide 
said there is "a really good 
chance" the support program 
will survive as part of the 


developing omnibus farm bill. 


For the long term, ad- 


ministration officials said they 
hope to negotiate an inter- 
national sugar trade agree- 
ment and drop all domestic 
programs. 


The House action came when 


members approved 81 to 3 an 
amendment by Rep E L de la 
Garza, D-Tex., to an omnibus 
farm and food stamp bill. The 
plan requires the Agriculture 
Dept. to support the market 
price of sugar at 55 to 65': of 
the "fair" parity standard 


Backers of the program said 


supports — through loans or 
purchases — would be set at 
about 14? a pound for raw 
sugar. 


Market prices currently are 


under lOc a pound 


The program would be 


limited to the 1977 and 1978 
crop years. 


De la Garza said costs to 


taxpayers could be held to zero 
by giving the Agriculture Dept 
administrative authority to 
limit sugar imports to levels 
which would allow markets to 
reach the support level with 
little or no federal spending. 


The plan will help con- 


sumers. Moore argued, 
because if domestic growers 
are driven out of business, 
American shoppers will be left 
at the mercy of foreign sugar 
cartels.

problems. Like how to keep all 
that money from a tax-hungry 
government when they die. 


Just as the heirs of P.K. and 


Helen Wrigley — or their at- 
torneys. Recently it was 
revealed in The Chicago Sun- 
Times that the Wrigley family 
faces estate taxes of up to $50 
million. Paying the bill will 


require the sale of a number of 
assets, possibly including the 
Chicago Cubs. 


The biggest question in the 


wake of the Wrigley dis- 
closures is — how can someone 
so wealthy and with access to 
so many first-rate financial ad- 
visers allow his estate to fall 
into such a predicament? 


While most fortunes face a 


heavy estate-tax burden, the 
Wrigley situation involves 
several coincidences that have 
combined to create a tax 
lawyer's nightmare. 


The largest of these is the 


fact that Helen Wrigley died 
June 27. just two months after 


Philip on April 12. Wrigley left 
half of his estate — estimated 
at over $50 million — to his 
wife to avoid paying taxes on 
it. His heirs still have to pay 
taxes on the remaining half. 


But when Mrs. Wrigley died, 


she had no spouse to leave the 
money she just inherited from 
her husband. Her estate will be 
taxed on her own property plus 
what she inherited from 
Philip.

Appearance tips job market in your favor

Finding a job is like scoring a well-executed 


touchdown. Sometimes you can just take the ball 
and run, but more often you need timing, skill 
and luck working for you. A game plan makes 
everything come together. 


In job-hunting, a resume can help you break 


through the first line. A neat, well-groomed 
appearance serves as a good block, moving you 
another few yards ahead. Qualifications push 
you across the goal line ahead of your opponent 
— the other job seekers. 


Because skills could be matched by your 


competition, appearance and attitude need to 
work in your favor, but "you cion't want clothes 
to detract from qualifications," according to 
Jim Spangler, past president of the Lincoln Per- 
sonnel Management Assn. 


Personnel directors interviewed agree neat 


and clean is a must. "Conservative" was a word 
that surfaced frequently when describing well- 
dressed candidates. Spangler suggested wearing 
to the interview what you might wear on the job. 


Alice Mmchow, manager and employment 


counselor for Midwest Recruiters, has definite 
ideas about what does and doesn't please 
prospective employers. 


For women, Mrs. Mmchow said either a 


dress or pantsuit works best. Whatever you 
choose, wear hose. "Older people, (who might 
be hiring) think hose look a little neater," she 
said, even with sandals. Nails should be 
manicured, gum in the wastebasket and hair off 
the face, according to Mrs. Minchow. 


A sport coat is a must for male applicants, 


Mrs. Minchow said. Beards and moustaches are 
okay, but need to be well-trimmed. Best bet in 
this fashion day and age is a three-piece vested 
suit. Shoes should be shined. 


Although many people stereotype jobs and 


clothes, it's not necessary to wear a pin-striped 
suit to a bank job interview, they say. Likewise 
don't wear coveralls or a grease-stained shirt 
for an interview at an auto garage. 


Gerald Dimon, personnel director at First 


National Bank, said his employes are not 
restricted to certain colors, but like many of- 
fices, they do have a dress code requiring coat 
and tie. He said he has noticed a more conser- 
vative look in college grads recently. "Hair is 
definitely getting shorter," Dimon said. He at- 
tributed it to a combination of fashion and keen 
competition. 


A check with several recent job applicants 


showed most women wearing slacks during in- 
terviews. Their reasons were practical. Most 
had more slacks in their closet than dresses and 
couldn't afford to buy a special dress for job in- 
terviews. Others wore them because they felt 
more comfortable. And one said, "If it made a 
difference that I wasn't wearing a dress, I 
wouldn't want the job anyway." 


Men generally agreed with the coat and tie 


idea, especially if they were applying in a 
business office. 


Both sexes should be aware of the image 


they project through body language, according 
to Mrs. Minchow. Leaning forward, sitting up- 
right gives an alert picture. Enthusiasm is im- 
portant. "If they're not excited about the job, 
how can anyone be excited about hiring them," 
She said. 


Habits can't be ignored by job applicants 


either. AH personnel managers interviewed said 


smoking didn't generate any extra points but 
was not a factor if qualifications met standards. 
Other things mentioned as detractions included 
"jive" talk, fingernail chewing and a limp 
handshake. 


Mrs. Minchow suggested job applicants, es- 


pecially recent college grads, have a realistic 
goal in mind when applying for a job. "When you 
ask them what they want to be and they tell you 
a 'manager'," she said, "you wonder if they've 
really thought about their future." 


New employes have to think about what they 


are going to wear after landing the job as well as 
during the interview. 


One applicant said she applied in slacks so 


she wouldn't give the employer a false impres- 
sion that she would be wearing anything but that 
on the job. "My wardrobe consisted mainly of 
jeans through college," she said. "I started with 
the basics." 


Because that's the plight of many grads, the 


construction of a basic wardrobe is a realistic 
part of the first year's work. 


A sample wardrobe for the first year, put 


together with the help of clothing store per- 


sonnel, stresses lots of mixing and matching. 
Working on the assumption that coat and ties are 
a must for men, the major investment is for 
suits. 


Here are their suggestions: 
Material recommended was a poly-wool 


blend for year-round wear. Knits were discarded 
because they are prone to snags and puckers. 
The key to the whole ensemble is color combina- 
tion. Patterns are limited to ties. Bold plaids are 
considered luxuries at first. 


Start with a basic navy blue three-piece 


vested suit A pin strip or gray also would work. 
Prices moderately good quality suits average 
about $180. Add two pairs of slacks at about $30 
each in camel, gray or light blue. 


A sport coat or another suit in a subtle 


tweed, herringbone or plaid can be added in a 
complementary color. Coats might be mix and 
match, depending on their cut. Add another $180. 


A minimum of four shirts are needed (about 


S15 each), providing a washing machine is near- 
by. Cotton-polyester blends take minimum care 
with maximum results. Start with two white 
ones, one light blue and a beige or maize color. 


Stripes can be added at your discretion. 


Ties will make each outfit different and at 


least five should be purchased (priced at $10 
each). Silks or poly-silks lay and knot well. A 
stripe, pattern or club tie is best — one to go 
with each shirt and one extra. 


The total for a nucleus wardrobe is $534. 


Think of it as spending $1.50 a day for a year on 
your clothes. 


Theoretically, women building a working 


wardrobe can get by putting out a little less than 
that for the first year. 


Women starting in the business world 


probably will want to stick to conservative 
dressing, adding accessories for pizazz, until 
they get the feel of the office. 


For starters, a good blazer, in a basic color, 


like navy blue or camel at about $50. 
Interchangeable bottoms for the blazer at $25 
each could be two pairs of slacks. One matching 
the blazer for a "suit" look and a subtle tweed or 
plaid with the same colors. Two skirts, also at 
$25 each, could be added in your choice of coor- 
dinating colors. 


One simple dress that could be dressed up 


for evening is a necessity Plan on spending 
about S40 


Buy a couple of nice cotton-poly blouses to 


wear with the skirts and slacks ($15 each), at 
least two turtlenecks or cowl necks as in- 
valuable basics ($15 each) and one lightweight 
sweater top (S20.) 


Accessories, like the men's ties will carry 


the outfits This comes m the form of earrings, 
light jewelry, scarves or — if you can afford it — 
purses. 


Shoes aren't considered accessories at this 


point in the game. At least two pairs are a must, 
at S30 a pair. A mid-heel purchased for dresses 
and skirts and a wedge. 


Basics total S330, but that doesn't include 


accessories. Hopefully the expense can be 
covered by the first month's paycheck. If the 
wages don't foot the bill, maybe you need to be 
thinking about another job. .Now you have the 
wardrobe to score at interviews. 


Objectives 
important 
in resume 


A resume should tell an employer what 


you want. Education and qualifications are a 
must, but just as important are your objec- 
tives, according to Don Sutton, assistant 
director of career planning and placement for 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


Sutton emphasized the complete resume 


should be tied together and stress one goal or 
type of job preference, "Our biggest problem 
is with students who have neatly typed 
resumes, but when you finish reading them, 
you can't tell what kind of a job they want," 
be said. 


He advised graduates with a bachelor's 


degree to limit resumes to only one page. "Be 


concise," he said. Much of the information 
probably will be duplicated on the formal 
application. 


Sutton said recent college graduates 


might emphasize their course studies or 
extra curncular activities if they have a 
scanty work background. 


Summer work should be included. "Even 


waitressmg has responsibilities," he said. "It 
also shows what you've done with your 
time." Work experience that is more career 
oriented should include responsibilities and 
specific achievements, he said. 


Professional printing of the resume is 


recommended, Sutton said. Grammar, punc- 


tuation and spelling can't be overlooked. "A 
sloppy resume presents a sloppy picture of 
the applicant." 


Sutton suggested including these things in 


a resume: 


• Name, address and phone number. 
• Objective — Stated clearly and concise- 


ly the type of position you seek. 


• Education — Emphasize positive 


highlights and any specialized training you 
may have. 


• Student Activities — Recent grads may 


find academic or extra-curricular activities 
relevant to their objective or a positive addi- 


tion to the overall picture. 


• Professional status and memberships. 
• World experience — Outline respon- 


sibilities, achievements, positions held and 
earnings, if there's a regular progression. 


• Interests — Community-oriented ac- 


tivities and hobbies. 


• Optional items to be included at the 


applicants discretion include background, 
such as age, health, marital status and fami- 
ly; travel and relocation preferences; pre- 
sent employer contact; salary range; and 
references which can be listed or furnished at 
your request. 


Shelton fights for maids9 rights

Washington (UPI) - The great organizers of 


organized labor — Samuel Gompers, John L. Lewis, 
George Meany and Cesar Chavez — would blanch if 
they had to do what Anita Shelton wants to do. 


She wants to unionize house maids. 
But don't call them "maids." Ms. Shelton 


objects to that term. She prefers "household 
employes" or "household technicians." 


And don't say "unionize." Ms. Shelton's 


employer — The National Committee on Household 
Employment (NCHE) - avoids that word. It's too 
strong. 


"It is a ixH»," she said. 
Ms. Shelton — whose job resume describes her 


as "civil rights activist social welfare innovator. 
community builder, black women's movement 
organizer and mother of two" — says instead her 
aim is to "bring them the benefits of collective 
bargaining." 


But look at the obstacles: 
— Most household employes — maids, 


babysitters, cooks, gardeners, chauffeurs and the 
like' - haven't considered joining a anion and 
probably would balk if they had the opportunity. 
Ms. Sncltem says most think "union dues" when 
they hear "union " 


*— Most employers of household help, as you 


would expert, don't want to have to deal wth a un- 
ion When they hear "union," Ms. Sbelton says, 
they think "strike." Imagine a picket line in front 
of your picket fence 
- Few household employes or employers nave 


ever heard of NCHE and of the effort to improve 
the lot of those in an invisible "profession." 


- The AFLrCIO hasn't rawed a finger, Ms. 


Sbelton says, to support NCHE or help organize 


household help. She suspects sexism is the reason, 
since 9?7o of the country's 1.5 million household 
workers are women. To win his sympathetic atten- 
tion. George Meany was given an award at the 
NCHE's Fair Labor Standards Luncheon, but he 
didn't bother attending. 


— Money is a problem. The Ford Foundation, 


which had given NCHE $100.000 a year, cut down to 
$75,000 last time and pressed te organization to 
"diversity" its sources of funds. 


— And, 13 years after its creation, NCHE 


remains split on fundamental goals. 


Ms. Shelton says the old question of unioniza- 


tion is bound to rise again in October at the Annual 
Convention of Household Workers in Charlotte, 
N.C. 


The meeting will bring together 21 


organizations which formed the NCHE in 1964 at 
the suggestion of Esther Peterson, then head of the 
Labor Dept's Women's Bureau. They are anything 
tat united on NCHE's mission. 


Despite these troubles, Ms. Sbelton feels she 


will live to see most household workers carry a an- 
ion card and work under a contract spelling out 
working conditions duties, level of pay, sick leave, 
hospitalization, extra pay for holiday work, retire- 
ment benefits and the like. 


"My friends tell me I'm talking pie in the sky," 


she said. "I'm no economist, but my assessment 
tells me we're entering a high demand, scarcity 
market," she said. 


"People are not gravitating into this field — it 


will always be low-status work — but with more 
wives working outside the home, the demand for 
household help is bound to rise." 


Today, NCHE says, the average year-round, 


full-time household worker earns $2,732 a year - 
Jess than the poverty level. Two-thirds earn under 


$2.000 a year. In 29 states, there is no unemploy- 
ment compensation for household workers, despite 
the well-known hazards in the home. Most can't 
qualify for medicaid. 


Ms. Shelton, who was reared in Englewood, 


N.J.. by an aunt who worked as a domestic, was in- 
terviewed in NCHE's walkup office far from 
Washington's gleaming downtown buildings. 


She says she knows all the arguments against 


unionizing household help. 


"Oh, those famous words — "We are good 


friends,' "she said scornfully. "That means friends 
can exploit a relationship." 


She says she is all too familiar with cases 


where two women grow told together. Then the 
employer sells her bouse and moves into an apart- 
ment or a nursing home and the employe, at age 65 
or so, has to go into the job market for only the se- 
cond time in her life. 


She says she knows of instances where a 


worker was assured she would be taken care of in a 
will, but the bequest turned out to be $500 - a 
princely sum when the will was written. 


In 'the meantime, NCHE goals are more 


modest In a statement presented to Presidential 
Assistant Midge Constanza in May, NCHE asked 
President Jimmy Carter to support extending un- 
employment compensation and workmen's com- 
pensation (job accident insurance) to household 
employes 


The organization also asked for enforcement of 


the minimum wage law Household workers were 
covered by the law several years ago. but a NCHE 
study says 40'* of household workers arc still not 
paid the minimum wage 


"Imagine all thcs* middle-class women not 


paying the minimum,' says Ms Shcllon 
It's 


probably the only law they violate."

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-Lifestyle is key to longevity between the sexes

Why do women live longer than 


men1' 


Some scientists believe it s in the 


genes That is, the code of life pre- 
sent at birth sets men up for a 
shorter life span 
It programs 


women for a longer one 


But the evidence for this theory 


isn't as strong as commonly has 
been believed, says Dr. Ingrid 
Waldron Philadelphia 


The associate professor of biology 


from the University of Pennsylvania 
sees lifestyle emerging as a key 
determinant of longevity Genes 
mutter But behavior may matter at 
least js much, she figures. 


In a report published by the "Jour- 


nal of Human Stress," Dr. Waldron 
puts scientific pieces into place sup- 
porting that view 


There's lots of evidence that men 


smoke more than women, and tend 
to drink harder, take more chances, 
are more aggressive than women. 
Those lifestyle factors may make 
the big difference m male versus 
female lifcspans. 


Dr Waldron's report attempts to 


answer this question. Why do 
women live longer than men''" 


"In the contemporary United 


States, mortality is 60% higher for 
male than for females," she says. 


"Forty per cent of the excess of 


m a l e m o r t a l i t y is due to 
artenosclerotic heart 
disease, 


which is more common among men 
in part because they smoke cigarets 
more than women do. 


"Also because, apparently, they 


more often develop the competitive, 
aggressive 
'coronary 
prone 


behavior pattern ' 


"Men 
who don't develop this 


behavior pattern may have as low a 
risk of coronary heart disease as 
comparable to women " 


Dr. Waldron cites evidence 


showing one-third of the sex 
differential in mortality is due to 
men's higher rates of suicide, fatal 
motor vehicle and other accidents, 
cirrhosis of the liver and respiratory 
cancers and emphsema. 


"Each of these causes of death is 


linked to behaviors which are en- 
couraged or accepted more in males 
than in females: Using guns, 
drinking alcohol, smoking, working 
at hazardous jobs, and seeming to be 
fearless," she said. 


"Thus, the behaviors expected of 


males make a major contribution to 
their elevated mortality." 


Some social scientists have a 


hunch that in a generation or two 
liberated American females, 
expected by society to be aggressive 
and competitive, also may have 
shortened lifespans 


The facts on differences in mor- 


tality at present go like this: 


• In 1920, the life expectancy for 


women was 56, only two years 
longer than that for men. Life was 
less hectic for everyone in that era 
— compared to contemporary 
times. People also were less seden- 
tary and walked more. There was no 
television to plop in front of for 
hours Cars were luxuries for the 
rich 


• By 1970, women's life expectan- 


cy was 75, almost eight years longer 
than men's. Both women and men 
were more sedentary 
Nearly 


everyone had wheels. 


• In 1920, male death rates were 


no more than 307o higher than 


female death rates at any age. By 
1970, 
male death rates exceeded 


female death rates by as much as 
180% 
for 15 to 24 year "olds and 110% 


for 55 to 64 year olds. 
• • Among young adults the excess 
of mortality for males is due 
primarily to accidents. At older 
ages, heart, blood vessel and kidney 
diseases make the largest contribu- 
tion to higher mortality among men. 
Rising male mortality from these 
causes and for lung cancer has been 
a major component of the increase 
in the sex differential in mortality. 


"These trends were due in part 


to the sizable increase in cigaret 
smoking by men during the first 
third of the 20th Century," Dr. 
Waldron said. 


"Another substantial component 


of the increase in the sex differential 
in mortality has been the deline in 
maternal mortality and uterine 
cancer due to improvements in 
medical care 


"Such data suggest a wide variety 


of cultural factors, including 
automobile use. cigaret smoking 
and health care, contributes to the 
contemporary sex differential in 
mortality." 


Dr 
Waldron said international 


comparisons produce further proof 
of the importance of cultural fac- 
tors 


In many countnes. for example, it 


has been found that female death 
rates between one year and 40 
exceed those of males. 


"In some cases, 
Dr Waldron 


said, "the males outlive the females 
at older ages as well " 


Interestingly, higher mortality 


among females has been observed 


most frequently in nonindustrial 
countries." 


In America, a male's marital 


status also has something to do with 
how long he lives. 


"The excess of male mortality 


(over that of females) is lowest 
among married men," Dr. Waldron 
said. 


"It is 107o higher among single 


and widowed adults. It is 50% 
greater among divorced adults. 


"The excess of mortality for 


males who are not married is par- 
ticularly large for causes like 
cirrhosis of the liver which are 
strongly influenced by behavior, and 
for diseases like tuberculosis in 
which health habits and care play an 
important role." 


The argument that nature simply 


did not intend that males live as long 
as females gains support from cer- 
tain facts. One is that mortality of 
males is greater even among in- 
fants. More male babies die at birth 
or during the first year of life than 
female babies. 


Some investigators say this shows 


genetically determined metabolic 
differences may contribute to the 
higher 
mortality 
of males 


throughout life 


One study cited by the experts 


leaning to the genetic theory com- 
pared life spans for Roman Catholic 
sisters and brothers in teaching 
orders 


The differential in longevity 


between the sisters and brothers 
was almost as large as the differen- 
tial between women and men in the 
general population. 


"However, the higher mortality of 


the brothers cannot be attributed 


solely to genetic causes," 
Waldron said 


"The brothers smoked and drank 


more than the sisters and probably 
were socialized differently as 
children (To be aggressive, com- 
petitive. ) 


"Each of these differences would 


contribute to higher male mor- 
tality." 


Paid jobs and aggressive, com- 


petitive roles apparently contribute 
importantly to the higher rates of 
coronary heart disease in American 
males, many studies show. 


Women, by contrast, have tended 


to have a greater orientation toward 
family and fill less competitive and 
more supportive roles. 


They haven't been under the same, 


kind of stress as the men who go to 
work. 


Several studies show that the risk 


of coronary heart disease is higher 
among men who have worked many 
hours overtime or who have held 
two jobs simultaneously. 


The coronary prone behavior 


pattern is exhibited by persons who 
are work-oriented, ambitious, 
aggressive, competitive, hurried, 
impatient and preoccupied with 
deadlines. 


"Large prospective studies have 


shown that men who display this 
coronary prone behavior pattern are 
twice as likely as other men to 
develop or die of coronary heart dis- 
ease." Dr. Waldron said. 


Smaller retrospective studies, 


however, also have established that 
women who have coronary heart 
disease are more likely to display 
the coronary prone behavior pattern 
than other women

David Howard's dream

At 29, David Howard has no wrinkles and 


only three or four gray hairs shine from his 
head. But to the state, he's the official senior 
citizen. 


As executive director of the state Com- 


mission on Aging, Howard represents 
Nebraska's 194,000 persons aged 65 and older. 


The commission, by statute, is both a ser- 


vice and an advocacy agency, but Howard is 
particularly concerned with thrusting the 
major problems of older people into the 
forefront of public discussion. 


"The commission should provide a forum 


in which to raise these issues and let the 
public make the decisions," Howard 
explained in an interview. 


The St. Louis native said health care, 


nutrition and housing are important concerns 
of the elderly but the biggest problem is in- 
come, which is tied directly to mandatory 
retirement. 


"It's the largest problem," he said, "but 


it has been relegated to the point of not even 
being discussed because it's such an horren- 
dous problem." 


Mandatory retirement should be 


abolished mainly because of what it does to a 
person's income, slashing it by about 507o, he 
said. 


"Some people voluntarily retire." he 


said, "and, hell, that's their right. But it 
ought to be each individual's decision." 


He suggested career recycling. He said 


persons should be able to shift careers later 
in life when their age begins to intefere with 
their present jobs. 


"What bothers us in this field," Howard 


said, "is that there isn't this type of debate 
going on." He predicted massive dislocation 
within society by the year 2000 if the issues of 
an aging population are not confronted. 


Howard was picked in February over 12 


applicants to replace Glen Soukup as director 
of the commission after Soukup left amid 


considerable controversy. 


"I set a goal of becoming the director of a 


statewide agency on aging by the time I was 
30," Howard explained, "so I developed the 
type of resume I would need to get such a 
job." 


When hired for the commission job, he 


had been director of the Eastern Nebraska 
Community Office of Retardation for a year. 
Before that he was the executive director of 
the Eatern Nebraska Commission on aging. 


A graduate of the University of Missouri 


with Masters degrees in American history 
and community development, Howard also 
was involved in aging programs in the show- 
me state, including director of the Middle 
Missouri Regional Council on Aging. 


His interest in human services develop- 


ment comes from his anti-war days, he said. 
His interest in gerontology comes from his 
grandmother. 


Involved in the 1960s movements against 


American involvement in Vietnam, he 
decided he would enter a community action 
career. 


He picked gerontology, he said, because 


of direct contact during his college days with 
the problems which faced his grandmother. 


He likes the concept of a citizen-run 
com- 


mission. "I was a hippie-dippy radical saying 
'Power to the people.' In a sense, this is what 
you have (with the structure of the 
com- 


mission)," he said. All his actions on behalf 
of the commission must be approved by its 
12-member. governor-appointed board. 


In his fifth-floor office in the new State 


Office Building, Howard is informal, his blue 
oxford shirt open at the collar, his necktie 
loose. 


He's 
not concerned that his agency will 


ever go in a direction opposed by those it 
serves. 


"Older people are pretty vocal," Howard 


sid. "If you're doing something wrong, they'll 
tell you" It may smart, but you know what's 
being said. The candor is great." 


Leisure crafts 
Let a stamper doll into your life

In the early minstrel days in 


the Deep South, traveling en- 
tertainers delighted audiences 
with song and dance. The song 
and dance often sprang from a 


puppet of sorts, developed in 
West Virginia. With the aid of a 
stick extending from the back of 
the figure, he or she could dance 
a lick. 


The stoinper dolls, made of 


wood, were fashioned 
after 


hillbilly characters. 


1. The patterns for the 


stamper are placed on a boxed 
network called a grid. The grid 
shown is one square equals % 


inch. 


2. Enlarge the grid along with 


the designs on paper to 
establish your patterns. The 
body is a, the arm is b, the 
upper leg is c, and the lower leg 
isd. 


3. Cut out the patterns from 


the paper and place them on 
corrugated cardboard (you can 
use supermarket cartons). The 
inside wavy section should be 
going left to right while the 
patterns are placed top to 
bottom. 


4. Use the patterns to trace 


one body and two of each limb 
shape. 


5. Cut out the individual body 


sections with a single-edged 
razor blade or a utility knife. 


6. Sand the edges of the cut- 


out sections with fine sand- 
paper, if necessary. 


7. Paint the front and back of 


each section with poster paints. 
A first undercoating of white 
paint will produce a brighter 
second coating. Inexpensive 
enamel paints, sold in small 
bottles, come in a wide range of 
colors at all hobby centers. 
Spray a clear, protective finish 
or paint on a coating of a liquid 


plastic to protect the paint. 


8. Insert a length of medium- 


gauge wire through the wavy 
edge of the body's shoulders. 


9. Push the extending ends of 


the wire, on both sides of the 
shoulders through the wavy 
edge of the upper arms. 


10. Insert a small button onto 


each end. Secure the wire and 
cut away any excess. The wire 
should not be attached to the 
buttons tightly because the 
arms won't swing. 


11. Attach the upper legs to the 


lower body and the lower legs to 
the upper legs just as you did 
with the arms. 


12. -Twist a sharp pencil 


through the body under the 
neck. 


13. Push a dowel through the 


hole at the back and extend it 
slightly out the front of the 
stamper. Use the stick to make 
the stamper dance.

Light fixtures are a household item that combine utility 


and art. and with the number of styles now, it's not hard to 
find one that turns you on. As many New Yorkers may 
testify, too. light can be taken for granted, but is a necessity. 


And with some creativity, do-it-yourself home 


decorators can get a charge out of filling their homes with 
lamps to fit the room's or residents' moods. 


Hanging lamps are a popular style. From crystal 


chandejiers to simple globes, hanging lamps can suit about 
any room. However, be sure the lamp is not too big or too 
small for the room, and decide what kind of lighting effect 
you want. 


For instance, the mood of a bathroom, living room, 


kitchen and dining room vary, and their light fixtures should 
vary with the mood. 


Dimmer switches are a popular item that can change the 


lighting mood within the room. These are "the fastest way to 
.save energy." said Dave Bilyeu. salesman at Johnson 
Cashway. When switching from reading to watching TV. turn 
down the wattage with a dimmer switch, which costs from 
S3.50 to S12. 


An inexpensive variation of the hanging lamp is the 


wicker shade lamp. Alice Boggs, assistant manager at the 


Lincoln Lighting Center, said true wicker is more expensive 
than the imitation wicker lamp. The latter starts at about 
530. 


Modern lamps seem to be attracting lamp buyers these 


days. 


" "There's a big market for the very contemporary," said 


Kay Martin, showroom manager at White Electric Supply 
Co. The sleek and shiny modern hanging lamps often com- 
bine chrome or metal with glass or crystal. 


In addition to the decorative bulbs, many of the hanging 


lamps have a "downlight." While the rest of the lamp's bulbs 
shine outward, this bulb, usually in the center of the fixture, 
shines down. Mrs. Martin said this is a popular feature. 


.Mediterranean lamps are an "ever-growing item." said 


Bilyeu. .Mediterranean lamps usually weave scrolls of black 
iron and chunks of wood around the bulbs. These lamps have 
more design than the modern lamps. 


Crystal chandeliers are popular with many people. They 


can cost as low as S30 or run into the thousands. The finest 
chandeliers are made of Strass crystal, Mrs. Martin said. 
These chandeliers are made in West Germany. Their crystal 
prisms fill with a rainbow of colors when lit. 


Almost all chandeliers are imported, Mrs. Martin said. 


The glass usually come from Sweden or Germany and the 
metal often comes from Spain. 


The most contemporary of lamps are the plain spheres 


or squares that have no design, but their simple shapes. 
Ginger .Jolitz. saleswoman at John Hoppe Lumber Co.. said 
these lamps are very popular. 


Although many persons like hanging lamps because they 


don't take up must space, table lamps still are used in many 
homes. Mrs. Jolitz said in the living rooms she's helped 
decorate, "most have not had mounted fixtures at all." 


Table lamps vary in shades — plain or pleated in several 


Hurricane lamps, often called "Gone With the Wind" 
lamps, still are popular in many homes. 


materials — and bases — crystal, wood, brass, porcelain, or 
combinations of those. 


Mrs. Martin said tray lamps are popular in apartments . 


that are limited in space. Tray lamps are usually mounted on., 
a tray of wood, glass or marble. 


And what's over the horizon for light fixtures? With the 


energy crisis producing a dim outlook, consumers may be, 
turning to more flourescent lighting. 


Bill Cooley, sales manager at Voss Electric, said more 


people are buying flourescent tubes instead of the traditional - 
incandescent bulbs. 


A 40-watt flourescent tube will give twice the light as a 


100-watt bulb, Cooley said. In addition, statistics have shown 
that one 300-watt iightbulb will cost S180 in electricity bills a 
year while two 40-watt flourescent tubes will cost $48 a year, 
and both light sources will be equal. Incandescent bulbs also 
need to be changed 14 times more often than a flourescent 
tube. 


According to Janet Wilson, 


extension consumer education 
specialist at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, letting the 
water run while 
doing 


everyday chores like washing 
dishes or peeling potatoes can 
easily use up to 33 gallons of 
water at a time. 


When washing dishes by 


hand, she says it's best to use a 
stopper in the sink and to rinse 
dishes all at once in a rack, in- 
stead of washing and rinsing 
under running water.

NEW YORK (AP) - Manager Billy 


'Martin of the New York Yankees held a 
closeddoor clubhouse meeting Saturday 
to apparently gain support from his 
players amid strong rumors that he 
would be fired shortly. 


After the meeting, Martin voiced the 


belief that he would lose his job in the 
near future. 


"I believe the rumor is pretty strong," 


the beleagured Yankee manager told 
reporters. " I believe I have something 
to worry about. I hope I'm still talking to 
you a month from now." 


Both principal Yankee owner George 


Steinbrenner and General Manager Gabe 
Paul were conspicuous by their absence 
at Yankee Stadium during the club's 3-1 
victory over the Milwaukee Brewers 
Saturday. 


Steinbrenner was said to be on a 


"business trip", and Paul was un- 
available for comment. 


Martin was besieged by clubhouse 


visitors Saturday, many of them voicing 
questions about his situation. 
., 


"About 50 people told me you're going 


to be fired," said Phil Rizzuto, one of the 
Yankee broadcasters and a one-time 
teammate of Martin's. 


"I don't know a thing," Martin 


answered. 


"Why don't you call Gabe (Paul) and 


ask him what's going on?" Rizzuto said. 


"I did that once," Martin said. "There 


were rumors in Texas, so I called Brad 
Corbett and said, 'What about these ru- 
mors?' 


"He said, "They aren't rumors!' " 
Martin was referring to his former job 


with the Texas Rangers, a team that 
fired him two seasons ago. 


After Rizzuto's visit, coach Yogi Berra 


stopped by Martin's office, a smile on his 
face. 


"You'd better smile today," Martin 


said. "Tomorrow you will be sitting in 
this chair." 


"You getting fired?" Berra asked. 
"That's the rumor," Martin answered. 


"You might be manager tomorrow." 


There was speculation that coach Dick 


Howser was offered the manager's job, 
but he reportedly turned down the offer. 


Martin was disturbed by the rumors of 


his managerial demise, but also in- 
credulous. He boomed, rhetorically: 


"Our attendance is up and we're in a 


pennant race, and they're going to fire 
the manager?" 


Martin's meeting with his team 


produced strong support for the troubled 
manager. 


After the doors were open to reporters, 


the players were completely united 
behind their beleagured field boss. 


Reggie Jackson. Martin's sometime 


adversary, was one of the first to throw 
his support behind Martin. 


"You couldn't ask for a better guy." 


said Jackson, who has fought publicly 
with Martin on and off all season. "He 
doesn't check you. doesn't bother you. 
lets you do what you want. We should 
come to his aid nine innings a day. We 
don't have to be a friend, but we owe him 
that much. 


"It's a shame, the kind of ballclub we 


have. If we played the way we can for 
three weeks, that's all it would take to 
blow open the American League East 
race. Him and I have been in and out. but 
he wants to win. I'm saying he wants to 
win. There should be more unity here; 
it's on our shoulders. Some days, there is 
so much going on. the leaders can't even 
assert themselves. We've played ragged 
for SGsome games and everybody wants 
to know what and where the Yankees are 
going. I said we are still the favorites." 


Added relief ace Sparky Lvle: "He 


< Martini didn't throw the home ran ball 
I threw the other day. and removing him 
isn't going to solve anything." 


Lou Pimella. discussing Ihe team 


meeting, said: "if we're going to lose, 
let's lose as champions. We have a great 
team We owe it to ourselves We still 
have time. Pitching should dominate the 
league the rest of the year." 


"Why do we have to go through this 
stuff all the time?" complained 
catcher Thorman Munson. "There are 
some problems, but they're on the field 
where the defense is giving away ram 
like they didn't last year, aad other 
things are happening. Pitchers who get 
sore arms are not Martin's fault" 


Jatski. He won the Ohio Derby while

Since then, Jatski has won three 


straight races at Ak-Sar-Ben — an 
allowance test, the $115,850 Omaha Gold 
Cup and the President's Cup.

Jatski's domination of his seven foes 


was clear early. When the pack was in 
the backstretch, rider Sam Maple was 


having trouble keeping Jatski running in 
stride. 


"I couldn't hold him off the lead. I was 


afraid if I took hold, I'd hurt him and ruin 
his chances," Maple said. "When I hit 
him at the head of the lane, I think he 
looked at the starting gate and drifted 
out a little. 


"He wasn't paying attention. He was 


fresh at the end. He won pretty easy. He 
was awfully impressive," Maple con- 
tinued. "The weight didn't bother him at 
all (top weight of 124 pounds)." 


Cole, meanwhile, said Jatski's value 


increased between $50,000 and $100,000 
with the President's Cup triumph. 


"There's no telling how good he is," 


Cole said. "They paid $570,000 for 
Baldski (who was third, beaten 10 
lengths by Jatski). So what does that 
make Jatski worth?" 


Cole said Jatski's next race may be 


The Round Table Handicap Saturday 
over a mile and I/16th at Arlington Park 
near Chicago. After that, if he receives 
an invitation, it will be in the prestigious 
United Nations Handicap at Atlantic Ci- 
ty. 


"It was just a gallop for him today. It 


was like a slow workout," Cole praised. 


"I've been on a race track all my life 


and I'd like to say when I came to Ak- 
Sar-Ben, I got the feeling of years ago. 
This is the only place I get that feeling. 
Please don't change anything," Cole 
said.

Kansas City tries scientific approach 


Notebook, speed key to stolen bases

KANSAS CITY. Mo. (UPI) - Mickey 


Rivers relies on pure speed to steal 
bases. Lou Brock relies on his in- 
telligence. The Kansas City Royals rely 
on a 25-cent notebook. 


Kansas City first base Coach Steve 


Boros began putting a book together on 
all the pitchers and catchers in the 
American League last year, noting their 
strengths and weaknesses and any 
tipoffs that might give Royal runners an 
edge on the basepaths. 


His observations were written into a 


small 25-cent notepad along with a flock 
of stopwatch readings that represent 
the time it takes a pitcher to throw the 
ball to home plate out of both the stretch 
and windup. and how long it takes a 
catcher to peg the ball to second and 
third base. 


"If a guy can get down to second base 


in 3.6 seconds or less." says Boros. 
"there's an excellent chance he's going 
to have a stolen base. 


"Patek. Otis. White ... we've got a lot 


of guys who can get down there in 3.5. By 
adding up the times, we have a pretty 
good idea how one of our guys is going to 
fare before he even leads off the bag " 


Boros started charting the pitchers' 


tipoffs from the stretch position last 


season and began adding the stopwatch 
entries during the recent spring training. 
But when the Royals broke camp for the 
regular season, Boros found himself too 
busy to time pitchers from his coaching 
box so he turned the watch and notepad 
over to utility mfielder Dave Nelson. 


Nelson says a good time for a pitcher 


to deliver the ball from the stretch posi- 
tion to home plate is under 1 5 seconds, a 
good time from the windup is under 
three seconds and a good throw from the 
catcher to second base will arrive in 
about 1.8 seconds. 


"If we can't steal on a pitcher." said 


Boros. "we'll steal on the catcher." 


Nelson said Doyle Alexander of Texas 


and Ross Grimsley of Baltimore are 
exceptionally quick delivering the ball 
to the plate from a windup whereas Den- 
nis Eckersley of Cleveland and Diego 
Segui of Seattle are very slow. 


Nelson said Bob McCIure of 


Milwaukee and Darold Knowles of Texas 
are the best lefthanders in the American 
League at holding runners on base. Jim 
Palmer of Baltimore excels among 
right-handers in the same category. 


"The guys come up to me and ask 


•What's his move?.' " says Nelson. "I 
just open the book and go right down the 
line. We can let our runner know what to 
expect from a pitcher when he's on first, 
second or third .. if a pitcher looks once 
or twice, if he drops his shoulder when 
he's going to the plate; whatever. 


"Ken Holtzman never looks to first 


base. Vida Blue does not have a good 
move to first and always tips it off. Bert 
Blyleven has a quick move to first base 
but has a slow delivery to the plate " 


"There's a 1 w a y ssome tipoff." says 


Boros. "The head, the shoulder, the hip. 
the knee, the toe — every pitcher has 
something that gives away his pickoff 
move. When you find it. you've got the 
upper hand on the basepaths." 


The Royals finished second in the 


American League in stolen bases last 
year with 218 and have ranked in the top 
three t h r o u g h o u t 1977. including 
steals of home in back-to-back games 
against Minnesota. 


"Running is so integral to us." says 


Boros. "We're not a long ball hitting club 
so it's very important that we get our 
runners into scoring position. We may 
not be leading the league in stolen bases 
but we ve got the best ratio. Last week 


we had a cumulative 66 percent success 
rate 


"We've got gu\s like Brett. McRae 


and Joe Zdeb who aren t pure base 
runners and are the type most clubs 
wouldn't give a free reign to But we let 
them go here because our base running is 
.such a science." 


The Kansas City base stealing effort 


was dealt a blow during a trip to 
Milwaukee earlier in the year when 
Nelson was sent in to pinch hit. He forgot 
the notebook and stopwatch on the bench 
and when he realized his error and 
returned for them, the two items were 
gone 


"That represented a year's work." 


.says Nelson. "We had information on 
every pitcher from 1976 and some of the 
guys on the newer teams we faced this 
year Apparently the ground crew picked 
up the watch and book. They returned 
the watch a few days later but not the 
book. They said they couldn't find it. I'm 
sure they just gave it to one of the 
Milwaukee guys. 


"We've got a new book now but it isn't 


that far along It takes awhile to see all 
the pitchers. We're still filling in the in- 
fo."

The AAU, according to Allen, expanded 
that interpretation to include invitational performances. 


"It's a crying shame the home crowd won't see these two 


because they're the best in the country," Allen says, pointing 
out the pair finished 1-2 last weekend in the U.S. Gymnastics 
Federation Senior Age Group Championships at Boulder, Colo. 
They were 1-2 in a similar national meet last spring in Illinois. 


Allen indicates Junior Olympic officials have asked Har- 


tung to give a demonstration for opening ceremonies in Lincoln 
Aug. 
12. "I don't think he will," remarked Allen.

Used to be, the Pittsburgh 
Steelers' training camp was 
like one great big happy 
fraternity house, filled with 
oversized brothers who worked 
hard together by day and 
yukked it up together by 
night.

giants were united by and 
dedicated to dreams of playoff 
bonuses and Super Bowl rings. 
Nothing else mattered. 


Times have changed. 
The twin diamonds in the 


rings the players earned by 
winning Super Bowls IX and X 
shine as brightly as ever but 
they seem to mean less to the 
players who ow-n them. And 
playoff bonuses don't seem so 
big —at least to more than a 
half dozen of the team's more 
valuable players who are open- 
ly disillusioned and dis- 
satisfied. 


The problem was explained

safety Glen Edwards: 


"We have." he said, "a real 


money problem here. A lot of 
people are dissatisfied. A lot of 
rookies are being paid more 
than proven vets, a lot more. A 
lot of guys are very unhappy 
about the contracts they have.

players and some of them are 
nowhere near signing, from 
what I understand."

"That motivates me, keeps 


me going," said the 36-year- 
old, strong-willed captain of 
the Cincinnati Reds. 


"I can beat Musial's record 


if I stay healthy. The next two 
years — 1978 and 1979 — will be 
the key. If I can get close to 200 
hits both years, I can do it," 
said Rose, a durable per- 
former who has appeared in al- 
most 600 consecutive games. 


Musial, the St. Louis Cardi- 


nals' hitting machine, had 3,630 
hits during his 22-year National 
League career. Legendary Ty 
Cobb owns the all-time hit 
mark of 4,191. 


Rose's relentless 14-year 


pursuit of the record-makers 
has left milestones tumbling 
like ten-pins. 


The three-time batting 


champion entered the weekend 
six hits shy of breaking 
Frisch's career total. 


"I don't see any switch hit- 


ters overtaking me,"said 
Rose. 


He recently passed Babe 


Ruth on the hit parade list, will 
eclipse Mel Ott in the next few- 
days and plans to reach the 
prestigious 3,000 hit club early 
next spring. Only a dozen play- 
ers have topped the mark. 


He figures the 3,000-hit level

Americans spend millions on more fishing lures 


Future of waterfowling 


The future of waterfowl and waterfowl hunting is a concern 


for many, to include two of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
officials, Harvey Nelson and Dr. Milt Friend. 


Nelson, an assistant deputy for the agency, and Friend, an 


authority on waterfowl diseases, illustrated the problems for 
the future of waterfowling to the Assn. of Midwest Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioners this week in Lincoln. 


"The future of hunting rests on two issues -- biological 


problems and social problems" said Nelson. By biological, he 
indicated the fluctuation of waterfowl populations with changes 
in habitat. By social, he meant the antihunting, antimangement 
influences on the sport of waterfowl hunting. 


"Most understand and accept that short-term waterfowl 


population fluctuations are normal, and that we should avoid 
regulatory over-reaction to temporary changes in the status of 
a renewable natural resource," Nelson said. "The main threat 
to waterfowl hunting is the constant degradation and loss of 
waterfowl habitat. However, we are generally optimistic about 
the future of hunting from both the biological and sociological 
point of view We will win battles and lose battles, but in the 
long-term, we will win the war if we work together." 


Another kind of war 
Dr. Friend is waging another kind of war in the future of 


waterfowl. The war against disease and Nebraska is becoming 
a central focal point in the battle. 


Friend has followed the course of Nebraska's fowl cholera 


problem over the past several years, and that of California and 
other points around the country. 


"Nebraska's problem may be more critical because of the 


nature of the area." Friend said. "The number of the birds 
staging here make up most of the Central Fly way." 


Friend indicated Nebraska's staff has done a tremendous 


job over the past two years to hold mortality losses to a 
minimum. Daily cleanup operations are mandatory in helping 
to control the highly contageous bird disease. And" the drouth 
may be the catalyst of the disease. 


"The mam impact of the drouth is that it is concentrating 


the birds," Friend said. According to the disease specialist, the 
water quality is deteriorating with declining quantity, causing 
additional stress factors on the waterfowl staging in the area 
during the spring migration — the period of great concern. 


Can't lose this battle 
"Without the flushing affect of runoffs and rains, 


everything is stagnated," he said. "What this environment is 
doing then is acting as an incubator for these disease 
organisms. When they build up to a certain level, we have an 
outbreak " 


Nebraska's problem centers around the rainwater basin in 


the central part of the state. Dry wetlands are concentrating 
the birds during the spring flight north and cholera takes its toll. 
Dispersing the birds seems to be the answer but finding the 
water for dispersal of hundreds of thousands of ducks and geese 
is a problem The battle against the annual outbreak is won or 
lost here. 


"If we lose this year, I think we'll lose the whitefronted 


goose as a hunting population," said Friend. "Almost the entire 
population of whitefronts stage in this area in the spring. The 
whooping cranes are also a major concern but fortunately they 
have come through later and avoided much of the trouble. 


"The staff here in Nebraska has done a tremendous job of 


avoiding utter disaster," Friend continued. "Their hard work 
has saved many thousands of birds but we're running out of 
time. We're either going to have to solve this thing or it will 
carry itself throughout the waterfowl migratory system. We 
can't have that."

Chicago — Last year alone 


Americans spent more than 
$70'/2 million on fishing lures. 


What are they buying? Many 


don't even know themselves, 
except t h a t it's been 
recommended to them or it 
looks like it might look good to 
fish. 


How do they use the lures? 


Again, many don't know, 
which is partly their fault for 
not reading the instructions or 
the manufacturers' fault for 
not having any instructions 
(this is an all-too-common 
fault). 


Each type of lure has its own 


characteristics because it is 
made to lure fish. Some are 
made to look like minnows, 
others like flies and still others 
just to draw the fish's attention 
and make it mad. 


So here is a beginner's guide 


to the basic types of artificial 
lures taken from a booklet 
published by the American 
Fishing Tackle Manufacturers 
Assn.: 


Plugs: Three dimensional 


which float or dive and usually 
resemble some creature like a 
minnow or mouse. All have an 
eye at the end for attaching the 
line or swivel. Most plugs are 
now made in plastic, although 
some still are produced in 
wood. Most have one or more 
hooks attached. 


There are 
thousands of 


models but only several basic 
types. Those with a flat face or 
a proeller in front float on the 
water and cause a distur- 
bance; those with sloped faces 
or metal lips are diving lures; 
still others have rattles inside. 


Spinners range in size from 


one inch long to a giant musky 
lure, which has a skirt almost 
big enough to cover a hula 
dancer. Spinners should 
always be used with swivels or 
the lure will become twisted. 


There aren't many tricks to 


spinners and thus they are a 
good starting lure (but they do 
get caught in weeds) and can 
be trolled as well as retrieved 


Jigs' A single hook m which 


a lead body is molded and 
painted and usually followed 
by a skirt. Color is not as im- 
portant as the method used. 
They have no action of their 
own like plugs and spinners 
and spoons. 


The lures are usually hopped 


along, like an injured minnow 
and different styles or heads 
make the jigs do different 
thing at different levels. 


Good jig-fishing is not easy, 


it approaches an art.

Spinner baits: A jig with a 


spinner, this is a relatively 
new lure and excellent for pike 
and bass. The spinner portion 
is attached to a safety-pin 
shaped arm which then at- 
taches to the head. 


The bodies vary as do jigs. 


One of the more popular 
models has a body of plastic. 
Which brings us to the next 
style. 


Soft plastic: A relatively 


new invention along with the 
rest of the plastic industry. 
The most popular of this style 
is the plastic worm, which 
professional bass fishermen 


swear by. In fact, bass prefer 
them lo real worms. Grape is 
the most popular color. 


The worms can be threated 


onto a hook or can be bought 
with hooks in them. There are 
also soft plastic crayfish, min- 
nows anrffrogs which have also 
proved to be very popular with 
bass fishermen. 


Many bass will sample the 


back ends of these lures and 
find them soft and to their 
liking. They are caught when 
they finally decide to bite and 
take their catch back home. 


Flies: Fly-tying is an art and 


so are most kinds of fly fishing. 


There are several kinds of 
flies, including wet (to look 
like drawing insects) and dry 
(to look like floating trout 
stream insects). There are 
also flies for bass and panfish. 


Stream fishermen use most 


of the flies, which have small 
hooks, usually some kind of 
wing, a small body and a 
hackle (feather). 


The best way to learn lures is 


to experiment, talk with 
friends and watch others. 


Here are some tips when 


fishing with lures: 


— Treat your lure well and 


take good care of it. Keep them 


away from hooks and other 
lures so they don't become 
scratched. Wash them after 
each use to prevent rust 
buildup. 


Rust spots on spoons can be 


brushed off with steel wool and 
paint can be touched up. 


Check the hooks every time 


out. Hooks can be bent by fish 
or by obstructions such as 
rocks, weeds or logs. Hooks 
should be put back to normal 
position and sharpened from 
time to time. 


— Know what your lure can 


do: Don't fish a diving plug 
among the lily pads and weeds. 


Know how heavy it is before 
you start so it won't end up 
stuck in a tree. 


- If it does get snagged, 


don't pull because that only 
sets the hook more. It's best to 
position yourself behind the 
lure and pull it out from the op- 
posit direction. 


You can also stick your rod 


in the water and try to push the 
lure off the obstruction. 


Never pull hard with your 


rod. It is better to grasp the 
line just past the rod tip and 
pull, thus saving your rod and 
giving a better tension. 


Pheasant co-ops provide future hunting 


DIXON, Calif. (UPI)-THat 


Chinese import, the ring- 
necked pheasant, draws more 
opening day scattergunners 
than any other game bird. 


In the Midwest, the flashy 


bird has a following that 
borders on cultism. Pheasant 
season in Iowa, Kansas or 
Nebraska draws hunters from 
thousands of miles. 


The pheasant shoot in Idaho 


is so good that the state 
legislature once spent half a 
day debating ways to keep the 
influx of out-of-state hunters 
from 
becoming 
too 


numerous. 


"When they fully explore the 


moon 
they'll 
find 
that 
a 


pheasant hunter from Utah 
was already there," one 
exasperated legislator 
reportedly said. 


In California, the Depart- 


ment of Fish and Game es- 
timated that more than 200,000 
pheasant hunters turned out 
for the annual Nov. 13 opener. 
The estimated bag last vear of 
614,000 birds is expected to be 
roughly the same by season's 
end, 
despite a dry season 


which cut down on available 
habitat. 


Drouth conditions through 


the summer accelerated the 
rice harvest and gave growers 
the chance to burn and plow up 
stubble in the fields before 
opening day in California's 
huge Central Valley. 


But still the first day last 


year was good for gunners 
lucky enough to find a place to 
hunt. Access to good pheasant 
land has long been a problem 
in the nation's most ppulous 
state. 


"If a hunter has a prime 


place for pheasant he w .n't tell 
anybody," a range m ster at 
the Concord Gun Club is fond 
of telling his Huntei Safety 
classes. "That's his. ' .rothers 
won't even share their phea- 
sant land." 


It presents a monumental 


problem for the city dweller 
who seldom gets the old 
smoothbore out of his closet, 
doesn't belong to a shooting 
club and can't get the knack of 
sweet-talking farmers. 


The answer has been bur- 


geoning shooting co-ops like 
the one sponsored in the 


OUTDOOR 


Sacramento 
Valley by the 


Dixon 
Chamber 
of 


Commerce. 


Now in its fifth year, the 


program offers 350 hunters on 
a first-come, first-serve basis 
an access to 10,640 acres 
scattered around the town. The 
$25 fee paid in advance 
reserves each hunter the right 
to hunt in any of the marked 
fields at any time during the 
regular season. 


"We hadn't had any inci- 


dents until last year," said 
Phyllis Quiring, secre- 
tary-manager of the chamber 
of commerce. "No stock has 
been killed by pheasant 
hunters in five years. No 


machinery or anything has 
been reported damaged. 


' "We did have two hunters 
trespass during last season's 
opener and while they were 
there they shot a hen pheasant. 


"They were arrested." 
The Chamber of Commerce 


carries a |1 million liability in- 
surance policy just in case. 


Dixon started its co-op hunt 


at 
the suggestion 
of two. 


farmers, Hiro Nisikana and 
Jack Ftikumoto, who "didn't 
like the idea of having to use 
Chamber dues to make pay- 
ments on our 
new civic 


building," Quiring said. 


"We had 20 farmers donate 


land and we have a list of 
hunters waiting to get in." 


The 
Chamber 
seeds 400 


pheasants each year at a cost 
of $1,900 and pays off-duty 
policemen a total of $2,000 to 
safety patrol the fields. The 
rest of the income goes into the 
organization's coffers. 


The co-op concept in Cali- 


fornia was pioneered in 1950 by 
the Willows Pheasant Associa- 
tion, some 80 miles north of 
Dixon where approximately 


40,000 acres of pheasant; 
habitat are made available. 
Today there are at least 18 co- 
ops in Northern and Central 
California. 


"The farmers like it," said 


Quiring. "They don't have to 
make the decision about who 
they should let in and they're 
protected if anything should go 
wrong. It's right for us and the 
hunters seem to be happy." 


Woodcock 
season a first 


In an effort to learn more 


about Nebraska's hosting of 
the migratory woodcock, the 
state will have its first ever 
hunting season on the game 
bird in 1977. 


Chief of wildlife Ken Johnson 


indicated a hunting season 
would put both biologists and 
law enforcement people into" 
the field with more regularity 
to learn more of the virtually 
unknown bird. 


The season opens Sept. 15, 


ending Nov. 18. Best hunting is 
expected to be along the 
Missouri River through the 
month of October.

1977 World Championships — 
appropriately scheduled at 
Greenville, Ohio, birthplace of 
famed wild west sharpshooter 
Annie Oakley — is likely to be 
18-year-old Walter Ray 
"Deadeye" Williams of 
Auburn, Calif., who has been 
tossing shoes since he was old 
enough to pick one up.

Here's how 


Want to be the star of your next picnic? You can be if you follow these horseshoe- 


pitching hints, supplied by some of the leading contenders in the World Horseshoe Pitching 
Championships. 


First get the correct shoes. Shoes actually suitable for horses, or so-called picnic shoes, 


just won't do. Ask the man in the sporting goods shop for "professional shoes." They're 
better balanced. 


Next, grip the shoe properly, which is to say on the side, with your thumb on top and 


your fingers underneath. You can hold the shoe on either side, but the little bump (or caulk) 
at the back of the shoe must always face downward. When the open end is facing you the 
shoe will rotate clockwise l'-4 times before it reaches the stake. With the open end away 
from you it will rotate either % or 1% times. 


The shoe gets in rotation from the movement of your wrist upward and to the right at 


the moment of release. If your shoes are spinning too fast, tighten your grip. 


If you are right-handed, start your pitch at the left side of the near stake. Sight through 


or over your shoe. Pick a point on the far stake and keep your eye on it. Remember, your 
goal is to have the open end of your shoe meet the lower half of the stake. 


Relax. Your feet should be parallel, about an inch apart. To begin your pitch, crouch 


slightly and bring your arm down and back. Don't cock the elbow. "AS you bring the 
horseshoe forward step out with your left foot (lefties, please reverse). Release the shoe at 
about 30 degrees from the horizontal. 


Pitch straight ahead, with your whole body. Pretend you are bowling. If you are 


successful, the shoe will follow a gentle curve, rising to a height of 7 to 10 feet. Five or ten 
feet from the stake it should rotate to the open position. It will come down at about a 30- 
degree angle to meet the stake. 


With practice, beginners can hang a ringer about every other throw.

A tournament shoe weighs a 


maximum of 2 pounds, 10 
ounces. He made more than 3,- 
400 pitches during the nine-day 
tournament. Counting warm- 
ups, the total comes to near- 
ly five tons of "throwing iron." 


"I don't think any other sport 


requires as much endurance 
over a long period of time," 
says Steinfeldt, a lefty who 
recently set a world record of 
347 ringers out of 400 shoes at 
Pulaski, N.Y. "There's not 
only the pressure but hot 
weather and often freakish 
winds to contend with. And 
your arm can get mighty tired 
throwing several tons of shoes 
around. 


"Thank goodness, they're 


cutting it down this year. If I 
win again at Greenville (July 
30-Aug. 7), it'll take only 26 
hours instead of 40. Greenville 
has fewer courts so only 36 
players will qualify for the 
final round. 


Steinfeldt, a long-time 


General Motors factory 
employe in the Delco Division, 
turned to horseshoe pitching 
for recreation and therapy 
after osteomyelitis developed 
in one leg as a result of a foot- 
ball injury when he was only 
11. By that age, the lad he calls 
his chief rival — "Deadeye" 
Williams — already was an 
expert. 


Another of Steinfeldt's 


major rivals is four-time 
champ Elmer Hohl o f - 
Wellesley, Ontario, who holds 
a bundle of records including 
ringer average — 88.5 per cent 
per 100 shoes over 35 games in 
1968 — and another one he 
shares with Steinfeldt. 


Playing each other in a 


world title tournament in 1964, 
this one also at Greenville, 
they threw 15 straight "four 
deads"; each player, in 15 con- 
secutive turns, threw both 
shoes dead on the peg. 


"That record may never be 


broken," says Steinfeldt. "The 
law of averages says one shoe 
is almost always gonna come 
off." 


The legendary Ted Allen of 


Boulder, Colo., 10-times world 
champ and now around 70, 
holds the world mark of 72 con- 
secutive ringers set at Murray, 
Utah, in 1951. 


"He probably would have 


gotten more," says Steinfeldt, 
"except the game ended with 
his 72nd ringer and he quit for 
the day." 


While some 25 to 30 million 


Americans are likely to be 
pitching horseshoes during the 
year, tournament play is 
something else again. It's plen- 
ty of hard work for little finan- 
cial reward; top prize in the 
world tournament is only $1,- 
500. Most horseshoe pitching is 
in public parks where admis- 
sion must be free. 


Some players, like former 


champ Danny Kuchcinski of 
Erie, Pa., do well financially 
with exhibitions and trick shot 
tours on weekends but mostly 
it's strictly a sport for 
amateurs. 


Golf caps, sport shirts and 


slacks — not straw hats and 
overalls — are the uniform of 
the day.

Cooling off 
Owners wonder about purchases 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


late Tom Yawkey might have 
gotten special satisfaction out 
of this topsy-turvey baseball 
season of the free agents. 


For years, whenever an 


owner, impatient for success, 
would start doling out large 
sums of money on ballplayers, 
the pundits scoffed and pointed 
to Yawkey, the longtime owner 
of the Boston Red Sox. 


"You can't buy a pennant," 


they'd say. "Look at Tom 
Yawkey in Boston. With all the 
money he shelled out for Lefty 
Grove, Jimmie Foxx and 
others, it did no good." 


Yawkey has been dead for 


more than a year, but some of 
the owners he left behind have 
short memories. They're still 
trying to disprove the adage 
about not being able to buy a 
pennant — only in this inflated 
age, they're using about 10 
times more money. 


This past winter, a total of 


more than ?16 million was 
expended by the owners for 16 
batters who had played out 
their options and gone onto the 
open market as free agents. At 
the All-Star break, that §16 
million aggregate was hitting 
.265 as a unit. 


In addition, six pitchers were 


eagerly grabbed in the free 
agent sweepstakes for a com- 
bined outlay of S7.47 million. 
Those same six pitchers had a 
combined won-lost record of 
50-33 and an overall earned run 
average of 3.73. 


"Let's face it," said Buzzy 


Bavasi, president of the San 
Diego Padres, "it was an ego 
trip for all of us." 


Bavasi's club was one espe- 


cially burned by the free agent 
draft. Not by the two players 
they selected (reliever Rollie 
Fingers and catcher-infielder 
Gene Tenace for $1.5 million 
apiece), but rather by the u n • 
e x p e c t e d . Fingers and 
Tenace have both performed 
on a 
par 
with 
their 


previous abilities, but the 
Padres, through a series of 
crippling injuries to their 
pitching staff, have slumped in 
the standings. 


"We're satisfied with the 


men we bought," said Bavasi. 
"but I would have to advise 
our owner. Mr. (Ray) Kroc 
not to go into this thing again. 
You have to look at the bottom 
line and. in San Diego, we're a 
club with no radio or TV in- 
come so we have to watch our 
expenses. 


"We thought the addition of 


Fingers and Tenace would 
make us contenders and thus 
justify our spending ail that 
money. But we had no way of 
foreseeing the collapse of our 
pitching via the loss of Randy 
Jones and Brent Strom. No, I 
wouldn't spend that kind of 
money on free agents again un- 
less it could guarantee a pen- 
nant and nobody can guarantee 
that except maybe a Koufax." 


But if Bavasi is disap- 


pointed, how about Harry 
Dalton of the California Angels 
who spent over $6 million of 
cowboy Gene Aatry's 
saddlebag booty on Joe Radi, 
Bobby Grich and Don Baylor? 
Rudi <$2.7 million > and Gnch 
($1.75 million tare both on the 
disabled list while Baylor 
($1.6 million) was baiting".230 
at All-Star time. The Angels, 
not surprisingly, were under 
.500. have fired one manager 
and are likely to finish no 
hipher than they did a year ago 
- especially if Rudi and Grich 
don't come back this season. 


"Ordinarily, I'd say we 


•wouldn't get into it (the free 
agent bidding) again," said 
Dalton. "But that depends on 
what our eompetiUon does. We 
were opposed to it a year ago, 
bat we felt we couldn't sit idly 


by if our competition was 
going to get into it. 


"I know there's a lot of senti- 


ment among the owners now 
not to get into it again next 
year, but you don't know how 
many of those over-spent their 
budgets last year and simply 
can't afford it. We have a com- 
mitment to our fans to build a 
winner and I would pray that 
all the owners would shy off 
from crazy bidding and build 
from within." 


One consolation Dalton has 


in this most 
disheartening 


season is the attendance 
figures. The Angels, despite 
their injury woes, are running 
more than 200.000 ahead of last 
year's attendance. However, 
most of the other 
"big 


spenders" in the free agent 
market can't say the same. 


The Yankees, who shelled 


out an estimated $2.9 million 
for Reggie Jackson and $1.7 
million for pitcher Don 
Gullett. are slightly 
behind 


last year's attendance 
despite being embroiled in a 
far more exciting and hard- 
fought pennant race. 


Similarly, the Atlanta 


Braves, who landed Gary 
Matthews for $1.75 million (an 
acquisition which caused 


owner Ted Turner to be 
suspended for tampering) have 
dropped to last place in the 
National League West and are 
more than 30,000 behind in at- 
tendance from last year. 


Texas, which spent nearly $2 


million to land shortstop Bert 
Campaneris and pitcher Doyle 
Alexander, is down 114,000 
from last 
season 
and 


Cleveland, which got lucky in 
landing Paul Dade (.325) for 
$80.000 and most unlucky with 
(S2.3 million) pitcher Wayne 
Garland (7-9, 4.37), is down 
nearly 75.000 from 1976. 


One owner who can smile 


knowingly about the risks of 
giving millions of dollars to 
ballplayers is Bill Veeck. 
Veeck took the "middle road" 
in the free agent sweepstakes 
for his Chicago White Sox. 


After making token offers 


for the big names, he wound up 
signing third baseman Eric 
Soderholm for a reported 
$40.000, utility infielder Wayne 
Nordbrook for about the same. 
pitcher Steve Stone for $70,000 
and pinch hitter Royle 
Stillman for $60,000. 


Soderholrn's average has 


hovered near .300 all season 
and he has been one of the

the Minnesota Twins. Like 
Veeck, Griffith operates on a 
low budget, but unlike Veek. he 
steadfastly 
refused 
to get 


involved in the free agent bid- 
ding war. 


Griffith, who stands to lose 


two of his presently-unsigned 
top stars — Lyman Bostock 
and Larry Hisle — to free 
agentry next year, can at least 
point with pride to the fact 
that, like the White Sox. the 
Twins are both in contention 
for a pennant and ahead of 
last year's attendance. 


"If you think some of these 


owners are crying now. wait 
till September when they real- 
ly get an education." said Grif- 
fith. "That's when their teams 
will be out of contention but 
these kids with the million 
dollar longterm contracts can 
say 'well so what? ! got my 
money, no sense me worrying 
about next year.' 


"That's one reason, I sup- 


pose, we're doing so well. My 
kids are working their tails off 
because they're hungry and' 
I'm sure some of them want to 
see what they can get in the 
open market after a good 
season." 


Maybe it is too early yet to 


make any definitive 
con- 


clusions about the feasibility of 
trying to buy a pennant. But at 
midseason. three of the divi- 
sion leaders. Baltimore. Los 
Angeles and the Chicago Cubs 
had no free agents, while the 
fourth, the White Sox. spent 
cautiously and thriftily, not 
exceeding $250,000 for four 
players.

'Rocky' makes $110 million but Stallone still broke

Hollywood (UPI) - The tumult and the 


shouting have subsided for Sylvester Stallone 
and his Oscar-winning "Rocky," and in the 
wake of spectacular success the Italian 
stallion has found little changed. 


He is as stone broke as he was before 


"Rocky" became one of the top 10 boxoffice 
films of all time, even though he owns 10% of 
the profits. 


Stallone drives the same automobile. He 


is still married to the same attractive wife. 
He continues to spend several hours at the 
typewriter and manages a physical workout 
every day. 


He has moved to a Beverly Hills mansion 


but the rent is due. 


One big change in his life is a 24-hour 


bodyguard to protect him from cranks as well 
as overly enthusiastic admirers. 


There's another important alteration. He 


is starring in a big budgeted movie and has 
three more awaiting him. 


The other day Stallone was working in a 


rattrap downtown Los Angeles building on 
"F.I.S.T" under the direction of Norman 
Jewison. He wore a 1930 suit and haircut, 
looking younger and considerably more hand- 
some than he did in "Rocky." 


The atmosphere was hot and musty. But 


Stallone's personal electricity charged the 
set with excitement. He plays a tough labor 
leader with the same conviction he did the 
lowbrow prize fighter. 


At lunch, his caterer's tray filled with 


beef and vegetables, Stallone sat down at a 
table with other members of the cast and 
crew. 


How, he was asked, is it possible 


"Rocky" has earned $110 million in six 
months and he is still broke? 


"That's why" the Mafia was formed, 


because of film companies," he joked. "The 
mob is a collection agency for actors. There'd 
better be a big check in the mail this month 
or I'm going to know why. 


"The only thing about my lifestyle that's 


changed is my haircut. I have the same circle 
of friends. I can call all of them for a dime." 


Stallone dispatched his lunch with 


healthy appetite. He is an extraordinary can- 
did man, as bright as he is ambitious. 


He is keenly aware that bis swarthy 


appearance and Italian background aren't 
conducive to heroic roles. But he knows the 
value of playing against type. 


"I know how I look," he said with his lop- 


sided grin. "I hang around a garage long 
enough, people think I belong there. I ask for 
a reservation in a restaurant and the owner 
drapes a towel over my arm and asks me to 
clear the tables. 


"Guys who look like me figure to have 


the I.Q. of a BB. But that's all right. It's a 
good facade to work behind." 


Stallone, 31, next tackles his most am- 


bitious project. He will produce, direct and 
star in "Hell's Kitchen," for which he wrote 
the script. 


Thereafter he will star in the sequel to 


"Rocky" and a film biography of Edgar Allan 
Poe; he wrote the scripts for both. 


He is a restless, driven man who says, 


"time drives me. Every day I tell myself 
there's one less day. When the sun goes down 
you can't get it back. It's impossible for me

to let a day go by without creating something, 
even if it is only writing a poem. 


"It sounds egocentric to want to produce, 


write and direct and act. But I want no one to 
blame but myself if I'm going to make a 
mockery of overextending my ability. If 
that's what I'm doing, I want to do it while 


I'm young so I'll still have options left to me. 


"I may not be a new wave director but 


think I can direct very well. If not, at least I'll 
have a good two-hour home movie Really, 
it's a matter of using common sense." 


Stallone, who enjoys writing more than 


any of the other disciplines connected with 
filmmaking, worked three months with 
Jewison on the "F.I.S.T." script. 


There is a deceptive intellectuality about 


Stallone, again in contrast to his appearance 
and slurred speech. His speech impediment 
was caused at birth when inept use of forceps 
paralyzed the left side of his tongue and 
mouth. 


He often quotes, unself-consciously and 


without pretension, long passages from 
literature and poetry. His conversation is ur- 
bane and belies bis street smart background 
and the fact he was expelled from three 
schools as a troublemaker. 


In contrast to the macho hero of Rocky 


and the labor boss, Stallone will play Edgar 
Allan Poe altogether differently. 


"Poe is the classic example of the mis- 


understood American genius," he said. "He 
once said, 'I am insane with long horrible fits 
of sanity.' And I feel the same way." 


Sylvester Stallone is a most uncommon 


man who appears to be perfectly attuned to 
the common man's dreams and aspirations. 
He is aware of this unusual circumstance. 


"I've got enough writing to keep me busy 


for the next six or seven years," Stallone con- 
cluded. "It's the decathlon of the arts — 
giving birth to a dozen characters. I think of 
it as blissful schizophrenia." 
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'Shop around9 excellent advice 
for air fare bargain hunters

As a consumer of air travel, 


there are some things you 
should know about recent 
dramatic-appearing reductions 
in air fares, including: 


• The reductions, while they 


look very good, may not be 
your best buy. Shop and you 
may find an even cheaper way 
logo. 


• Greatly reduced fares will 


mean a reduction in on-board 
services (an elimination of 
"free" meals in some cases), 
and they will also mean you'll 
be flying on jam-packed 
planes, often in seats that are 
narrower than the usual jet 
seals. 


• If the trend toward in- 


creased competition between 
airlines — coupled with a 
reduction in government 
.regulations — continues, you 
may find service reduced to 
many destinations. 


In fact, some airline people 


have made dire predictions 
that complete de-regulation 
would result in the termination 
of services to some fairly large 
dlies. 


Many factors are at play in 


the current trend toward lower 
air fares, a trend that got a 
boost last Tuesday when the 
government approved Trans 
World Airlines' request to fly 
people from Chicago to Los 
Angeles for $99. 


For one thing, the govern- 


ment has begun to reduce its 
dictatorial powers in setting 
ticket prices. Former Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford started by 
letting the word seep out that 
he'd like to see this reduction 
in the authority of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board (CAB). 
President Carter has continued 
the trend. 


Over the years, the CAB had 


developed into a king among 
government bureaus, having 
nearly total say-so on what air- 
lines could fly where and at 
what prices. The result was 
that each airline had to charge 
the same price as the others 
and provide exactly the same 
on-board service — and the 
only real competition was in 
the frequency of flights. 


To stay competitive, the air- 


lines put more and more 
planes into service to such pop- 


ular destinations as New York, 
California and Florida. 


And these planes were flying 


with more and more empty 
seats. Profits dropped. 


At the start of the era of 


ever-increasing fuel prices 
(about three years ago), U S. 
airlines were carrying 52 
passengers for every 100 seats. 
With the desire to save fuel 
(and money), most airlines 
reduced the number of flights. 


This helped, but not greatly. 


Jets were still crossing the 
country with more than 407c of 
their seats empty. 


With fuel costs soaring 


(from about 17 cents a gallon 
four years ago to 44 cents a 
gallon today) these far-from- 
full planes seemed tragic in a. 
world that was growing more.' 
concerned about the conserva- 
tion of energy. 


One of the first steps taken 


by the airlines and the CAB to 
fill up those planes was to 
create advance-payment fares 
that were lower than the nor- 
mal ones and to create even 
cheaper charter fares

In the halls of Congress, 


everyone knew who Fishbail 
Miller was for 28 years until he 
retired, the veteran guardian 
of congressional doors, major- 
domo to a sldff of 357 pages, 
barbers, el al., and privy to 
enough personal secrets about 
the nation's lawmakers to fill a 
book Last year he was retired 
and here's the book 


The secrets range from the 


respectable to the raunchy, 
and some are startling enough 
to make some members of 
Congress burst a blood vessel. 
Now t h a t he is retired 
C kicked out or voted out"), 
Miller is restrained only by the 
laws of libel 


I fancy this is going to be one 


of the most nervously read 
books about the Hill published 


in many years. Fishbait knows 
where all the bodies are buried 
and gleefully exhumes them by 
the dozen. The man either 
possesses total recall or has a 
photographic memory 


There's hardly a page in the 


book that isn't calculated to 
raise the blood pressure of law- 
makers whom, while he 
remained on the federal 
payroll, he served like royalty 
Now the restraints are off and 
the stones flow 


Fishbait's opinion of con- 


gressmen in general, one 
gathers, is not high. By the 
time he gets through listing the 
perquisites they enjoy al 
taxpayers' expense, one is 
reminded of Mencken's defini- 
tion of democracy as "a milk 
cow with 125 million teats." 


As doorkeeper, he is the only 


known man to have made the 
terrible-tempered Bella Abzug 
of New York take off her 
t r a d e m a r k h a t .

In some quarters, the CAB 


approval of TWA's $99 flight is 
seen as an airline effort to beat 
down the ABC charter fares.

'Soap' fate will be decided 
by how it cleans in ratings

Hollywood — Though the new television 


season is weeks away, people already are 
putting labels like "99-100 per cent impure' 
on "Soap," the new situation comedy ABC is 
bringing out in the fall. 


One TV critic denounced the comedy as 


being written "by a woman with a dirty 
mind." 


And the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 


Los Angeles blasted the show in an editorial 
in its weekly publication, The Tidings- ABC 
"is preparing to foist an outrage on the public 
airwaves this fall It is aiming to make a lot 
of money out of degeneracy."' 


The editorial continued. "Has ABC gone 


mad9 Where will this lead' Will 'Soap1 next 
have the transvestite scrawling graffiti on 
the wailing wall of Jerusalem9" 


The newspaper called for its parishoners 


to protest the show to ABC 


The furor over "Soap ' revolves around 


the content of the show Is it an adults-only 
comedy'' Or is it smut7 


Screening two half-hour episodes gave 


me the idea that the show is quite funny. but I 
had a number of reservations about it Here 
is some of what I saw • 


• Two sisters. Jessica Tale and Mary 


Campbell, have married quite differently. 
Chester Tate is wealthy, but a philanderer 
who chases any woman he spies. Burl 
Campbell is a blue collar worker and is impo- 
tent 


• One of Mary Campbell's sons is a 


homosexual and a iransvestite who likes to 
wear his mother's clothes The other son is 
studying to be a Mafia hit man 


• Over at the Tale household, one of 


Jessica's daughters is frigid, the other a 
nymphomanic. Her young son is addicted to 
pornography. 


There's more The Tales have a black 


servant who trades racial slurs with the 
senile grandfather who crawls on the floor 
thinking he is Gen Patton in maneuvers 


Now for the sex. Chester Tate is being 


blackmailed by his secretary, a former lover 
who has kept a list of his indiscretions and il- 
legal business deals Then Jessica decides to 
have an affair with a tennis bum, who it turns 
out is having an affair with her sex-crazed 
daughter. Later, we found out that the tennis 
player has had an affair with Mary 
Campbell's gay son And so it goes . . . 


"It's a sophisticated, adult comedy," 


said Susan Harris, the writer and one of the 
creators of "Soap " 


' I think America is ready for it," said 


James Duffy, the president of the ABC televi- 
sion network. 


Added Fred Silverman ABC's program 


chief. "II is an intelligent show written and 
produced by intelligent people, and in lime it 
will be perceived as a moral show."' 


But thai is not what the folks at CBS 


think. Bud Grant, the CBS programming 
chief, said the show is too racy for evening 
hours. "I think that type of show that is ap- 
parently so overl and so head-on would not be 
acceptable to CBS during prime time " 


Pnvatelv. CBS and NBC officials are 


worried that Ihe new show, along with ABC's 
"Three's Company.' a sort of menage a trois 
wilh sex. could increase Ihe present level of

Meanwhile, all is not bubbly with ABC's

"There 
was Nashville's Grand Ole 
Opry, there was Wheeling's 
Jamboree, there was the 
National Barn Dance from 
WLS in Chicago and Louisiana 


Hayride from Shreveport." 


Reeves, an expansive, 


bearded former country singer 
of considerable bulk, said he 
doesn't know why two survived 
- Jamboree and the Opry.

Washington (AP) — If you 


can believe your ears, CB 
radio is the Vast Hasteland of 
America. 


And mercy sakes, good bud- 


dy, it's annoying. 


Not that everybody on the 


road with a citizens band set is 
in a big hurry. But a lot of 
them like to act that way, as if 
they can't think of anything 
better to talk about than front 
doors, back doors and smokey 
reports. 


On a recent — and op- 


pressively hot — Friday 
evening, the rush hour traffic 
out of Washington on 1-95 
South was unusually heavy, 
stacked bumper-to-bumper for 
miles. I no sooner turned up 
the volume on channel 19, then 
came the inevitable call, this 
one from a woman: 


"How 'bout a southbound 


95?" 


She quickly was answered by 


a man about a mile behind her, 
and it turned out their 
destinations were within three 
miles of each other. Still, she 
had to say it: "I got your front 
door, good buddy. I'll shake the 
trees, you rake the leaves." 


At that point an anonymous 


voice — I suspected the 18- 
wheeler ahead of me — 
expressed my own reaction 
perfectly: "You people are 
traveling 15 miles an hour. If 
you think you need a front door 
and a back door, they ought to 
be attached to a padded cell." 


On the first road trip with 


my CB, just three months ago, 
I was asked over the course of 
a four-hour drive to Virginia 
Beach, 
Va., 
to 
take 


somebody's front door at least 
a dozen times. Again, the traf- 
fic was so heavy that anyone 
going more than 55 miles per 
hour would have bad to be in a 
helicopter. 


And there were scores of 


smokey reports, enough to con- 
vince me and my companion 
that there was at least one 
patrolman on the road for ever 
other licensed driver. We only 
counted three. And only twice 
on that trip were any of my 
fellow CBers interested 
enough in bonafide conversa- 
tion to go to one of the vacant 
channels for an extended talk. 


Nearly 
all 
of these 


superfluous calls are made by 
CBers who don't, contrary to 
FCC rules, identify themselves 
by their official call letters.

Two types of gold dollars 


were minted for the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition 


We can assume that the 


original intention was to mint a 
gold dollar with bust of 
Thomas Jefferson on its face, 
since he was the President who 
was responsible for the 
acquisition of the Louisiana 
Territory in 1803 


But. shortly after President 


William McKinley signed into 
law the bill authorizing the 
centennial celebration, he was 
assassinated in 1901 


It was then decided to strike 


this 1903 issue, half showing 
the bust of Jefferson and half 
with the bust of the martyred 
McKinley. The reverse of both 
types were identical. 


Originally 125.000 of each 


type were struck, but when the 
St Louis fair was over, a total 
of 215,000 remained unsold 


They were returned to the 


mint and remelted mlo bullion. 
It is believed that Uie 35,000 
issued were equally divided 
and so mint records indicate a 
net mintage of 17,500 of each 
type.

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Women are not committing more violent crimes than in the past, says an 
Iowa study But money crimes by women almost doubled in last 75 years

I 


s the pattern of women's crimes 


changing' Is the woman criminal 
growing more violent? Do women 
commit more crimes during times 


of high inflation' Are women commit- 
ting more property crimes' Is today's 
women's liberation movement proving 
an impetus to crime? 


To answer some of these questions, a 


Pittsburgh consulting firm led by a 
criminal justice expert spent two years 
analyzing the records of 3000 inmates 
at a women's prison. 


Population Profiles: Iowa Women's 


Reformatory 1918-1975, the study by 
Entropy Limited, covers 57 years and 
provides new insights into the kinds of 
crimes women have been committing 
It also reports on how these women 
have been treated by courts and judges. 


"There are a lot of popular myths 


about the woman criminal," says Laurel 
Rans, the director of the study For five 
years, Ms. Rans was the superintendent 
of the Iowa Women's Reformatory. She 
now works as a criminal justice con- 
sultant for state and federal agencies 
and serves on the Pennsylvania Board 
of Pardons 


"One common notion is that wom- 


en's crimes are linked to the women's 
movement," she explains "Some peo- 
ple say that because of the movement. 


women are becoming more aggressive 
and more involved in crime, especially 
violent crimes." Not so, says Ms Rans 


Her study speaks for itself* More' 


women were sent to prison for assault 
between1945 and 1949 than during any 
other time Neither do the figures for 
murder indicate any recent nse in vio- 
lence. In the early 1920"s, over 10 per- 
cent of the new Iowa women inmates 
had been convicted of murder; be- 
tween 1970 and 1975, the figure rose 
to only 11 percent 


Crime for cash 


The study, however, shows a big 


jump in economic crimes by women 
The arrests for forgery, embezzlement 
and larceny almost doubled in the last 
15 years. Since the eariy 1960's money 
crimes have accounted for over 40 per- 
cent of the women imprisoned in Iowa 


What this finding suggests, says Ms. 


Rans, is that the woman criminal is a 
product of her environment—she re- 
acts to economic forces 


One such woman is Nancy D, who 


after high school left her Maryland 
home to work as a cocktail waitress. 
But the job didn't pay enough for her 
and her two children, so she drifted 
into prostitution and drug dealing. To-

She'll 
probably be sent to prison, about which 
she says, "I don't need to be punished 
—I need to be rehabilitated." 


Historically, the woman criminal has 


been considered a second-class offend- 
er whose crimes weren't very important 
—petty shoplifting, for example. Or 
she was pictured as a man's "dumb 
broad" accomplice. 


The Iowa study, however, paints a 


different picture, tying women's crimes 
closely to economic forces—inflation, 
unemployment and family responsibili- 
ties. 


Victims of unemployment 


In the early 1930's during the Depres- 


sion, for instance, the Iowa reformatory 
held more women than at any other 
time. The second-highest peak was 
reached around 1960, when unemploy- 
ment soared again. 


Similarly, today women's economic 


crimes are on the rise. Between 1970 
and 1975, over half the incoming Iowa 
inmates were imprisoned for larceny 
and money crimes, such as receiving 
stolen goods, check forgery and em- 
bezzlement. 


Ms. Rans suggests one factor may be 


that the woman criminal today is more 
frequently than ever a head of house- 
hold and supporting children without 
the help of husband or parents. 


Women usually commit unspectacu- 


lar crimes that we are not likely to read 
about or see portrayed on television. 
They are generally victimless crimes, 
with department stores or embezzled 
companies suffering the losses. 


They may be like Pat M., an inmate 


at the Washington, D.C., Women's De- 
tention Cen'ar who is waiting sentenc- 
ing on her fourth felony conviction. Pat 
is what judges call a "paper hanger"— 
she forges checks. After her first offense 
in 1968 she was given probation. Since 
then she's been sent to prison twice, 
but Pat keeps bouncing checks. This 
last time, she says, her bad checks were 
worth $87,000. Pat considers forgery 
an easy crime—she says all she needs 
is a government I.D. and that it quickly 
becomes a habit. 


Stiffer sentences 


The Iowa study offers a mass of new 


information on the woman criminal. It 
shows, for instance, that not only are 
women committing more serious eco- 
nomic crimes, but also they are receiv- 
ing longer sentences. 


Since 1960, an increasing number of 


women have been getting sentences of 
10 years or more in Iowa—over 28 per- 
cent in 1975. 


Sylvia T., for example, is serving 11 


years at the Virginia State Industrial 
Farm for Women for dealing in heroin 
while working as a corrections officer 
in a men's prison and later conspiring to 


Longer sentences are becoming com- 
mon lor women. In Iowa, for instance. 
28 percent in 1975 got 70 years or more. 


kill the narcotics investigator who was 
on her trail. 


Public opinion may have something 


to do with the tougher sentencing. The 
current attitude was best expressed by 
a New Jersey Superior Court judge who 
sees evidence of the Iowa findings in 
his own courtroom: "Courts and judges 
are responding to the public outcry for 
tougher sentencing. You have to give 
a woman a 10-year sentence so she will 
serve at least three years before she's 
paroled." Actually, in the Iowa study, 
75 percent of all women served two 
years or less. 


"As a group, women criminals don't 


have serious crime histories," says Ms. 
Rans 


She's'not a threat' 


"I would like to think that parole 


boards and prison administrators are 
beginning to recognize that the woman 
criminal generally is not a threat to so- 
ciety. Also, it costs anywhere between 
$6000 and $20,000 a year to keep a 
woman in prison, Jar more than the 
usual amount of her crime." 


Neither the Iowa study nor its di- 


-ector make any definite conclusions 
about the woman criminal. They pin- 
point trends but won't interpret them. 
In fact, Ms. Rans is quick to point out 
the sometimes contradictory nature of 
her research and that of current think- 
ing by other experts. 


Women's liberation, for example, 


may both encourage and discourage 
women's crimes. On the one hand, as 
women gain more access to high-pay- 
ing, responsible jobs, they may be 
templed to go the way of the tradition- 
al white-collar male criminal and com- 
mit more serious economic crimes. 


Another view is that as women 


achieve greater success in the working 
world and make more money, they will 
feel less frustrated and more positive 
about themselves and so commit fewer 
crimes. Ms. Rans feels there is not yet 
enough data to draw either conclusion. 


One fact: Women comprise 51, per- 


cent of the population but account for 
only 16 percent of the arrests.

Kreskin has already appeared over 75 


times on the Johnny Carson Tonight 
Show 


Perhaps his most uncanny feat for 


Carson occurred when singer Jack Jones 
and vocalist-impersonator Marilyn Mi- 
chaels were guests. Kreskin handed 
each a black slate. Then, after soaking 
a stub of chalk in a glass of water, he 
told the pair to place the chalk between 
the slates and press them together. 


"Now," Kreskin addressed Marilyn, 


"think of a person you knew as a child, 
someone you haven't thought of in 
years. Whisper that name to Jack and 
both of you concentrate on it." 


Kreskin turned his back and Marilyn 


breathed the name into Jones' ear. Fac- 
ing the couple as they began to concen- 
trate, Kreskin experienced difficulty, he 
explained, because the name was un- 
usual. "Mentally spell it out," he re- 
quested Finally getting what he believed 
to be the name, he manipulated the 
crushed chalk and made it write. 


On verge of hysteria 


After Jones had separated the two 


slates, the TV camera zoomed in for a 
close-up. On one of the slates, inscribed 
in a trail of chalk dust, was the name 
"Moishe Oysher." Marilyn was on the 
verge of hysteria. Carson signaled (or a 
commercial, so that she could compose 
herself. Then Marilyn let it all come out. 
Moishe Oysher was her uncle, a cantor 
who died in 1958. 


When I asked Kreskin how he had 


accomplished this stunt, he quipped, 
"Any child of 10 can do what I did—if 
he has 30 years of experience. Serious- 
ly," he went on, "I was able to visualize 
the name because of my mentalist abil- 
ities. The chalk writing was an effect, 
and I label it as such. It was an example 
of what I call 'energy force,' which is as 
difficult to explain as how electricity or 
magnetism works " 


A fixture at Kreskin's concerts is his 


challenge to sponsors to select a group 
of strangers to hide his paycheck any- 
where in the hall or theater. Kreskin 
agrees to forfeit his fee if he can't find 
the check within 10 minutes 


To date, among other odd places, his 


check has been stuffed into a half-eaten 
turkey at a banquet in the Waldorf-As- 
toria. Before an audience of 8000 at 
Northwestern University, Kreskin dis- 
covered the check tucked under a pro- 
fessor's denture. In January 1973, before 
a capacity audience of 3500 in Carnegie 
Hall, Kreskin found the check where 
emcee John Wingate had hidden it— 
several yards inside a fire hcse on a wall.

On a "Tonight Show" a while back, Kreskin hypnotized /ohnny Carson into rigid 
stale, then placed singer Belts Midler on his extended body with no sagging. 


Kreskin has a standing reward of 


$20,000 for anyone who can prove he 
uses accomplices or special equipment 
to achieve his feats. Skeptics have ex- 
plored his anatomy with fluoroscopes 
and metal detectors, searching for elec- 
tronic gadgets. They have used sensitive 
radio receivers to intercept any trans- 
missions in the vicinity. He has always 
been found clean. 


Aside from the Carson show, Kreskin 


has appeared nearly 100 times with 
Mike Douglas and over 50 with Merv 
Griffin. 


Long-range demonstration 


On a Mike Douglas Show, Kreskin 


gave a long-range demonstration of his 
talent. From the KYYV-TV studio in Phil- 
adelphia, Douglas dialed Carol Burnett 
in Hollywood. 


"Carol," he said, "I'm in my studio 


taping a show with The Amazing Kres- 
kin, and we're going to conduct an ex- 
periment to see if he can read your 
thoughts 3000 miles away. I'll put him 
on. Okay?" 


Kreskin picked up the phone. "Carol," 


he said, "please concentrate on three 
digits, a common noun, an object in 
your room, and jot them down." Then 
he wrote on a slate. 


Douglas asked Carol to reveal her 


entries. The entire studio heard her am- 
plified response: "921, baby, bronze 
statue." Kreskin held up his slate. He 
had scored across the board. The audi- 
ence gave him a standing ovation. 


At Kreskin's alma mater, Seton Hall 


University in South Orange, N.J., Prof- 
Frank Murphy, head of the Department 
of Psychology, told PARADE: "Kreskin 
has developed a strikingly unique meth- 
od of communication which may take 
more than 50 years to become com- 
mon." 


Kreskin was bom George Kresge in 


1935 in Caldwell, NJ. The most power- 
ful influence in his decision to become 
a menialist-magician was the popular 
comic strip "Mandrake the Magician." 


When he was 8 he began experiment- 


ing with ESP, so he could pick up the 
thoughts of his playmates. He practiced 
on his younger brother for months be- 
fore getting positive results. By the time 
he was 10, he had read every book in 
the psychology section of his local li- 
brary. Today, he owns over 3000 vol- 
umes on clairvoyance, hypnosis, para- 
psychology, telepathy, psychokinesis 
and other arcane subjects. 


As a result of his research, Kreskin 


daims that the sleeplike trance of "hyp- 


nosis" does not exist and is a popular 
myth. On one Carson show, when he 
mentioned that he had "hypnotized" 
more than 35,000 people and discov- 
ered that he could achieve the same 
manifestation with the subject wide 
awake, johnny Carson wouldn't buy it. 


"You mean you can hypnotize me 


and I won't know it?" Carson asked. 


"Absolutely," said Kreskin, "and 
I'll 


prove it right now if you'll have some- 
one bring out two chairs." 


A prop man brought out the chairs. 


Kreskin, in a mesmerizing voice, in- 
structed Carson to place his head on the 
seat of one chair, then extend his body 
so that his feet rested on the other chair 


Then Kreskin asked singer Bette 


Midler, who was also on the show, to 
sit on Carson's stomach. With her feet 
dangling above the floor, his extended 
body did not sag one inch. 


'Must be hypnotized' 


"You've proved your point," Carson 


said. "I'm wide awake, but I must be 
hypnotized because I feel as comfort- 
able as a duck, in a pond." 


Kreskin, who has a degree in psychol- 


ogy from Seton Hall, broke into big- 
time show biz when he dropped in at 
the Merv Griffin offices one day, after 
hours. The only occupant was Tom 
O'Malley of Griffin's staff, who asked 
indulgently, "What's your shfrck?" 


"Is there anyone else around?" Kres- 


kin asked, pulling out a deck of cards. 
"A secretary," O'Malley said. 


"Would you please call and ask her to 


think of any card in the deck?" 


O'Malley, formerly with the Candid 


Camera show and used to rany stuff, 
shrugged 'and picked up -the phone. 
Kreskin selected a card from the pack 
and placed it face up on the desk. In a 
moment the girl responded. O'Malley 
stared down incredulously at the card. 
"Bingo!" he exclaimed. "You hit a 52- 
to-1 long shot." The impromptu audi- 
tion won Kreskin immediate booking. 


Big business 


Since then, according to Lou Reda, 


Kreskin's friend and manager, The 
Amazing Kreskin has been big business. 
He has played more than 1500 colleges 
and top clubs across the country. He is 
in constant demand by fraternal groups, 
business seminars, conventions, con- 
cert halls and ship cruise directors. 


Kreskin is also a hit with interna- 


tional audiences. In Canada, his syndi- 
cated half-hour TV show is so popular 
it goes on in prime time every Saturday 
night; the 26 shows will be shown later 
this year in the U.S. He has also had 
exposure for two years running in Great 
Britain. And Kreskin's face is familiar to 
TV viewers in New Zealand, Australia, 
Hong Kong, Finland, Singapore and the 
Philippines.

C 


hina, the world's most populous 


nation, is preparing to become its 
greatest sports power. Within a 
decade, if Peking's hopes are ful- 


filled, athletes representing the People's 
Republic will dominate the Olympics 
and will be competing vigorously—and 
victoriously—with Western teams in 
sports like tennis, swimming, soccer, ice 
hockey, basketball and even in that 
great American specialty, baseball. 


Is such a prospect farfetched? Not 


when you consider that East Germany, 
with a population of 17 million, won 40 
gold medals in the 1976 Olympics in 
Montreal, second only to the Soviet 
Union, which won 47 with a population 
of 250 million, and ahead of the United 
States, which took 34 with a population 
of 210 million. 


The Chinese are now emulating the 


East Germans' method of turning out 
sports champions by selecting pre- 
schoolers for a decade of rigorous train- 
ing. With a population of 800 million, 
they have the potential to achieve stag- 
gering results. 


Throughout China, • thousands 
of 


sports schools are already creating mil- 
lions of highly accomplished athletes 
every year. I am one of the few foreign- 
ers who has been given a glimpse into 
these athletic factories. They are the 
schools that once mass-produced-bril- 
liant world champions at table tennis, 
a quick-reflex sport that suits the 
lithe Chinese build. On orders from the 
late Mao Tse-tung, these schools broad- 
ened their training over the past five 
years to include almost every interna- 
tionally recognized sport except boxing, 
regarded as brutal, and golf, considered 
effete and symbolic of capitalism. 


I visited the Peking No. 3 Spare Time 


Sports School on the outskirts of the 
Chinese capital, where, in a complex of 
yellow brick buildings and playing 
fields, some 1000 young athletes come 
for advanced sporting instruction by a 
faculty of experienced coaches 


According to the dean, these are 


selected youngsters who remain en- 
rolled in their local schools and attend 
the sports school three afternoons a 
week for intensive coaching. But a 
Chinese coach revealed to me that the 
most promising young athletes are 
actually withdrawn from their regular 
schools and enrolled full time in sports 
institutions. 


Only the fittest are permitted to 


complete the full 10-year course. But 
even the dropouts are made to assist the 
program by being trained as coaches. 


In the main hall of the Peking No. 3 


school I watched 50 young dynamos 
aged 8 to 10 as they tirelessly smashed 
table-tennis balls at their coaches, who 
just as relentlessly smashed them back. 
In an adjoining hall, lithe children 
worked out on the parallel bars, exer- 
cised on the rings or jousted with each 
other in fiery but minimal-contact bouts 
of kung fu. Out in the fields a small 
army 
of 
well-muscled 
youngsters 


slammed volleyballs, shot baskets and 
kicked soccer balls. In the background 
one always heard the steady drone of 
the soft-voiced coaches, encouraging, 
instructing or admonishing their ac- 
complished young charges. 


One in a thousand 


Lefs take a closer look at the life of 


the one child in a thousand of these 
gifted athletes who, after graduating 
from the school, will go on to repre- 
sent China in international competition. 
His name is Li, and at the age of 7 he 
already had the natural killer instinct 
of the bom champion. In his preschool 
examination, where he and his class- 
mates were examined and tested by 
physicians and by coaches of the All 
China Sports Federation, Li was ad- 
judged to have outstanding potential 
for track events and was promptly en- 
rolled in a sports school. 


There he studied regular school sub- 


jects, but his energies and talents were 
steadily directed toward success in 
trade He received a special food ration

working hard at achieving similar emi- 
nence in other sports. The All China 
Sports Federation is even bringing in 
outside experts for coaching seminars, 
such as two Australians, tennis star Ken 
Rosewall

French gymnastic director Arthur 


Magakian, who led a French team on a 
tour of China in May, predicts that 
Chinese gymnasts will "surprise the 
world." He said he had been astonished 
to see them perform seven separate 
movements he'd never seen before. 


Slugging baseballs 


Chinese young people are respond- 


ing eagerly to the new opportunity in 
sports now opened up to them. In 
Peking I saw youngsters slugging base- 
balls in the parks. One sports official 
predicted to me with only the hint of a 
smile that China might one day chal- 
lenge the top American baseball team 
in a real World Series. 


In the humid south, where swim- 


ming in duck ponds, rice fields and 
rivers is a normal part of growing up, 
thousands of small children are getting 
intensive training in water events. The 
north of the country specializes in bas-

which included large quantities of meat 
and milk every day. 


Now, at the age of 16, he has emerged 


as a provincial champion. He is assigned 
to a factory where his only task is to 
train and lead the factory track team. He 
gets time off with pay to compete in 
provincial and national meets. Despite 


- his youth, he's a privileged member of 
Chinese society, traveling first class, oc- 
cupying comfortable quarters and mak- 
ing frequent trips abroad. 


The patriotic fervor instilled in young 


Chinese by Chairman Mao provides one 
incentive for these athletes, but at least 
equally important is their knowledge 
that success in sports guarantees a dra- 
matic rise in personal living standards. 


In the international arena, the Chi- 


nese can be expected to use sports both 
for propagandistic and political ends. 
Victories, they hope, will win friends 
and gain respect for their political and 
economic system. 


Right now, the Chinese can only be 


regarded as a middle-ranking sports 
nation. They're No. 1 in only two sports, 
table tennis and badminton. But they're

ketball. The leading men's team has one 
seven-footer and the style of play is fast 
and rough. 


But even though Chinese teams are 


beginning to travel abroad to compete 
in various events, the country can only 
make a real impact on the international 
sports scene through the Olympics. 
China used to participate but withdrew 
in 1956 at Melbourne, Australia, when 
the International Olympic Committee 
(IOQ refused to bar Taiwan. Ever since 
then, the Chinese have been sulking on 
the sidelines. Last summer the China- 
Taiwan question surfaced at the Mon- 
treal Olympics when the Canadian 
government refused to let the Taiwan- 
ese team compete under the title Re- 
public of China. 


Now the mainland Chinese want des- 


perately to return to the Olympic 


movement, but they insist that the 
Taiwanese be formally expelled. The 
question is expected to come up at the 
next full meeting of the IOC in Athens, 
Greece, in May 1978, and the Chinese 
are working hard to get a majority in 
favor of accepting them and ousting 
the Taiwanese. 


If the Chinese do succeed, they'll be 


parading behind their red and gold- 
starred flag in Moscow in 1980. But that 
will be too early to expect any startling 
performances by Chinese teams, even 
though some individual athletes may 
take medals. But by 1984, the Chinese 
may well be performing as spectacularly 
as the East Germans did last year. And 
if they do, the Olympics may never be 
the same.

Kennedy urged a few weeks ago at 
the Holy Cross College com- 
mencement exercises in Worces- 
ter, Mass. 


"For you and millions like you 


around the country graduating this 
year, perhaps the greatest chal- 
lenge is to avoid apathy and com- 
placency," said Kennedy. "I would 
urge you to become involved 
yourself, to find a standard of your 
own, to try to make a difference on 
things you care about. 


"Often, all it takes to turn the 


tide is one individual, acting alone 


and against the odds. A single 
voice of courage and understand- 
ing can change the flow of events 
and improve the community in 
which we live...." 


Kennedy also urged the gradu- 


ates to consider joining the Peace 
Corps: "There is no better oppor- 
tunity than the Peace Corps for 
young Americans to do something 
tangible about human rights. 


"... Be grateful for the efforts 


of your parents and your families 
and for the sacrifices they have 
made to bring you safely to this 
threshold of the future," Kennedy 
told the graduates. "Above all— 
because so much has been given 
to you—be worthy of your stew- 
ardship and the promise of this 
land. Give something back to 
America in return for all it has 
given you."
